Bro.  J.  Hodgktn  has  been  installed  Worshipful  Mattsr  of 
the  Galen  Lodge  of  Freemasons,  the  principal  home  of  the 
London  pharmacints  enrolled  in  the  brotherhood  (p.  501). 

Messrs.  Champion  &  Co.,  vinegar-makers,  have  obtained 
25J.  damages  from  a  rival  firm  on  the  publication  of  a 
leaflet  insinuating  that  their  vinegar  contained  pyroligneous 
acid  (p.  511). 

The  periodical  drug  sales  recommenced  to-day,  after  an 
interval  of  four  weeks.  The  quantity  of  goods  offered  for 
sale  was  exceedingly  large,  buc  business  shows  no  improve- 
ment. 

The  anticipations  of  M.  Berthelot,  the  eminent  French 
chemist,  as  to  the  future  of  the  world  to  be  effected  by 
chemical  science  form  the  subject  of  some  comments  on 
p.  517. 

Damages  of  70^.  have  been  awarded  against  an  eminent 
South  African  firm,  whose  manager  at  a  Port  Elizabeth  shop 
had  prescribed  a  strychnine  mixture  in  a  case  in  which  ic 
appeared  to  have  done  injury  (p.  512). 

The  Court  of  Appeal  has  confirmed  the  judgment  of  Mr. 
Justice  Romer  in  the  case  of  the  Lanolin  Fabrik  v,  John 
Richardson  &  Co.,  Leicester,  in  which  infringement  of  the 
patent  for  lanoline  by  the  manufacture  of  anaspaline  was 
alleged  (p.  508).    Judgment  is  in  favour  of  the  plaintiffs. 

At  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council's  April  meeting 
(p.  506)  the  principal  topic  of  discussion  was  a  certificate 
of  three  years'  service,  which  it  was  alleged  by  some 
members  was  not  in  order,  because  the  chemist  who  gave  it 
was  out  of  his  shop  during  the  greater  part  of  each  day 
(p.  506). 

The  County  Court  Judge  at  Exeter  has  decided  against 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the  question  of  the  "  open 
shop,"  which  a  watchmaker  of  that  city  was  alleged  to  have 
kept  for  the  sale  of  poisons.  He  kept  the  lotion  which  he 
sold  in  a  back  room,  and  did  not  advertise  or  expose  ic 
(p.  514). 

The  names  of  chemists  who  last  week  passed  the  Major 
and  Minor  Examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  questions  asked  in  the  Preliminary 
Examination,  are  given  on  p.  505.  The  successful  candi- 
dates in  the  April  Examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  are  named  on  p.  507. 

The  principal  papers  read  at  meetings  of  provincial 
Associations  have  been  one  on  Pharmaceutical  Organisa- 
tions, by  Dr.  Symes,  at  Liverpool,  in  support  of  the  Federa- 
tion scheme  (p.  521)  ;  one  by  Mr.  Hunt,  at  Plymouth,  also 
advocating  the  Federation  scheme  (p.  522)  ;  and  ODe  by  Mr. 
Grierson,  read  to  the  Sheffield  Society,  entitled  "  Stray 
Thoughts  on  Advertising,"  our  last  winter  issue  being  the 
text.  Some  useful  dispensing-notes  were  also  read  at  Livei  - 
pool  (p.  522). 

Four  of  the  principal  chemists  of  Leeds  have  been  pros'  - 
cuted  under  the  Pharmacy  Act— three  of  them  for  selling- 
Cooper's  sheep-dip  without  taking  the  proper  precaution-, 
and  one  for  selling  chlorodyne  without  entering  the  sale. 
In  the  sheep-dip  cases,  fines  of  50s.  were  imposed  in  each 
instance.  In  the  chlorodyne  case,  Mr.  Davenport  testiliecl 
that  prussic  acid  was  not  put  in  the  chlorodyne,  and  the 
magistrate  reserved  judgment  in  this  matter.  The  prosecu- 
tions appear  to  have  been  instigated  by  the  Patent-medicine 
Vendors'  Defence  Association  (p.  513).  We  comment  on  the 
cases  on  p.  515.

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  on  Wednesday,  April  4,  at  4.30  p.m. 
Present — Mr.  N.  H.  Martin  (President),  in  the  Chair ;  Messrs. 
Atkins,  Carteighe,  Martindale,  J.  H.  Mathews,  and  J. 
Umney  (Vice-  Presidents) ;  Mr.  Moss  (treasurer) ;  Messrs. 
Druce,  Farr,  Gerrard  and  Holmes ;  Mr.  H.  Mathews  (hon. 
local  secretary)  ;  Messrs.  Naylor  and  Ransom  (hon.  general 
secretaries)  ;  and  Mr.  Nightingale  (assistant  secretary). 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
confirmed. 

Letters  were  read  from  Professor  Remington,  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  Dr.  Anton  von  Waldheim,  of  Vienna,  acknow- 
ledging their  election  as  honorary  members  of  the  Conference ; 
from  Professor  Sayer,  of  the  University  of  Kansas,  thanking 
the  Conference  for  copies  of  Year -looks  presented  to  the 
University ;  and  from  Mr.  Pooley,  on  behalf  of  his  sister, 
Mrs.  R.  H.  Davies,  acknowledging  the  letter  of  sympathy 
which  had  been  sent  as  directed  at  the  previous  meeting  of 
the  committee. 

The  President  referred  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death 
of  Professor  Bentley,  a  past  president  of  the  Conference,  and 
moved  that  a  letter  of  condolence  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Bentley. 
This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Martindale  and  carried  unani- 
mously. 

An  application  was  read  from  Mr.  Bowden  for  a  grant  of 
31.  to  defray  expenses  connected  with  a  proposed  research 
on  the  active  constituents  of  hemidesmus-root.  It  was 
resolved  that  the  grant  be  made. 

A  sub-committee,  consisting  of  the  treasurer  and  the  hon. 
general  se  retarie3,  was  appointed  to  revise  the  Blue  List  and 
authorised  to  make  any  alterations  that  should  be  considered 
desirable. 

Mr.  H.  Mathews  gave  a  sketch  of  the  suggested  arrange- 
ments for  the  meeting  at  Oxford.  It  is  proposed  that  the 
reception  by  ihe  President  be  held  at  the  Dining-hall  of 
■Christ  Church  College  on  the  evening  of  Monday,  July  30. 
The  President  will  deliver  his  address  in  the  Hall  of  Balliol 
College  on  the  Tuesday  morning,  to  be  followed  by  the 
reading  and  discussion  of  papers.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
business  in  the  afternoon  it  is  intended  to  have  a  garden 
party  in  the  grounds  of  one  of  the  Colleges.  On  the  Wednes- 
day afternoon  there  will  be  an  opportunity  to  visit  Magdalen 
College.  The  luncheons  will  be  held  at  the  Randolph  Hotel, 
which  will  be  the  headquarters  of  the  Conference.  The 
usual  smokiriK-corjcert  will  be  held  at  the  hotel  on  Wednes- 
day evening.  Thursday  will  be  devoted  to  the  excursion, 
it  is  intended  to  take  house-boats,  which  will  convey  the 
party  down  the  river  to  Abingdon,  where  luncheon  will  be 
served.  On  the  return  to  Oxford  in  the  afternoon  tea  will 
be  provided  on  board. 

In  accepting  the  suggested  programme  a  vote  of  thanks 
-was  passed  to  Messrs.  Druce  and  Mathews  for  their  kindness 
in  coming  from  Oxford  to  lay  the  above  proposals  before  the 
committee. 

Eleven  gentlemen,  having  been  duly  nominated,  were 
elected  to  membership. 

Spirit  of  Nitre. 

At  the  Aylsham  Petty  Sessions,  on  April  3,  Major  Maude, 
of  Aylsham,  druggist,  was  summoned  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1875,  for  selling  spirit  of  nitre  not  of  the 
nature,  substance,  and  quality  of  the  article  demanded. 

Mr.  Tillett,  of  Norwich,  who  appeared  for  the  defence, 
said  he  should  .livide  his  defence  into  two  branches — one 
dealing  with  technical  points,  the  other  being  a  total  denial 
that  the  drug  in  question  was  adulterated.  He  was  con- 
fident that  the  defence,  on  the  merits,  must  succeed;  but,  to 
save  time,  he  would  take  the  technical  objections  first.  His 
point  was  that  the  plaintiff  did  not  pay  for  the  goods  before 
division  into  three  parts,  and  further  that  he  did  not  "  offer  'f 
to  divide  the  spirit  of  nitre  before  actually  doing  so ;  and 


did  not  state  that  the  article  was  purchased  for  analysis. 
Having  cited  cases,  the  Magistrates  said  the  objections  were 
fatal,  and  the  summons  was  dismissed,  but  the  Bench 
declined  to  grant  costs. 

A  Public  Analyst's  Majority. 

The  public  analyst  for  Sheffield  (Mr.  A.  H.  Allen),  in  pre- 
senting his  annual  report  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the 
City  Council,  states  that  he  presents  his  report  on  the  com- 
pletion of  the  twenty-first  year  of  his  service  as  public 
analyst  for  Sheffield,  and  he  respectfully  submits  himself  for 
re-election.  At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  on 
Wednesday  the  Health  Committee  recommended  the  re- 
appointment of  Mr.  Allen  as  public  analyst  at  a  salary  of 
1002.  per  annum,  and  a  fee  of  10s.  6d.  for  each  sample  after 
150  had  been  analysed.  The  recommendation  was  unani- 
mously confirmed. 

New  Trade-products. 

Mr.  Arthur  Robottom,  of  borax  renown,  lectured  to  the 
Balloon  Society  in  London,  on  April  3,  on  new  trade- 
products.  The  address  was  mainly  on  the  subject  of  the 
possible  commercial  utilisation  of  many  more  or  less 
neglected  natural  products,  mostly  from  tropical  countries, 
interspersed  with  reminiscences  of  a  personal  character  on 
the  history  of  the  introduction  into  commerce  of  a  number 
of  now  well-known  commodities,  such  as  fibies,  vegetable 
boracite,  petroleum,  &c. 

Channel  Islands  News. 

In  "  Lord  Tennyson,"  a  biographical  sketch  by  Henry  J. 
Jennings,  it  is  stated  that  the  poet's  visit  to  Jersey  is  almost 
the  last  incident  recorded  in  his  long  life,  and  the  author 
says,  respecting  the  same: — "A  young  local  poet  named  Le 
Sueur  having  sent  him  a  poetical  greeting,  the  Laureate 
short'y  afterwards  acknowledged  it  in  a  cordial  note  in 
his  own  handwriting."  This  favour  is  emphasised  by 
a  preceding  paragraph,  which  runs  thus  :  —  "  Tenny- 
son rarely  writes  letters  now,  and  practically  leaves  his 
correspondence  to  his  son.  However  skilfully  worded  the 
epistle  might  be  framed,  the  autograph-hunter  would  miser- 
ably fail  in  his  purpose."  Mr.  Le  Sueur  is  a  chemist  in 
Jersey. 

Mr.  Francis  Neade  last  week  applied  to  the  Guernsey 
Court  for  permission  to  exercise  the  profession  of  chemist 
in  Guernsey.  It  appears  he  is  a  licentiate  cf  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland,  but  the  local  law  governing  the 
granting  of  such  licences  does  not  specifically  name  the 
Irish  diploma,  as  recognisable,  and  though  applicant's  coun- 
sel stated  that  the  qualifying  examinations  were  practically 
the  same  as  those  of  the  British  Society,  the  Court  did  not 
consider  itself  empowered  to  grant  the  request,  which  was 
accordingly  refused. 

Mr.  H.  D.  Brandreth,  of  New  York  and  Birkenhead, 
last  week  conducted  a  special  evangelical  mission  in  Jersey, 
in  connection  with  Mr.  W.  R.  Lane  (late  of  the  Coldstream 
Guards,  and  who  has  worked  with  Mr.  D.  L.  Moody  in 
Chicago).    The  services  held  proved  most  successful. 

Sheffield.  Vinegar. 

Before  Judge  Ellison  at  the  Sheffield  County  Court,  on 
April  5,  Thomas  Congreve  Marshall,  drysalter,  trading  as  the 
Sheffield  Vinegar  Brewery  Company,  brought  an  action 
against  Mrs.  Maria  Hildred,  grocer,  for  15s.  4r/  ,  the  price  of 
a  cask  of  vinegar  supplied.  A  counterclaim  was  set  up  by 
the  defendant  for  15s.  4rf.,  for  value  of  cask  and  vinegar 
returned  and  cost  of  carting  the  same.  Plaintiff's  evidence  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  vinegar  was  supplied  on  April  1,  1893, 
and  he  received  no  complaint  about  its  quality  until  he  took 
steps  to  recover  the  debt.  The  cask,  containing  about 
3  gallons  of  the  vinegar,  was  then  returned  to  him.  In  cross- 
examination,  plaintiff  admitted  that  four  of  his  customers 
had  been  fined  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  selling  as 
malt  vinegar  an  article  consisting  of  diluted  acetic  acid, 
but  he  indemnified  them  all,  and  defrayed  the  costs  of 
fighting  the  cases.  This  was  not  the  same  kind  of  vinegar. 
This  contained  double  the  malt.  He  declined  to  say  how  much 
acetic  acid  he  put  in.  The  case  for  the  defence  was  that 
the  vinegar  w  as  sold  as  malt  vinegar,  but  the  plaintiff  said 
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the  person  who  took  the  order  was  not  his  agent,  and  had 
only  taken  the  order  as  a  matter  of  courtesy.  His  Honour 
gave  judgment  for  plaintiff  on  the  claim  and  counterclaim. 

Fined  for  Giving  Poison  to  a  Dog. 

At  the  Folkestone  Police  Court,  on  Saturday,  a  woman 
named  Golder  was  fined  3/.  3s.  for  attempting  to  poison  a 
dog.  It  was  stated  that  she  was  seen  to  give  the  animal  a 
piece  of  bread,  which  was  taken  from  it  and  submitted  to 
a  chemist  for  analysis,  with  the  result  that  it  was  found  to 
have  on  it  a  poisonous  paste.  The  dog  was  very  ill  from 
eating  a  small  portion.  The  prosecution  was  taken  up  by 
the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  a 
large  number  of  dogs  and  cats  having  been  poisoned  in 
Folkestone  lately. 

Weights  and  Measures. 

At  the  Marylebone  Petty  Sessions,  last  week,  Mr.  Henry 
Herbery,  chemist,  of  49  Great  James  Street,  Lisson  Grove, 
was  charged  under  the  Weights  and  Measures  Acts,  1878  and 
1889,  with  having  two  beam-scales  alleged  to  be  unjust. 
The  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of  11.  Defendant  was  also 
■charged  with  having  eleven  weights  which  were  not  stamped, 
-and  was  fined  on  this  charge  10s. 

The  Advantage  of  Being  a  Wesleyan. 

Mr.  Charles  T.  Sellens,  chemist  and  druggist,  Lydd  (Kent), 
is  a  prominent  Wesleyan  Methodist  and  a  local  preacher. 
•He  keeps  a  horse  and  trap  for  business  purposes.  Re- 
cently, a  Wesleyan  festival  was  held  at  Hamstreet,  a 
village  twelve  miles  from  Lydd,  at  which  Mr.  R.  W.  Perks, 
M.P.,  was  expected.  Mr.  Sellens  drove  over  from  Lydd,  and 
gave  the  superintendent  minister  of  the  circuit,  the  Rev.  J. 
M.  Brown,  a  gratuitous  ride.  Shortly  afterwards,  Mr.  Sellens 
received  a  communication  from  the  local  Inland  Revenue 
officer,  stating  that  by  taking  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Brown  as  a 
passenger  he  had  rendered  himself  liable  to  penalties,  and 
demanding  the  immediate  payment  of  15s.  as  licence  duty. 
Mr.  Sellens  explained  the  circumstances,  and  claimed  that  a 
licence  was  not  necessary  in  his  case.  He  also  communi- 
cated with  Mr.  R.  W.  Perks,  M.P.,  who  advised  Mr.  Sellens 
not  to  pay  the  demand.  Mr.  Sellens  was  in  due  course 
threatened  with  prosecution,  but  the  matter  was  eventually 
settled  in  his  favour  by  Mr.  Perks  communicating  the 
details  of  the  case  to  Sir  John  Hibbert,  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury,  by  whose  influence  the  proceedings  were  with' 
drawn. 

Robberies  of  Chemists'  Goods. 

At  the  Derby  Borough  Sessions,  on  April  4,  George  Thorley 
(20),  labourer,  and  Thomas  Percy  Elliott  (20),  compositor, 
were  indicted  for  feloniously  breaking  and  entering  the  shop 
of  Alexander  Haynes,  chemist,  of  Stockbrook  Street,  Derby, 
and  stealing  therefrom  ten  teeth-extracting  forceps,  fifteen 
bottles  of  scent,  three  sticks  of  Spanish  juice,  &c,  between 
March  30  and  31.  Prisoners  pleaded  guilty,  and  the  Recorder 
said  that  Thorley  seemed  to  be  the  worst  and  he  would  be 
sentenced  to  six  months'  hard  labour ;  the  other  lad,  who 
had  probably  been  led  into  it,  would  be  committed  for  four 
months. 

At  the  Mansion  House,  on]  April  4,  Richard  Hare  (24),  of 
Ashfield  Road,  Leyton,  was  charged  with  inciting  a  lad 
earned  Blackwell  to  rob  his  employer,  Mr.  Henry  Charles 
Quelch,  druggists'  sundriesman,  of  4  Ludgate  Square.  On 
March  28,  Sergeant  Bryan  and  Detective  Martin  arrested  the 
accused  at  20  St.  Paul's  Churchyard.  He  admitted  having 
received  some  scent  from  the  lad,  but  strongly  denied  having 
incited  him  to  rob  his  employer.  At  the  prisoner's  residence 
syringes,  coal-tar  soap,  shaving-brushes,  &c ,  all  of  which 
were  identified  as  belonging  to  the  prosecutor,  were  found 
by  the  officers.  The  prisoner  said  when  he  received  these 
articles  from  the  lad  he  thought  they  were  samples.  The 
lad  Blackwell  gave  evidence,  stating  that  the  prisoner  gave 
him  a  few  coppers  for  the  articles.  The  Lord  Mayor 
sentenced  the  prisoner  to  three  months'  hard  labour  for  re- 
ceiving the  property. 

At  the  Cumberland  Quarter  Sessions  Frank  Chapman, 
aged  16  years,  was  charged  with  breaking  into  the  shop  of 
Mr.  Walter  Herbert  Gass,  chemist  and  druggist,  Whitehaven, 
on  February  23,  and  stealing  11.  0s.  6^/.    Prisoner  pleaded 


guilty.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  prisoner,  who 
had  been  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Gass  as  errand-boy,  broke 
into  the  shop  with  the  assistance  of  another  boy  named 
Wilson,  who  was  discharged  by  the  Magistrates.  Mr.  Sharpe 
appeared  for  the  prosecution,  and  prisoner  was  sentenced  to 
two  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour. 

The  Hilf-holiday. 

At  Market  Rasen  the  chemists  and  druegists  have  decided 
to  close  each  Thursday  at  1  p.m.  from  May  24  until  August 
Bank  Holiday. 

The  chemists  of  Market  Deeping  will  close  each  Thursday 
during  the  summer  months  at  4  p.m. 

The  chemists  of  Gateshead  will  close  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons at  1  p.m. 

The  chemists'  assistants  and  apprentices  of  Dumfries  and 
Maxwelltown,  Scotland,  have  petitioned  the  masters  to  close 
during  the  summer  at  7  p.m.  instead  of  8  p.m.  (Saturdays 
excepted),  failing  which  to  grant  a  weekly  half-holiday. 

A  Careful  Heifer. 

On  Saturday  a  heifer  that  was  being  driven  through  the 
streets  of  Ware  bolted  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  B.  Medcalf, 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  walked  round  the  counter. 
Although  the  walls  were  lined  with  bottles,  the  animal,  after 
taking  a  survey  of  the  premises,  left  without  doing  any 
damage. 

The  County  Council's  Chemical  Department. 

The  annual  revision  of  salaries  of  the  officials  of  the 
London  County  Council  has  just  taken  place,  and  the  follow- 
ing alterations  have  been  made  in  the  Chemical  Depart- 
ment : — Mr.  R.  Grimwood,  F.I.C.,  to  receive  350Z.,  instead  of 
320Z. ;  Mr.  E.  B.  Pike  to  receive  150Z.,  instead  of  140Z. ; 
Messrs.  J.  W.  Biggs  and  J.  Jackman  to  be  put  on  the  per- 
manent staff  at  a  commencing  salary  of  150Z. ;  Mr.  J.  H. 
Coste  to  be  employed  as  a  temporary  assistant  at  31.  per 
week  ;  Mr.  R.  G.  Grimwood  to  be  appointed  gas-examiner  at 
120Z.  per  annum.  The  resignations  of  Mr.  W.  Chattaway, 
F.I.C.,  as  gas-examiner,  and  Mr.  P.  A.  Estcourt,  F.I.C.,  as 
assistant  to  the  laboratory,  are  also  announced. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc ,  having  accepted  a  permanent  ap- 
pointment to  the  laboratory  of  the  London  County  Council 
to  undertake  the  analysis  of  stores,  oils,  foods  and  drugs,  &c, 
has  resigned  his  appointment  as  gas- examiner  to  the  ad- 
ministrative courts. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Cavanagh,  a  temporary  clerk,  who  in  May  last 
year  was  transferred  to  the  Works  Department,  has  been  re- 
transferred  to  the  Chemist's  Department  as  a  temporary 
assistant  at  3/  a  week,

The  case  of  Rogers  ».  Fernando  was  before  Judge  Lumley 
Smith,  in  the  Westminster  County  Court,  on  Tuesday,  on  a 
judgment  summons  applying  for  the  committal  of  the  debtor 
for  non-payment  of  a  judgment  debt. 

Plaintiff's  representative  said  the  defendant  had  sold  his 
chemist's  business  at  Victoria  to  a  company,  and  was  acting 
as  manager  at  a  salary  of  21.  a  week.  He  had  repeatedly 
promised  to  pay,  but  he  never  kept  his  promise  unless  an 
order  of  committal  was  made. 

The  defendant  did  not  appear,  and  his  Honour  made  an 
order  for  his  committal  to  Holloway  for  twelve  days,  subject 
to  a  suspension  of  the  warrant  for  three  weeks. 

Galen  Lodge  of  Freemasons,  No.  2,394. 

The  installation  meeting  of  this  flourishing  lodge  was  held 
on  April  9  at  Freemasons'  Hall,  when  there  was  a  larger 
attendance  of  brethren  than  at  any  meeting  since  the  con- 
secration.

Thomas,  I.G. ;  Littleboy  and  H.  A.  Thomas,  Stewards. 
Several  candidates  were  proposed  for  initiation,  and  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  call  emergency  meetings,  in  order 
to  get  through  the  great  amount  of  work  to  be  done  this 
year.    All  the  brethren  present  were  unanimous  in  their 
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opinion  that  the  lodge  had  never  been  in  more  perfect  har- 
mony, and  that  there  was  a  brilliant  future  before  it.  The 
brethren  and  their  guests  dined  together  after  lodge,  and  the 
post  prandial  speeches  were  interspersed  with  musical  talent 
of  the  very  best.  Colonel  Noel  Money,  C.B.,  Right  Worship- 
ful G.M.  of  Surrey,  responded  to  the  toa't  of  the  Grand 
Officers,  Bro.  Dr.  Dutton,  of  the  JKiculapius  Lodge,  and 
several  other  prominent  brethren  speaking  for  the  visitors. 

A  Fire. 

A  fire  was  discovered  to  have  brcken  out  in  the  coopers' 
sheds  at  the  Flint  Chemical-works  (the  United  Alkali  Com- 
pany) on  Friday  evening  Jast  week.  The  damage  to  several 
hundred  casks,  the  material,  and  buildings  entails  a  loss  of 
close  upon  500Z. 

Carbolic-acid  Poisoning. 

Dinah  Manson  (48),  a  married  woman,  at  Manchester, 
committed  suicide  with  carbolic  acid  on  Saturday. 

Mary  Ann  Atkins,  a  grocer's  wife  at  Walsall,  who  had 
been  suffering  from  sleeplessness,  and  sometimes  took  more 
alcoholic  stimulants  than  were  good  for  her,  committed 
suicide  by  drinking  carbolic  acid  on  Sunday. 

George  Reuben  Thompson  (21),  a  woodcutter,  residing 
with  his  widowed  mother  at  51  Ironmonger  Row,  St.  Luke's, 
went  out  last  Saturday  evening  with  a  jug,  ostensibly  to  get 
some  beer.  He  obtained  carbolic  acid  in  the  jug,  and  the 
jug  was  stated  at  the  inquest  to  have  been  labelled  "  Poison." 
He  drank  some  of  it,  and  died.  A  verdict  of  temporary 
insanity  was  returned. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  Saturday  last  concerning  the 
death  of  Frances  Hutchinson  (43),  wife  of  a  brewer  at 
Loughborough,  who  appeared  to  have  taken  carbolic  acid 
with  suicidal  intent.  Dr.  Pike,  in  answer  to  the  Coroner, 
said  carbolic  acid  is  not  a  scheduled  poison.  The  Coroner  : 
Yet  it  is  a  deadly  poison  ? — Yes ;  almost  as  deadly  as  prussic 
acid.  In  reply  to  the  Coroner,  his  officer  said  he  had  been  to 
the  shop  at  which  the  poison  was  purchased,  but  found  that 
no  one  had  any  knowledge  of  selling  it  and  no  entry  was 
made  of  the  sale.  The  Coroner  said  they  were  not  bound  to 
do  more  than  the  law  required  of  them,  but  in  his  judgment 
poisons  ought  not  to  be  served  in  a  medicine-bottle  intended 
for  medicines  to  be  taken,  and  divided  in  doses  for  the 
purpose.  In  this  case  he  did  not  say  it  made  any  difference, 
but  it  might  very  easily  mislead  any  one.  He  would  like  to 
see  a  change  in  the  law,  making  it  compulsory  for  poison  to 
be  served  in  bottles  of  a  particular  colour  or  shape. 

Sarah  Burke  (49),  wife  of  a  woolspinner,  died  at  Leicester 
on  Tuesday  from  the  effects  of  taking  carbolic  acid,  having, 
it  is  alleged,  committed  suicide. 

_  Sarah  Harobin  (20),  a  domestic  servant  at  Burslem,  took 
carbolic  acid  on  Monday  last,  and  died. 

Analysts  Differ. 

In  a  case  of  selling  alleged  adulterated  butter  brought 
against  Messrs.  Kearley  &  Tonge  at  East  Dereham,  the 
county  analyst,  Mr.  Francis  Sutton,  of  Norwich,  certified 
that  the  sample  of  butter  analysed  by  him  was  adulterated 
with  foreign  fats  to  the  extent  of  24  per  cent.  He  made 
three  determinations,  and  the  results  were  the  same.  For 
the  defence,  Mr.  Otto  Hehner  stated  that  he  had  analysed 
the  sample  of  butter  left  with  defendants,  and  he  had  no 
hesitation  in  stating  that  it  was  genuine  butter  from  the 
cow.  He  used  the  same  test  as  Mr.  Sutton.  The  summons 
was  dismissed. 

Assaulting  a  Chemist's  Assistant. 

At  the  Pontefract  Petty  Sessions  on  Monday,  a  commercial 
traveller,  named  Preston  Heckingbottom,  was  charged  with 
assaulting  Charles  Hy.  Plowman,  chemist's  assistant,  on 
March  10.  The  parties  were  in  the  Elephant  Hotel,  and 
during  an  argument  with  reference  to  early  closing  defendant 
turned  round,  and,  affer  speaking  very  disrespectfully  to 
him,  deliberately  struc  k  prosecutor  in  the  eye,  causing  blood 
to  flow  from  an  open  wound.  On  the  company  present  pro- 
testing against  such  a  cowardly  action,  defendant  offered  to 
go  outside  and  fi^ht  him.  Defendant  was  given  the  alter- 
native of  apologising  and  giving  a  donation  to  some  charit- 
able object,  but  he  declined.    He  was  now  fined  21.,  and 


11.  8*.  6d.  costs,  the  Mayor  characterising  the  assault  as  a 
very  serious  one. 

Fatal  Dose  of  Infants'  Cordial. 

At  Salford,  on  Monday,  an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body 
of  a  three- year-old  infant,  the  daughter  of  a  Pendleton  fish- 
hawker.  The  child  was  of  a  weakly  nature  and  constantly 
vomited  its  food.  A  few  days  ago  the  mother  gave  it  three 
drops  of  infants'  cordial,  and  four  more  drops  on  the  follow- 
ing evening.  The  child  became  drowsy,  and  died  the  next 
day.  Dr.  Somers  saw  the  infant  before  death  took  place, 
and  discovered  symptoms  of  opium-poisoning.  An  empty 
bottle  was  shown  to  him,  and  he  was  told  that  a  few  drops 
of  the  fluid  it  had  contained  were  given  to  the  child  on  the 
previous  night.  He  had  no  doubt  the  child  died  from  the 
effects  of  opium-poisoning.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
death  from  misadventure. 

An  Aristocratic  Alliance. 

The  marriage  of  Geoff ry,  sixth  Viscount  Mountmorres,  to- 
Bessie  Louise  Cameron,  youngest  daughter  of  Mr.  Sampson 
Taylor  Rowe,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Trecarrel,  Redruth, 
was  solemnised  at  St.  Mary's  the  Boltons,  Kensington,  on. 
Monday  of  last  week,  Rev.  G.  D.  Boulav  being  the  officiating 
clergyman.  This  announcement  will  be  received  with 
peculiar  interest  in  West  Cornwall,  the  bride,  a  charming 
and  talented  lady,  being  well  known  for  her  special  musical 
gifts  and  magnificent  voice,  which  have  been  used  in  the 
promotion  of  Church  and  charitable  works.  Viscount 
Mountmorres  has  entered  on  a  literary  career,  with  promises- 
of  success.

A  Medical  Dinner. — On  Monday  evening,  April  9,  the 
annual  banquet  of  the  Continental  Anglo-American  Medical 
Society  was  held  at  the  Lyon  d'Or  Restaurant,  Paris.  Mr. 
Swann  was  the  only  representative  of  pharmacy  present. 

Death  while  Experimenting.— A  chemist  of  some 
distinction,  M.  Roussin,  was  found  dead  last  Sunday  after- 
noon in  his  laboratory,  Boulevard  La  Tour  Maubourg.  The 
inquiry  instituted  by  the  Police  Commissary  of  the  quarter 
proved  that  death  was  evidently  accidental.  M.  Roussin  was 
asphyxiated  by  certain  gases  that  escaped  suddenly  from  his 
apparatus.  For  a  long  time  the  deceased  held  the  position 
of  expert  chemist  to  one  of  the  Paris  tribunals,  and  his  ser- 
vices were  frequently  requisitioned  in  law-suits. 

The  International  Sanitary  Conference  in  Paris 
has  come  to  a  close,  and  its  members  are  already  dispersed. 
The  correspondent  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  had 
occasion  to  meet  several  of  the  delegates  before  they  left 
Paris.  There  was  a  certain  reserve  in  their  speech,  which 
scarcely  indicated  unqualified  satisfaction,  and  Count 
Ruefstein,  the  Austrian  plenipotentiary,  said  in  his  best 
diplomatic  style,  "  We  have  accomplished  some  things  we 
did  not  expect,  but  certain  reforms  we  hoped  to  bring  about 
have  fallen  through." 

Poisoning  by  Imprudence. — A  Rouen  correspondent 
mentions  a  grave  affair  that  is  occupying  the  police  of  that 
city.  A  bone-setter  named  Buquet,  of  Pavilly,  Seine-In- 
ferieure,  60  years  of  age,  tried  to  cure  a  family  of  five 
persons  of  a  slight  skin  disease,  and  prescribed  a  lotion 
composed  of  nitric  acid  and  mercury,  for  outward  applica- 
tion. The  father,  a  man  of  38  years,  foreman  of  a  factory, 
soon  succumbed  to  poisoning  by  the  mercurial  salts.  A 
3-year-old  child  is  in  a  serious  condition,  but  the  mother 
and  two  other  children  appear  to  be  out  of  danger. 

Up-to-date  Pharmacy — There  is  a  cutting  pharmacy 
near  one  of  the  Paris  termini  that  has  gone  gaily  ahead 
during  the  past  few  years  with  "  the  cheapest  in  the  city  " 
as  its  watchword.  The  resources  of  the  place  are  set  forth 
in  a  200-page  catalogue,  and  a  smart  van,  drawn  by  a  couple 
of  presentable  "  gees,"  informs  the  world  that  the  pharmacy 
is  the  largest  in  Paris.  A  feature  of  the  advertisements  on 
the  fourth  page  of  one  of  the  leading  French  daily  news- 
■papers  is  the  reproduction  of  the  horses  and  van  in  question. 
It  is  not  often  that  a  French  ojficine  makes  such  a  bold  bid 
for  trade. 

Fibst  Aid  Incident.— M.  Mercier,  pharmacist,  of  the 
Place  de  l'Odeon  was  for  two  hours  the  host  of  M.  Laurent 
Tailhade,  the  poet  anarchist,  and  principal  victim  of  the 
Foyot  Restaurant  last  week.  The  poet,  who  was  taken  to 
the  pharmacy  immediately  after  the  explosion,  suffered 
horribly  at  first,  but  once  the  pain  had  ceased  a  little,  he 
proved  quite  a  cheerful  visitor.  The  restaurant  in  question 
is  near  M.  Mercier's  pharmacy,  in  fact  the  latter  says,  "  the 
commotion  was  so  great  that  the  bottles  danced  on  my 
shelves,  and  the  plate-glass  windows  trembled."  At  one 
moment  he  thought  the  explosion  had  taken  place  on  his 
premises. 

A  Legacy. — The  French  Royal  Humane  Society  has 
recently  come  in  for  a  windfall  in  the  form  of  a  legacy  of 
40000Z.,  left  by  a  lady  named  Midame  Charron,  recently 
deceased  at  Marennes  at  the  age  of  94  years.  Among  her 
relations  is  M.  Paul  Carriere,  pharmacien  at  Saint-Pierre 
(He  d'Oleron).  This  gentleman  has  addressed  a  kind  of 
remonstrance  to  the  newspapers  in  the  following  terms : — 
"  While  recognising  the  great  utility  of  the  Royal  Humane 
Society,  whom  Madame  Charron  has  constituted  her  sole 
legatee,  I  can  only  regret  that  a  part  of  this  immense  fortune 
has  not  been  left  to  her  family,  some  members  of  whom  are 
in  very  straightened  circumstances  (  cannot  think  that, the 
society  in  question,  used  as  it  is  to  help  the  unfortunate,  will 
accept  so  large  a  sum  without  taking  into  consideration  the 
numerous  relations  of  the  deceased  lady,  who  are  almost  all 
in  absolutely  needy  circumstances." 
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Medicinal  Baths  in  Greece. — A  fine  thermal  bath  estab- 
lishment was  opened  last  year  at  Lindzi,  near  Clarenza,  in  the 
Consular  district  of  Patras,  Greece,  on  the  site  of  the  old 
Roman  baths.  The  waters,  which  contain  sulphur,  iron,  and 
other  minerals,  have  been  renowned  from  old  for  their  efficacy 
in  rheumatism  and  skin  diseases.  The  hotel  and  bathing 
establishment  are  extremely  well  arranged,  and  were  visited 
last  summer  by  hundreds  of  invalids  from  all  parts  of  Greece 
and  the  Levant. 

Tea-planting  in  Mauritius — Mauritius,  says  a  cor- 
respondent from  that  island,  holds  out  some  promise  of 
becoming  a  tea-producing  colony.  Government  has  estab- 
lished on  one  of  the  high  table-lands  an  experimental 
plantation  of  about  25  acres,  of  which  a  portion  is  now  pro- 
ducing an  excellent  tea  at  the  rate  of  600  lbs.  of  the  dried 
leaf  per  acre.  Mauritius  tea  is  taken  by  the  islanders 
themselves  in  preference  to  ordinary  Ceylon  and  at  a  higher 
rate.  Private  colonists  are  now  occupying  themselves  with 
this  culture,  and  there  are  already  not  less  than  100  acres 
under  tea  in  different  parts  of  the  highlands  of  Mauritius. 

The  Bordeaux  Exhibition  or  1895. — The  International 
Exhibition  which  was  to  be  held  at  Bordeaux  in  the  year 
1894  has  been  put  off  until  1895.  It  is  now  announced  by 
the  Philomathic  Society  at  Bordeaux,  which  is  organising 
the  undertaking,  that  the  Exhibition  is  to  be  a  universal  one 
in  so  far  as  regards  wines  and  spirits,  matters  connected  with 
electricity,  and  social  science ;  but  that  the  general,  in- 
dustrial, and  agricultural  portion  is  to  be  open  only  to 
exhibitors  from  France  and  French  possessions,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Italy,  Spain,  and  Portugal. 
One  of  the  prominent  features  of  the  Exhibition  will  be  the 
section  relating  to  wines  ;  and  it  may  be  presumed  that  some 
of  the  British  colonies,  in  which  viticulture  is  a  growing 
industry,  will  take  the  opportunity  of  sending  samples  of 
their  produce. 

A  New  Chemist's  Shop  in  Madras. — Messrs.  W.  E. 
Smith  &  Co.,  chemists,  of  Madras,  are  building  new  premises  in 
that  city  which  promise,  when  complete,  to  surpass  anything 
in  the  way  of  pharmacies  ever  seen  in  India.  The  founda- 
tion-stone of  the  establishment  was  laid  on  March  16  by 
the  Maharajah  of  Vizianagram,  in  the  presence  of  a  large 
gathering  of  prominent  citizens.  Undue  modesty  on  the 
part  of  Mr.  Smith  (the  Maharajah  explained  in  his  speech) 
was  the  only  reason  why  Lord  Wenlock  (the  Governor)  or  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  was  not  present  to  perform  the  cere- 
mony in  his,  the  Maharajah's,  stead.  Had  either  of  these 
eminent  personages  been  asked,  they  would  certainly  have 
accepted  the  invitation.  Mr.  Smith  started  a  chemist's 
business  as  long  ago  as  1872,  at  Ootacamund,  with  a  capital 
of  300r.,  and  in  1878  removed  to  Madras.  During  the  first 
four  years  of  his  career  in  that  city  Mr.  Smith  hardly  ever 
left  his  premises,  and  was  busy  making  up  prescriptions  up 
to  midnight.  The  cost  of  the  building  now  in  construction 
will  be  over  1  lac  of  rupees. 

Bad  Business  in  Ceylon. — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Colombo  Apothecaries  Company  was  held  on  March  20  in 
Colombo.  The  directors  were  only  able  to  recommend  a 
dividend  of  2  per  cent,  for  the  year.  The  Chairman  explained 
that  the  company  had  gone  through  a  crisis  owing  to  the 
failure  of  Messrs.  W.  Morton  Smith  &  Co.,  while  there  was  a 
sum  of  over  2,500r.  for  which  they  had  been  unable  to  get 
an  account.  The  falling  exchange,  the  general  dulness  of 
trade,  and  the  restricted  number  of  visitors  passing  through 
Colombo  were  also  held  accountable  for  the  poor  result  of 
the  year's  trading.  A  number  of  questions  as  to  the  accounts 
were  put  by  the  sharehoJders  present,  but  in  the  end  the 
report  was  carried  with  two  verbal  amendments.  The 
retiring  directors  were  re-appointed,  and  the  only  alteration 
made  in  the  officering  was  the  substitution  of  Mr.  Hercules 
Scott  for  Mr.  J.  Guthrie  as  auditor.  The  proposed  dividend 
of  2  per  cent,  was  waived,  and  it  was  decided  to  carry  the 
amount  forward  in  mitigation  of  the  goodwill  asset.  The 
total  gross  profits  for  the  year  1893  amount  to  14,38794r., 
and  the  net  divisible  profits  to  6,150r.

THE  April  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  67  Lower 
Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  April  4,  at  3  p.m.  Present: — 
Mr.  William  Hayes  (President),  in  the  chair,  Mr  Beggs 
(Vice-President),  Messrs.  J.  I.  Bernard,  Wells,  Grindley, 
Dr.  Burnes,  Downes,  Conyngham,  Gibson,  Dr.  Merrin,  Boyd, 
Hodgson,  Simpson,  and  Professor  Tichborne. 

A  Certificate  Questioned. 

On  the  reading  of  a  report  from  the  Certificates  Committee, 
stating  that  certain  gentlemen  had  fulfilled  the  conditions 
necessary  to  entitle  them  to  be  admitted  to  examination  for 
the  licence, 

Mr.  Bernard  said  his  attention  had  been  drawn  by  a 
licentiate  of  the  Society  to  the  fact  that  the  Certificates 
Committee  had  accepted  from  one  of  the  candidates  a 
certificate  given  by  a  person  who,  in  consequence  of  the 
manner  in  which  he  had  been  carrying  on  business,  was  not 
legally  qualified  to  give  it.  If  the  candidate  who  offered 
this  certificate  were  accepted,  injustice  would  be  done  to 
others  who  on  former  occasions  presented  certificates  of  the 
kind  which  were  rejected.  Personally,  he  should  be  very 
glad  to  see  this  candidate  a  licentiate  of  the  Society ;  but  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  act  without  favour  to  anyone. 
On  the  evening  on  which  these  certificates  were  before  the 
committee  he  was  present  for  a  short  time,  but  was  called 
away  on  important  business.  Before  he  left  he  heard  it 
stated  by  the  Registrar  that  all  the  certificates  were  in  order ; 
but  for  that  he  would  not  have  gone  away.  He  constantly 
heard  outside  such  remarks  made  as :  "  Oh,  you  favour 
your  licentiates ;  So-and-so  is  carrying  on  a  shop  without  a 
qualified  assistant,  and  you  don't  prosecute  him ;  he  has 
interest  at  the  board."  He  wished  to  ask  if  the  gentleman 
who  gave  the  certificate  to  which  he  was  taking  exception 
had  been  carrying  on  his  establishment  legally.  Perhaps 
some  member  of  the  Certificates  Committee  would  explain 
why  this  certificate  was  passed. 

Mr.  Grindley  said  there  were  only  two  other  members  of 
the  Certificates  Committee  present  that  night  when  he 
(Mr.  Grindley)  arrived.  He  must  plead  guilty  to  not  having 
remembered  the  circumstance  that  the  giver  of  the  certificate 
had  been  warned  about  not  having  a  qualified  assistant  to 
conduct  his  establishment  in  his  absence,  for  he  was  in  a 
situation  all  day  and  went  home  at  6  p.m.  If  his  (Mr. 
Grindley's)  attention  had  been  drawn  to  the  matter  at  the 
time  he  would  not  have  passed  the  certificate  without  first 
bringing  it  before  the  Council. 

Dr.  Burnes  said  that,  to  his  knowledge,  the  giver  of  the 
certificate  was  in  his  establishment  every  night  in  the  week 
from  7  until  10  P.M.,  and  most  of  his  compounding  business 
was  done  during  those  hours.  Moreover,  the  candidate  did 
not  go  on  his  certificate  alone,  but  had  served  apprentice- 
ship to  others.  He  had  been  six  or  eight  years  in  his  father's 
employment. 

Mr.  Grindley  :  He  has  been  for  a  long  time  attending 
the  school. 

Mr.  Wells  said  that,  although  he  was  not  himself  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Certificates  Committee,  he  attended  for  some 
time  at  the  committee  meeting,  along  with  Mr.  Evans,  and 
went  through  some  of  the  certificates,  in  order  that  the 
candidates  might  not  be  thrown  back.  Mr.  Bernard  was 
called  away,  and  the  President  also  had  to  leave.  After- 
wards, when  attention  was  called  to  the  certificate,  Mr. 
Grindley  and  he  (Mr.  Wells)  called  on  the  President,  for  the 
purpose  of  consulting  as  to  what  ought  to  be  done ;  and 
they  agreed  to  take  the  advice  of  their  solicitor,  Mr.  Clay, 
who  said  that  as  the  committee  had  accepted  the  certifi- 
cate, it  was  not  advisable  to  go  back  upon  their  act,  although, 
no  doubt,  the  committee  had  made  a  mistake  in  accepting 
it.  Nothing  could  be  done  now  except  to  institute  proceed- 
ings against  the  giver  of  the  certificate  for  illegally  carrying 
on  business.  If  favour  were  shown  to  anyone,  he  (Mr. 
Wells)  would  not  sit  there.  If  they  could  not  carry  out  the 
law  in  an  evenhanded  manner  they  had  better  give  the 
whole  thing  up. 

Dr.  MERRIN :  Do  the  regulations  require  that  the  pro- 
prietor of  an  establishment  must  be  there  all  day? 


Mr.  Wells  :  The  Act  of  Parliament,  which  overrides  all 
our  regulations,  enacts  that  any  person  lawfully  keeping  open 
shop  for  retailing  or  dispensing  shall  either  personally 
manage  the  shop  himself  or  employ  a  qualified  assistant  to 
do  so.  Are  wc  to  be  told  that  a  man  who  is  out  of  his  own 
shop  from  9  a.m.  until  6  p.m.  is  carrying  on  his  business 
legally  ?  He  admits  that  he  has  not  a  qualified  as- 
sistant. 

Professor  Tichborne  said  it  was  unfortunate  that  the 
certificate  had  been  passed  ;  but  he  would  ask  Mr.  Bernard 
to  consider  whether  it  was  not  expedient,  under  the  circum- 
stances, to  waive  the  question. 

The  President  :  Our  legal  adviser  has  recommended  us, 
under  the  circumstances,  to  accept  the  candidate. 

Mr.  Wells  :  He  is  not  passed  until  we  pass  him  to-day. 

Mr.  Bernard  maintained  that  the  Council  should  not 
stultify  itself  by  accepting  a  certificate  from  an  illegal 
establishment.  He  moved  that  the  report  of  that  committee 
be  altered  by  striking  out  the  name  of  the  candidate  in 
question. 

Mr.  Downes  remarked  that  even  if  they  should  proceed 
against  the  giver  of  the  certificate,  the  magistrate  might  not 
agree  with  them  tt  at  he  was  illegally  trading,  or  that  the 
rule  had  any  application  beyond  branch  establishments.  If 
he  gives  two  or  three  hours  in  the  morning  to  his  establish- 
ment and  two  or  three  more  in  the  evening,  it  might  be  a 
nice  question  whether  that  was  not  a  legal  conducting  of  his 
business.    He  has  an  assistant  in  the  meantime. 

Mr.  Wells  :  But  that  assistant  is  not  qualified. 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  Is  it  your  contention  that  if  an  un- 
fortunate pharmaceutical  chemist  goes  out  for  a  walk  in  the 
morning  he  must  have  a  qualified  man  in  his  place  during 
his  absence  ? 

Mr.  Wells  :  My  answer  to  that  is,  that  even  if  it  be  not 
legally  necessary,  it  is  expedient  that  he  should  do  so. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  I  am  the  better  pleased  that  this  motion 
should  be  shirked  by  the  committee. 

The  President  :  I  do  not  feel  that  there  is  any  shirking. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  I  feel  that  there  is.  It  will  put  the  hall- 
mark on  the  favour  and  affection  I  have  noticed  to  prevail  at 
this  Board.  I  think  this  Council  shirks  a  great  deal  of 
responsibility  through  favour  and  affection.  (Cries  of 
"  Name.")    If  I  am  permitted  I  will  name  a  case  in  point. 

The  President  :  I  permit  you. 

Mr.  Wells  :  If  Mr.  Bernard  had  been  at  the  Certificates 
Committee  this  certificate  would  not  have  passed.  When 
gentlemen  allow  themselves  to  be  put  on  committees  it  is 
their  duty  to  attend  them. 

Mr.  Simpson  :  I  think  Mr.  Bernard  should  withdraw  what 
he  has  said. 

The  President  :  I  have  asked  Mr.  Bernard  to  name  any- 
one, but  he  has  not  done  so.  I  think  his  statement  is 
unjust.  He  had  no  right  to  make  such  a  charge  against 
either  individual  members  or  the  Council  at  large.  He  (the 
President)  regretted  extremely  that  another  engagement  that 
he  could  not  get  out  of  prevented  him  from  being  at  the 
Certificates  Committee  on  the  occasion  in  question.  The 
circumstances  of  the  gentleman  whose  certificate  was  called 
in  question  were  unfortunate.  He  was  not  able  to  keep  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  as  an  assistant,  and  he  had  been  for 
many  years  hoping  that  his  son  would  be  able  to  pass,  so  as 
to  be  qualified  to  take  charge  of  his  establishment.  Having 
regard  to  the  opinion  which  had  been  expressed  by  their 
legal  adviser,  he  (the  President)  thought  the  Council  had 
better  adopt  the  report. 

Mr.  Bernard:  In  justice  to  myself,  I  must  say  that  my 
remarks  were  not  intended  for  the  action  of  Mr.  Grindley 
and  Mr.  Evans  in  passing  this  certificate,  but  related  to 
other  occasions  on  which  I  appealed  to  gentlemen  to  sink 
personal  feelings  and  act  on  public  grounds. 

The  President  then  declared  that,  as  Mr.  Bernard's 
amendment  had  not  been  seconded,  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee was  adopted. 

A  report  of  the  Declarations  Committee  was  adopted. 
Professor  ok  Materia  Medica  and  Botany. 

An  election  was  held  for  a  professor  of  materia  medica 
and  botany  in  the  Society's  school.  Applications  were  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  H.  Bowden,  of  Gorsefield,  Patricroft,  Man- 
chester; Dr.  Ninian  Falkiner,  81  Lower  Leeson  Street, 
Dublin ;  and  Mr.  John  Smith,  49  Dawson  Street,  Dublin. 

The  President  said  that  as  two  of  the  candidates  were 
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competent  and  in  Ireland  they  would  probably  select  between 
them.  They  knew  Dr.  Ninian  Falkiner,  who  had  proved 
himself  a  very  useful  and  competent  examiner.  Mr.  John 
Smith  was  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  had  passed  his 
final  examination  with  higher  marks  than  had  been  obtained 
by  almost  any  other  member.  Materia  medica  and  botany 
were  his  specialties ;  and  he  had  already  given  gratuitous 
services  to  the  Council  for  the  purpose  of  putting  their 
museum  in  order. 

Mr.  Grindley  moved  that  Mr.  Smith  be  elected.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  as 
well  as  that  of  Ireland.  He  (Mr.  Grindley)  had  always  been 
convinced  that  licentiates  of  the  Society  who  were  thoroughly 
fitted  for  posts  of  this  kind  should  be  appointed  to  them. 
They  had  already  acted  on  this  principle  in  the  case  of  one 
of  their  examiners,  and  the  results  had  been  such  as  to 
redound  to  the  credit  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Wells  seconded  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Smith. 
Where  both  of  the  candidates  were  so  suitable  as  the 
present  gentlemen  they  should  uphold  the  prestige  of  the 
Society  by  appointing  their  licentiate.  Mr.  Smith's  marks 
at  the  licence  examination  were — in  botany,  38  out  of  40 ; 
in  materia  medica,  56  out  of  60 ;  and  in  chemistry — in 
which  the  examination  was  conducted  by  the  late  Mr. 
Draper — 90  out  of  100  ;  and  in  pharmacy  he  got  the  full 
100  marks.  In  the  English  Society's  course  he  scored  very 
high  marks  also  and  was  complimented  by  the  examiners. 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  What  experience  has  he  had  in  the 
way  of  teaching  ? 

The  President:  Mr.  Smith  took  Mr.  Kelly's  classes  while 
Mt.  Kelly  was  laid  np. 

Dr.   Buenes  moved  an  amendment  that   Dr.  Ninian 
Falkiner  be  elected.    He  did  not  mean  anything  that  could 
be  construed  into  the  slightest  imputation  upon  the  esta- 
blishment of  the  Messrs.  Evans  when  he  said  that  he  did 
not  think  Mr.  Smith's  position  there  would  be  compatible 
with  that  of  a  professor  to  the  Society.    The  Society  was 
now  making  a  move  in  the  direction  of  improving  its 
teaching;  attention  would  be  diawn  to  the  result;  and  it 
was  most  desirable  they  should  appoint  the  best  man  they 
could  get  to  this  post.    He  was  thoroughly  convinced  that 
Dr.  Falkiner  was  the  best  man  for  this  professorship. 
Dr.  Merrin  seconded  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Falkiner. 
Professor  Tichbobne  said  it  would  be  a  great  advantage 
to  their  school  to  have  Dr.  Falkiner  as  professor.  They 
had  to  consider  what  would  be  most  likely  to  make  that 
school  a  success.    There  was  an  idea  that  Dr.  Falkiner  was 
not  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  but  it  was  not  founded  on 
fact.    When  he  qualified  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  not 
in  existence,  but  he  had  been  for  years  a9soci  >ted  with 
them,  and  his  education  had  been  that  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  to  all  intents  and  purposes.    He  was  connected 
with  one  of  the  first  pharmaceutical  establishments  in  the 
city,  and  he  had  gone  through  the  whole  range  of  educa- 
tion in  connection  with  that  establishment.    The  number  of 
other  qualifications  that  he  possessed  did  not  make  him  the 
less  a  pharmaceutical  chemist     Many  years  ago  he  came 
to  the  Carmichael  School  of  Medicine  as  junior  Professor 
of  Chemistry  to  him  (Dr.  Tichborne)  ;  and  a  pharmaceutical 
class  was  started  there,  and  1001.  was  spent  in  the  purchase 
of  apparatus. 

Mr.  Conyingham  remarked  that  Mr.  Smith  received  all 
his  pharmaceutical  education  in  England. 

The  President  said  he  wished  they  had  an  opportunity 
of  appointing  both  gentlemen,  for  either  of  them  would 
ornament  the  position  to  be  filled  up.  The  absence  of  Mr. 
Evans  on  that  occasion  arose  from  a  high-minded  desire  not 
to  interfere  with  the  action  of  the  Council  where  one  of  his 
employes  was  concerned. 

The  President  then  put  the  amendment  in  favour  of  the 
election  of  Dr.  Falkiner,  and  it  was  carried. 

Dr.  Falkiner's  resignation  of  the  office  of  Examiner  in 
Chemistry  to  the  Council,  which  had  been  sent  in  by  letter 
previous  to  the  election,  was  then  accepted.

The  Lanoline  Patent  Apteal. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  April  5,  before  Lords  Justices 
Lindley,  Lopes,  and  Kay,  the  case  of  Benno  Jaff6  and 
Darmstaedter  Lanolin  Fabrik,  v.  John  Richardson  &  Co. 
(Leicester)  (Limited),  came  on  for  hearing  by  way  of  an 
appeal  by  the  defendants  from  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice 
Romer. 

Mr.  Aston,  QC,  and  Mr.  Dove  appeared  for  the  appel- 
lants ;  Sir  Richard  Webster,  Q  C,  Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton, 
QC,  and  Mr.  Lawson,  represented  the  respondents  (the 
plaintiffs). 

Mr.  Aston,  Q.C.,  explained  that  the  judgment  of  Mr. 
Justice  Romer  was  delivered  on  December  16,  1893,  the 
action  being  one  for  the  infringement  of  a  patent,  dated 
October  20,  1882,  for  an  alleged  invention  of  "  a  new  or  im- 
proved method  "  of  manufacturing  "  fatty  matter  from  wool- 
fat."  The  defence  in  the  action  was  founded  upon  a  denial 
of  the  infringements,  assuming  that  the  specifications  and 
claims  were  rightly  construed.  The  invention  in  question 
might  be  shortly  described  as  being  an  improved  method  of 
treating  what  was  very  well  known  as  wool-fat,  and  obtaining 
by  that  improved  treatment  an  ointment  called  lanoline. 
Wool- fat — a  peculiar  kind  of  fat— was  found  adhering  to  the 
fibres  of  sheep"  s  fleeces,  and  might  be  detached  from  those 
fibres  in  an  old  way  by  simply  washing  in  hot  water ;  or  by 
a  more  modern  method— by  washing  in  soapy  water.  For 
many  ages  the  manufacture  of  this  wool-fat  from  sheep's 
fleeces  into  an  article  used  by  persons  for  various  diseases, 
and  applying  it  to  the  body  under  such  circumstances  as 
would  give  relief,  had  been  very  well  known.  Wool-fat  and 
its  properties  as  a  medicine  were  perfectly  well  known  to  the 
medical  advisers  of  the  Roman  and  Greek  ladies.  An  oint- 
ment called  "  (usypus "  was  very  commonly  used  by  the 
Greek  and  Roman  ladies,  and  the  ointment  continued  to  be 
used  and  was  found  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  for  many 
hundreds  of  years,  and  he  believed  he  was  right  in  saying 
that  it  only  disappeared,  or  dropped  out,  in  the  middle  of  the 
last  century. 

Lord  Justice  Lopes :  What  did  the  Grecian  ladies  use  it 
for  ?    I  only  ask  as  a  matter  of  curiosity. 

Mr.  Aston  :  They  used  is  for  various  diseases. 

Lord  Justice  Lopes  :  Not  for  ornamentation  1 

Mr.  Aston  :  As  a  medical  preparation.  I  don't  know  that 
they  did  not  use  it  as  a  cosmetic,  for  the  purpose  of  softening 
the  skin,  and  so  forth.  Continuing,  Counsel  said  that  this 
cesypus  appeared  in  the  medical  and  druggists'  lists  as  a 
common  article  of  commerce  until  the  middle  of  the  last 
century.  When  other  more  modern  preparations  came  into 
vogue— such  as  Pompadour  creams,  Paris  ointment,  and  so 
forth— the  old  cesypus  was  superseded  for  a  time,  and  no 
doubt  it  went  out  of  fashion.  But  during  all  those  years  it 
was  part  and  parcel  of  the  druggist's  literature  of  this 
country.  This  preparation  called  cesypus  might  very  well 
be  prepared  from  waol-fat  substantially  in  the  way  he  would 
detail.  Their  Lordships  would  find  a  description  in  the 
documents  before  them.  There  were  five  or  six  versions,  but 
practically  the  method  adopted  was  as  follows : — The  fleeces 
from  the  sheep  were  taken  in  a  fresh  condition.  They  were 
treated  with  hot  water,  thoroughly  well  washed,  and  the 
washings  run  off  into  a  pan.  The  fat  rose  to  the  surface, 
impurities  and  dirt  were  deposited,  and  the  fat  was  skimmed 
off  the  top.  This  fat,  which  was  the  first  purification  of  the 
wool -fat  washed  from  the  fleece,  was  again  washed,  and 
again  skimmed.  That  operation  was  repeated  again  and 
again  until  the  water  which  was  run  from  the  fat  was  com- 
paratively clear,  and  until  the  fat  itself  was  sufficiently  washed 
so  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  acids  were  removed.  All 
this  was  to  be  done  in  the  sunlight,  in  order  that  the  bleach- 
ing effect  of  the  sun's  rays  might  whiten  the  particles  and 
produce  a  comparatively  pure  cesypus.  The  wool-fat  that 
had  been  finally  prepared  was  manipulated  by  the  work- 
people in  water,  and  the  more  it  was  manipulated, 
the  whiter  it  would  become.  This  oisypus  being  per- 
fectly well  known,  and  having  dropped  out  of ;  fashion 
some  time  in  the  sixties,  it  occurred  to  some  very  eminent 


chemists  that  wool-fat  might  be  made  the  subject  of  very 
interesting  investigations.  These  eminent  chemists  and 
professors  at  various  times  investigated  the  condition  and 
constituents  of  wool-fat,  and  they  found  that  this  fat  might 
be  divided  practically  into  two  important  classes — the 
cholesterin  fat  and  the  fatty  acids.  These  learned  men 
found  it  would  be  advantageous  to  obtain  pure  cholesterin 
fat  by  separating  it  from  wool-fat  and  separating  it  from  the 
fatty  acid  8. 

Mr.  Monlton,  Q.C. :  It  must  not  be  supposed  that  these 
are  admitted  facts  between  us.  I  do  not  recognise  a  good 
deal  that  my  friend  has  stated. 

Mr.  Aston  referred  the  Court  to  the  documents  put  in 
upon  this  point  during  the  trial  of  the  action.  Having 
alluded  to  various  scientific  experiments  made  by  eminent 
professors,  in  order  to  show  that  in  1860  it  was  perfectly 
well  known  that  the  cholesterin  fats  were  important  con- 
stituents in  the  wool-fat  grease,  and  could  be  separated 
from  the  fatty  acids  by  an  ether  solution,  he  said  he  believed 
Dr.  Liebreich,  the  communicator  of  the  patent  to  the  English 
patentee,  had  given  special  attention  to  this  matter.  He 
also  wanted  to  separate  from  wool-fat  the  cholesterin 
matter ;  but  before  coming  to  Dr.  Liebreich  and  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  English  patentee  it  would  be  necessary  to 
call  attention  to  what  was  being  done  with  wool-fat  in  this 
country  on  a  large  scale.  Of  course,  when  people  washed 
fleeces  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  fleeces  for  rugs,  one 
could  easily  understand  that  they  would  be  fully  alive  to  the 
value  of  the  fatty  skim  which  came  upon  the  top  of  the 
water.  Nay,  more,  they  were  obliged  to  pay  attention  to  it, 
because  the  skim  from  wool-washing  works  was  held  to  be, 
if  sent  into  the  streams,  a  nuisance.  It  was  therefore  the 
practice,  and  had  been  the  practice  for  many  years,  down  to 
the  date  of  the  patent,  to  wash  the  fleeces  of  wool  with  a 
liquor  that  would  not  only  remove  the  fat,  bat  which  would 
also  combine  with  the  fat.  The  liquor  that  was  employed  con- 
sisted largely  of  dissolved  soap,  sometimes  with  alkali  added. 
The  chemical  operation  which  took  place  when  these  fleeces 
were  washed  with  alkali  would  be  that  the  alkali  combined 
with  the  fatty  acids  to  form  a  soap.  The  washings  from  the 
wool  were  then  run  into  a  settling  vat  and  allowed  to  stand.  The 
object  of  the  manufacturers  being  to  recover  from  the  fat  as 
much  of  the  fatty  matter  as  they  could,  they  treated  it  with 
sulphuric  acid.  That  attacked  the  alkali  in  the  soap ;  the 
alkali  was  more  free  to  combine  with  the  acid  and  form  a 
solid  than  it  was  to  remain  in  connection  with  the  fatty 
matter  in  the  form  of  soap.  Consequently  the  fatty  matter 
was  thrown  up  on  top  very  largely  ;  that  was  skimmed  off, 
and,  he  believed,  in  some  cases  washed  and  put  into  bags, 
and  then  pressed,  so  that  the  oily  matter  might  be  expressed 
between  the  meshes  of  the  coarse  canvas  of  which  the  bags 
were  usually  formed.  Thus  the  fat  was  obtained  which  was 
called  Yorkshire  grease.  This  was  occasionally  more  or  less 
purified,  either  by  washing  it  or  by  treating  it  with  benzoline, 
petroleum,  or  ether.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Court 
had  it  established  that  it  was  perfectly  well  known 
that  a  sheep's  fleece  might  be  washed  with  water,  and  there 
could  be  obtained  from  it  purified  fat  which  could  be  used  as 
an  ointment  for  application  to  certain  portions  of  the  human 
body.  They  also  knew  that  if  they  wanted  to  abstract 
successfully  and  more  completely  than  could  be  done  with 
water  the  fat  from  the  grease,  all  they  had  to  do  was  to  add 
alkali. 

At  this  stage  the  Court  adjourned.  On  Friday  Mr.  Aston 
continued  his  argument.  He  submitted,  first,  that  there  had 
not  been  any  infringement  of  the  plaintiffs'  specification, 
because,  so  far  as  the  defendants  were  concerned,  all  they 
did  to  produce  the  article  called  "  Anaspaline  "  was  to  follow 
the  process  described  by  Dioscorides.  Dr.  Darmstaedter,  in 
his  evidence  in  the  Court  below,  showed  conclusively  that 
the  process  which  he  used  for  the  production  of  lanoline  was 
not  the  process  which  Messrs.  Richardson  used,  and  was  not 
the  process  described  by  Dioscorides.  With  regard  to  the 
manufacture  of  cesypus,  there  was  evidence  before  the  Court 
that  copies  of  Dioscorides  were  in  the  British  Museum 
and  other  public  libraries  in  England  since  1875,  and 
so  far  as  public  knowledge  of  the  mode  of  preparing 
oesypu9  was  concerned,  it  was  not  necessary  to  wait 
until  1882,  when  the  plaintiffs'  specification  was  pub- 
lished ;  and  it  was  further  in  evidence  that  the  manufac- 
ture of  purified  wool-fat  as  an  article  of  commerce  had  been 
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carried  on  in  this  country  for  100  years  prior  to  1882. 
Counsel  then  proceeded  to  deal  at  considerable  length  with 
the  clauses  of  the  complete  specification  filed  by 
Friedrich  Carl  Glaser  on  October  20,  1882,  for  "an  in- 
vention of  a  new  or  improved  manufacture  of  fatty 
matter  from  wool-fat."  He  argued  that  purified  wool- 
fat  was  an  old  and  well-known  unguent.  The  "  special 
method "  for  obtaining  lanoline  claimed  by  the  plain- 
tiffs is  as  follows : — "  The  still  fresh,  undecomposed 
lye  passes  through  a  depositing  centrifugal  machine,  in  which 
the  dirt  and  fat  are  separated  from  each  other,  while  the 
cleansed  soap-liquor  is  continually  drawn  off  by  means  of  a 
pipe  and  led  direct  into  the  vat  which  serves  for  the  acidula- 
tion.  The  raw  lanoline  thus  obtained  is  thoroughly  kneaded 
by  suitable  machinery  with  cold,  flowing  water  until  the 
water  which  flows  away  is  as  clear  as  the  inflowing  water. 
The  raw  lanoline  is  then  heated  with  water,  whereby  it  is 
decomposed  into  the  elements  of  water  and  fat.  The  latter  is 
skimmed  off  from  the  surface  and  cooled,  and  can  then  be 
again  operated  upon  in  the  centrifugal  machine  in  a  melted 
condition  for  further  purification  ;  or  it  can  be  dissolved  in 
ether,  ethyl,  or  methylated  spirits,  or  other  solvent,  and  the 
solution  can  be  separated  from  the  residue  by  filtration  or 
other  means." 

Lord  Justice  Lindley :  When  the  stuff  is  put  into  the 
centrifugal  machine,  what  goes  off  1 

Mr.  Aston :  The  alkaline  matter  goes  off,  and  the  soapy, 
fatty  matter  remains  behind.  The  washing  and  the  kneading 
here  described  are  the  same  as  in  Dioscorides.  Then  there 
was  an  alternative  process,  described  as  follows  : — "  Instead 
of  utilising  the  wool-washing  water  for  the  production  of 
lanoline,  raw  or  cleansed  commercial  wool-fat  may  be  directly 
used  for  this  purpose.  In  this  case  the  wool-fat  is 
stirred  with  water,  NaO  CO.,,  NaO  HO,  soap,  or  any  alkali, 
or  a  mixture  of  these  or  other  substances,  to  form  a  thin 
milk,  and  is  then  subjected  to  the  above-described  treat- 
ment." The  last  sentence  was  somewhat  ambiguous,  but  the 
words  "  subjected  to  the  above- described  treatment "  clearly 
meant  that  the  use  of  the  centrifugal  machine  was  part  of 
the  claim  ;  and  there  was  no  pretence  for  saying  that  that 
part  of  the  specification  had  been  infringed  by  the 
defendants,  who  only  employed  settling  vats  after  separation 
of  the  wool-fat  by  repeated  washing  and  skimming  as  de- 
scribed by  Dioscorides.  It  was  public  knowledge  that  an 
acid  could  be  captured  by  an  alkali,  and  so  the  plaintiffs 
had  nothing  to  impart,  and  had  no  right  to  claim  in  respect 
of  any  infringement  by  the  use  of  that  process.  With  regard 
to  separation  by  means  of  a  centrifugal  machine,  or  by  any 
equivalent  machine,  if  the  defendants  had  done  that,  then 
a  question  of  infringement  might  arise.  All  the  defendants 
did  was  to  wash  with  an  alkaline  water,  and  the  valuable 
product  is  deposited  in  a  settling  vat. 

Lord  Justice  Kay  :  You  do  everything  except  use  the  cen- 
trifugal machine  ? 

Mr.  Aston :  We  use  the  old  process. 

Lord  Justice  Kay:  Never  miod  the  "old  process."  You 
do  all  that  the  pl  -intiffs  do,  except  that  you  do  not  use  the 
centrifugal  machine  ? 

Mr.  Aston  :  We  do  not  use  a  centrifugal  machine  or  any 
substitute  for  it.  The  plaintiffs  claim  a  centrifugal  machine 
as  part  of  their  special  process.  In  the  Court  below  the 
question  of  infringement  was  the  one  to  which  the  learned 
judge  particularly  directed  the  attention  of  counsel,  and  it 
was  practically  on  this  point  that  he  based  his  judgment. 
Having  put  in  and  read  the  judgment  of  the  Court  below, 
the  learned  counsel  called  attention  to  portions  of  the  evi- 
dence given,  and  then  submitted  that  the  plaintiffs  had 
entirely  failed  to  make  out  a  case  of  infringement.  If  there 
was  no  infringement  of  the  depositing  centrifugal  process,  then 
the  Court  below  and  Sir  Richard  Webster  practically  said  there 
was  no  case  against  the  defendants. 

Sir  R.  Webster :  Oh  no  ;  there  is  very  much  besides  that. 
The  Court  has  to  consider  what  is  the  product,  and  the 
nature  of  the  product  which  Dr.  Liebreich  invented  and 
patented. 

Mr.  Aston  said  there  could  be  no  difficulty  in  ascertaining 
what  the  product  was.  The  product  was  old  enough  :  its 
properties  were  well  known  ;  the  way  of  making  it  had  been 
given  to  the  world  2,000  years  ago.  By  working  on  the  old 
and  well-known  lines  the  defendants  produced  what  the 
plaintiffs  produced  in  a  very  similar  manner,  but  with  the 


assistance  of  a  depositing  centrifugal  machine  which  enabled 
them  to  separate  the  wool-fat  and  prepare  it  for  the  market 
in  great  quantities  and  with  much  greater  rapidity.  It  could 
not  be  said,  and  it  was  not  said,  that  in  1882,  when  the 
plaintiffs'  complete  specification  was  filed,  that  it  was  not 
known  that  wool-fat  was  very  valuable  as  an  unguent.  In 
1882  there  was  no  fresli  discovery  as  to  the  properties  of  the 
unguent.  In  producing  lanoline  the  plaintiffs  introduced 
nothing  new  to  the  world;  fer,  by  taking  Dioscorides' 
directions  and  treating  the  rcsypus  with  soapy  liquor,  such  as 
was  used  for  centuries,  lanoline  was  produced  Lanoline, 
therefore,  was  not  new.  It  had  been  anticipated,  and  the 
plaintiffs'  specification  was  therefore  bad  for  want  of 
novelty,  if  for  no  other  reason.  The  process  by  which  lano- 
line was  made  might,  however,  form  good  subject-matter 
for  a  patent.  The  plaintiffs  had  a  special  process  for  the 
manufacture  of  this  lanoline,  which  they  described.  They 
used  a  depositing  centrifugal  machine  The  defendants, 
however,  did  not  use  this  machine  or  any  substitute  for  it. 
They  captured  the  wool-fat  by  an  alkali,  and  deposited  it  in 
a  separating  vat,  and  defendants  suDmitted  that  there  was 
nothing  to  prevent  anybody  from  producing  lanoline  and 
selling  it  under  any  name  he  pleased  by  using  the  old  process 
made  public  by  Dioscorides. 

Mr.  Dove  followed  on  the  same  side,  and  occupied  a  portion 
of  Friday  and  the  greater  part  of  Saturday  in  reading  and 
commenting  on  the  evidence  taken  at  the  trial  of  the  action 
in  November  and  December  last  year. 

Sir  Richard  Webster  suggested  that  the  main  arguments 
of  his  learned  friends  were  entirely  misleading.  It  seemed 
to  have  been  taken  for  granted,  contrary  to  the  weight  of 
evidence  in  the  Court  below,  and  contrary  to  the  deci- 
sion of  Mr.  Justice  Romer,  that  ianoline  was  an  old 
product.  He  did  not  for  one  moment  admit  that 
lanoline  manufactured  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  ccsypus  made 
after  the  directions  of  Dioscorides,  were  one  and  the  same 
thing,  or,  to  a  great  extent,  even  alike.  His  propositions 
were  :  First,  that  the  plaintiffs'  lanoline  was  an  absolutely  new 
product,  and  fit  subject  for  a  patent ;  second,  that  the  pro- 
cess by  which  it  was  prepared  was  the  fit  subject  of 
letters  patent ;  and,  third,  that  the  defendants  had  infringed 
the  plaintiffs'  specification.  It  would,  perhaps,  be  con- 
venient first  to  deal  with  the  decision  of  the  learned  judge, 
and  with  reference  to  the  first  proposition,  that  the  plaintiffs' 
invention  was  an  absolutely  new  product,  he  would  call 
attention  to  a  few  of  the  learned  judge's  remarks.  He  said 
that  commercial  wool-fat  contained  many  impurities,  and 
had  an  unpleasant  odour.  It  could  not  be  and  never  was 
used  as  an  unguent  or  ointment,  or  for  any  pharmaceutical 
or  medical  purpose  ;  and  until  lanoline  was  discovered  and 
put  on  the  market  no  product  of  wool-fat  was  used  or  had 
been  used  for  more  than  a  century  for  any  pharmaceutical 
or  medical  purpose,  or  had  appeared  in  any  Pharmacopoeia 
published  since  1720.  The  product  from  wool-fat  of  lano- 
line which  the  plaintiffs  discovered  was,  for  all  practical 
purposes,  a  new  and  very  valuable  product.  That  was  a  very 
different  view  from  the  one  which  his  learned  friends  had 
been  labouring  to  impress  upon  the  Court  of  Appeal. 

Mr.  Aston :  You  take  the  wool-fat  and  treat  it  as  Dios- 
corides tells  you,  and  you  produce  the  product  which  the 
plaintiffs  say  is  an  infringement. 

Sir  Richard  Webster :  Not  quite  so  fast.  I  will  come  to 
that  by-and-by.  That  is  not  the  view  of  the  learned  judge 
who  heard  all  the  expert  evidence  which  you  were  able  to 
bring.  Mr.  Justice  Romer  said,  if  the  cholesterin  fats  be 
freed  from  these  fatty  acids  and  the  other  impurities,  then  a 
product  is  obtained  which,  when  kneaded  and  washed,  is 
found  to  have  a  great  capacity  for  taking  up  water  with  it. 
His  Lordship  added :  "  Now,  the  above  properties  of  wool 
and  its  different  constituents  were  for  the  first  time  fully 
ascertained  and  discovered  by  the  inventors  of  the  patented 
invention,  and  what  they  patented  was  the  way  by  which 
(availing  themselves  of  the  properties  they  had  discovered) 
the  cholesterin  could  be  separated  from  the  fatty  acids  and 
the  impurities,  and  be  worked  up  so  as  to  make  the  lanoline." 
ComiDg  to  Mr.  Aston 's  argument  about  the  anticipation  by 
Dioscorides,  what  did  the  learned  judge  say  ?  Not  that 
Dioscorides  produced  lanoline,  or  that  he  described  any  pro- 
cess by  which  the  defendants  or  anyone  else  could  produce 
the  plaintiffs'  lanoline  ;  on  the  contrary,  he  said  that  ccsypus, 
though  it  might  be  used  as  an  unguent,  was  not  lanoline. 
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The  actual  words  used  were  :  "  So  far  as  the  process  can  be 
ascertained  from  the  known  editions  of  Dioscorides  or  the 
treatises  of  persons  acquainted  with  his  writings  or  his 
•oesypus,  it  is  clear  that  it  could  not  produce  lanoline  ;  nor 
would  any  person  acquainted  with  such  process  as  described 
be  naturally  led  to  discover  lanoline.  .  .  .  And,  indeed, 
from  the  description  of  this  oesypus  set  forth  in  the  pub- 
lished works  on  the  subject  put  in  evidence  by  the  defen- 
dants, it  appears  to  me  it  had  not  the  properties  of  lanoline;' 
This  was  the  view  of  the  learned  judge  after  hearing  the 
ovidence  of  Professor  Attfield,  Dr.  Paul,  and  all  the  experts 
whom  the  defendants  thought  fit  to  bring,  and  after  hearing 
the  cross-examination  of  the  plaintiffs'  expert  witnesses, 
and  that  decision  was  very  different  from  that  which  his 
learned  friends  had  endeavoured  to  impress  on  their 
lordships  in  this  appeal.  Mr.  Aston  said  that  by  follow- 
ing Dioscorides'  directions  you  would  get  lanoline.  It 
was  evident  from  the  description  translated  from  Dioscorides 
that  nothing  like  lanoline  was  or  could  ba  obtained  ;  for 
one  reason,  alkali  was  used,  and,  for  another  reason,  the 
object  was  different.  What  Dioscorides  wanted  to  obtain 
was  a  stinking  gieassjwhat  Dr.  Brown  and  Dr.  Liebielcb 
wanted  to  produce  wis  a  clarified  fat  to  be  used  as  an 
oin  ment.  The  objects,  too,  were  different.  (Ksypcs  was 
used  for  medical  purposes,  and  for  that  purpose  something 
was  wanted  which  smelt  of  all  the  impurities  of  the  sheep  ; 
but  lanoline  was  "a  white,  neutral,  inodorous  unguent" — 
altogether  a  very  different  thing,  and  wanted  for  very 
different  purposes.  When  lanoline  was  five  or  six  years 
•old  it  would  be  found,  as  by  the  samples  in  evidence,  that 
it  had  the  smell  of  fresh-cut  wool.  Quoting  from  Pliny,  Sir 
Richard  said  the  oesypus  was  a  dark  greasy  mixture  smelling 
of  the  sweat  and  filthy  excrement  of  sheep  ;  and  Ovid  in  his 
"Art  of  Love  "  referred  to  the  oesypus  as  something  which 
stank."  Lanoline  as  an  ointment  could  be  used  for  the 
most  sensitive  parts  of  the  body,  even  for  the  inside  of  the 
mouth  ;  and  apparently  the  only  reason  for  the  defendants 
saying  now  that  they  had  not  infringed,  was  because  someone, 
since  the  commencement  of  the  action,  had  unearthed  a 
copy  of  Dioscorides. 

Lord  Justice  Kay  :  The  argument  is  that  this  Anaspaline, 
which  is  pretty  much  the  same  as  lanoline,  has  been  made 
according  to  Dioscorides'  directions. 

Sir  Richard  Webster:  We  say,  let  them  so  produce  it. 
We  know  it  to  be  an  impossibility  to  do  it.  They  adopt  the 
whole  process  of  the  plaintiffs'  patent,  and,  as  Mr.  Justice 
Romer  said,  "  the  only  difference  in  the  form  of  the 
process  being  that,  instead  of  mechanically  separating  the 
fresh,  undecomposed  lye  produced  by  alkali  washing  by 
the  centrifugal  machine,  they  separate  it  mechanically  by 
letting  the  lye  rest  in  a  vessel,  so  that  the  lighter  portion, 
'being  the  cholesterin  fat,  goes  to  the  top,  and  then  they  skim 
that  off  and  work  it." 

The  Court  again  adjourned. 


On  Monday  Sir  Richard  Webster  continued  his  argument, 
and  described  the  mode  in  which  Dioscorides  directed  that 
cesypus  should  be  made,  and  then  described  the  process 
adopted  by  the  defendants,  drawing  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  defendants  used  an  alkali,  and  so  produced  something 
akin  to  lanoline — the  very  existence  of  which  never  occurred 
to  the  old  physician.  Sir  Richard  banded  up  to  the  Bench 
specimen  of  oesypum  made  as  nearly  as  possible  after  the 
•direction  of  Dioscorides,  specimen  of  anaspaline  made  by 
the  defendants  after  treating  the  oesypus  with  an  alkali,  and 
specimens  of  lanoline,  of  different  ages,  which  was  made  by 
■the  plaintiffs  by  their  secret  process  and  by  the  patented 
process.  The  learned  counsel,  contrasting  the  greenish,  bad- 
smelling  ointment,  which  he  said  was  the  best  that  could  be 
made  by  following  the  Dioscorides  directions,  with  the  prim- 
rose-yellow lanoline  produced  by  the  patented  process,  sub- 
mitted that  anaspaline  by  its  very  appearance  proved  that 
the  defendants  had  taken  advantage  of  the  disclosures  m<ide 
by  the  plaintiffs  in  their  letters  patent  in  order  to  produce 
the  wool-fat  which  they  placed  on  the  market.  The  use  of 
the  centrifugal  machine  was  not  the  essential.  The  essen- 
tial was  the  product  obtained  by  alkali  treatment  from  a 
well-known  product  (oesypus).  The  ocntrifagal  machine 
was  important,  principally  because  it  quickened  the  process 
of -separation.    The  learned  counsel  then  read  paragraphs  of 


the  specification,  with  the  view  of  showing  that  the  plaintiffs 
bad  in  their  minds  the  intention  of  placing  a  new  product 
on  the  market.  They  had  been  successful  in  doing  that,  and 
the  defendants'  anaspaline  was,  he  submitted,  a  clear  in- 
fringement of  the  plaintiffs'  new  product. 

Mr.  Moulton  followed  on  the  same  side. 

Mr.  Aston  replied  on  the  whole  case,  and  continued  his 
reply  until  about  midday  on  Tuesday.  He  referred  again  to 
tbe  recipes  of  Dioscorides  and  Pliny,  and  submitted  that  by 
their  aid  lanoline  could  be  produced,  and  if  the  defendants 
added  an  alkali  in  order  to  purify  the  oesypus,  then  they  had 
a  perfect  right  to  do  so.  The  allusion  to  Ovid  ("Art  of 
Love '')  was  of  little  value,  and  was  to  be  treated  as  a  poet's 
satirical  description  of  an  unguent  in  vogue  by  the  ladies  of 
his  period. 

Lord  Justice  Lopes :  Why  do  you  say  it  was  "  satirical "  .' 
There  is  no  evidence  that  it  was  satirical. 

Mr.  Aston :  Nor  is  there  any  evidence  that  it  was  not. 
The  learned  counsel  briefly  dealt  with  the  arguments  on 
behalf  of  the  appellants,  and  submitted  that  Mr.  Justice 
Romer's  decision  was  not  sustainable  in  law.  The  argu- 
ments of  the  learned  counsel  were  not  concluded  until  after 
mid- day,  when  their  lordships  retired  for  a  short  time  to 
consider  their  judgment.    On  returning  into  the  Court, 

Lord  Justice  Lindley  said,  their  lordships  had  for  some 
days  been  engaged  in  listening  to  very  interesting  and 
ingenious  arguments  in  an  appeal  brought  by  the  defendants 
in  the  action  from  the  decision  of  Mr  Justice  Romer  who 
granted  an  injunction  restraining  the  defendants  from 
infringing  the  plaintiffs'  patented  process  for  a  new  or  im- 
proved manufacture  of  wool-fat  As  was  usual  in  actions  of 
this  kind,  the  question  for  the  decision  of  the  Court  turned 
partly  on  the  construction  of  the  plaintiffs'  specification,  and 
partly  on  the  question  of  infringement.  The  patented 
invention  for  a  new  or  improved  manufacture  of  wool-fat 
into  something  termed  lanoline  was  dated  October,  1882.  It 
became  essential,  in  considering  this  patent,  to  ascertain 
what  was  known  at  and  before  that  date.  He  might  point 
out  that  a  preparation  from  wool-fat  called  oesypus  was 
known  to,  and  was  used  by,  Greek  and  Roman  ladies,  and 
that  a  method  for  preparing  it  was  to  be  found  in  the  works 
of  Dioscorides.  That  authority  was  quite  old  enough  to 
upset  any  modern  patent  on  the  ground  of  anticipation,  if 
it  could  ba  proved  that  the  processes  were  the  same  and  the 
product  the  same.  The  recipe  of  Dioscorides  found  its  way 
into  the  pharmacopoeias,  but  appeared  to  have  dropped  out 
of  them  some  time  in  the  last  century.  It  was  perfectly 
well  known  in  1880  that  the  fat  of  wool  could  be  saponified ; 
and  it  was  also  well  known  in  1875  that  cholesterin  fats 
could  be  got  out  of  wool-fats  by  means  of  heat ;  but  when 
it  was  known  that  cholesterin  fats  could  be  turned  into 
lanoline  he  (his  lordship)  was  unable  to  say.  What  he 
had  stated  was,  however,  common  knowledge ;  but  what 
was  wanted  was  described  in  the  plaintiffs'  patent ;  what  was 
not  known  was  a  process — a  chemical  process — for  getting 
the  lanoline  out  of  the  lye  produced  by  the  washing  of 
wool.  What  the  patentee  wanted  was  to  get  something 
better  than  wool-fat  out  of  the  wool.  In  the  specifica- 
tion he  told  them  how  to  do  this.  He  said  they  must  start 
with  undecomposed  lye.  Now  what  was  that  ?  They  had  it 
in  evidence  that  undecomposed  lye  consisted  of  fat,  soap- 
water,  and  sheep's  filth.  This  lye  was  poured  into  a  deposit- 
ing centrifugal  machine.  After  reading  from  the  plaintiffs' 
specification  his  Lordship  continued:  One  of  the  defences 
was  that  the  depositing  centrifugal  machine  was  not  used 
by  the  defendants  in  making  their  anaspaline.  The  plaintiffs' 
specification  that,  in  order  to  separate  the  dirt  and  soapy 
water  from  the  fat,  he  used  a  depositing  centrifugal  machine. 
What  was  the  meaning  of  this  ?  Was  it  the  machine  to 
which  the  plaintiffs  attached  importance  as  a  stage  in  the 
process  of  separation,  or  was  it  the  product  ?  The  claim  was 
clumsily  drawn.  At  first  he  (his  lordship)  thought  that  the 
plaintiffs  attached  great  importance  to  the  centrifugal 
machine,  and  that  the  pith  and  substance  of  the  invention 
was  not  the  new  product  (lanoline)  therein  described,  but 
the  method  of  separating  the  dirt,  &c.  from  the  fat.  After 
learning  more  about  the  matter,  his  Lordship  had  changed 
his  view,  and  he  did  not  think  that  anyone  having  the  com- 
petent knowledge  could  fail  to  see  that  the  important  thing 
in  the  specification  was  the  separation  and  not  the  process 
of  sepaiation — that  was,  the  recommendation  to  separate 
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and  not  the  machine  used  for  the  separatioi  itself.  In  his 
judgment  in  Crocker  v.  Smith,  Lord  B>wen  (whose  death 
tc-day  they  had  to  deplore)  laid  down  the  tw  >  principles  on 
which  specifications  should  be  construed  by  courts  oE  law. 
There  must  in  some  cases  be  a  "  benevolent  "  construction 
of  the  claim,  otherwise  certain  words  would  be  construed  so 
as  to  defeat  the  meaning  of  the  whole,  and  this  obviously 
would  be  not  to  construe,  but  to  misconstrue,  and  if  this 
specification  were  construed  to  be  a  claim  for  the  means  of 
producing  this  lanoline,  the  whole  document  would  be  mis- 
construed. If  that  were  so,  then  there  was  an  end  of  the 
case.  Mr.  Aston  had  said  repeatedly  in  the  course  of  his 
argument  that  the  defendants  had  done  nothing  but  follow 
the  Dioscorides  process  :  but  the  introduction  of  the  Dios- 
corides  process  was  simply  to  draw  a  red  herring  across  the 
path. 

Lord  Justice  Lopes  said  he  had  had  the  opportunity  of 
discussing  the  matter  with  the  Lord  Justice,  and  he  entirely 
concurred  in  what  his  learned  brother  bad  said. 

Lord  Justice  Kay  said,  having  considered  the  Dioscorides 
process,  it  was  quite  plain  that  the  substance  which  he  ob- 
tained was  essentially  different  from  that  which  the  plaintiffs 
extracted.  Dioscorides  recommended  washing  the  fleece 
over  and  over  again,  the  result  being  that  he  obtained 
a  foul,  strong-smelling  unguent  quite  different  from 
lanoline,  and  one  which  never  could  have  been  preserved  for 
any  length  of  time.  Dioscorides  did  not  separate  the  fatty 
matter  to  any  considerable  extent  from  the  grease  got  from 
the  wool,  so  that  it  soon  became  rancid  and  occasioned  the 
rank  smell  which  cesypus  was  said  to  have  had.  The  essence 
of  the  plaintiffs'  process  was  getting  the  grease  from  the 
wool  and  treating  the  lye  with  an  alkali  solution — and  in 
this  way  producing  a  fat  much  purer  than  anything  which 
Dioscorides  ever  dreamt  of  producing  by  his  process.  Then 
the  plaintiffs  kneaded  the  fat  in  water,  &c  ,  and  by  that  mode 
obtained  an  unguent  which  would  keep  untainted  for  years. 
Specimens  which  have  been  kept  for  eight  years  had  been 
produced,  and  they  were  free  from  smell.  That  being  so,  he 
did  not  see  how  it  was  possible  to  say  that  the  Dioscorides' 
process  anticipated  the  plaintiffs'  patent.  The  real  question 
was,  had  the  defendants  done  the  same  thing  as  the  plaintiffs 
had  described?  After  referring  to  the  specification,  his 
Lordship  said  that  defendants  had  taken  every  one  of  the 
processes  described,  with  the  exception  of  the  centrifugal 
machine,  instead  of  which  they  used  a  depositing-vat.  The 
substance  produced  (anaspaline),  though  not  the  same,  was 
practically  nearly  the  same  as  lanoline — certainly  the  nearest 
approach  to  it  which  had  hitherto  been  made.  Was  the 
defendants'  method,  which  was  entirely  unknown  at  the  date 
of  the  patent,  an  infringement  or  not?  In  his  lordship's 
opinion  it  was ;  and  in  using  a  settling-vat,  instead  of  a 
centrifugal  machine,  the  defendants  had,  in  the  language  of 
Sir  Richard  Webster,  simply  used  a  "  manufacturing  equiva- 
lent." At  first  he  (his  lordship)  laid  great  stress  on  the 
centrifugal  machine,  but  when  he  saw  that  the  result  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture  was  to  produce  a  substance  previously 
unknown  to  commerce,  he  was  not  so  much  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  the  centrifugal  machine.  The  defendants 
had  taken  the  essential  part  of  the  plaintiffs'  process,  and 
tried  to  avoid  the  patent  by  substituting  a  "  manufacturing 
equivalent."  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Justice  Romer  that  this 
was  a  perfectly  good  patent,  and  that  the  defendants  had 
committed  an  infringement.  The  appeal  should,  therefore, 
be  dismissed. 

Sir  Richard  Webster :  And  with  costs  1 

Lord  Justice  Lindley :  Yes  ;  dismissed  with  costs. 


What  is  Cocoa? 

At  the  Durham  Assizes,  April  4,  the  appeal  of  the  Jarrow 
and  Hebburn  Co-operative  Society  against  the  decision  of 
the  Jarrow-on-Tyne  magistrates,  in  which  they  imposed  a 
fine  of  40s.  and  costs,  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  on  the  Society  for  having  sold  a  quantity  of  cocoa  not 
of  the  quality  and  substance  demanded,  was  heard. 

Mr.  Scott-Fox,  for  the  Corporation,  said  the  only  object  of 
the  prosecution  was  to  obtain  a  decision  as  to  whether  the 
label,  "  Manufactured  from  the' finest  growths  of  Trinidad 
and  other  qualities  of  cocoa,  together  with  other  highly- 
nutritious  substances,  so  as  to  retain  .all  the  properties  so 
much  prized  in  high-clays  cocoa,"  was  a  concealment  and 


misrepresentation,  so  that  the  purchaser  would  be  deceived  ; 
also,  that  it  was  done  to  inorease  the  bulk  and  to  diminish 
the  quality.  The  obligation  of  the  vendors  was  to  show  that 
what  they  hud  done  was  not  with  the  object  of  fraud. 

Mr.  Ed.  Batey,  sanitary  inspector,  spoke  to  purchasing 
i  lb.  of  cocoa,  for  which  he  paid  1*  ,  and  A  lb.  of  a  different 
kind,  for  which  he  paid  8^.  The  first  was  good,  but  the 
second  was  certified  by  the  analyst  to  contain  50  per  cent, 
cocoa,  35  per  cent,  sugar,  and  15  per  cent,  starch. 

Medical  evidence  having  been  taken  regarding  nutriment 
in  cocoa, 

Mr.  Strachan,  for  the  appellants,  submitted  that  the 
evidence  of  the  prosecution  bore  out  his  contention  that  the 
ingredients  used  were  harmless.  The  reduction  in  the  price 
of 'the  prepared  article  was  in  itself  sufficient  to  lead  the 
purchasers  to  believe  they  were  not  getting  cocoa. 

The  Bench  decided  to  uphold  the  conviction  by  the 
Jarrow-on-Tyne  magistrates. 

A  case  was  stated  for  a  higher  Court. 


Alleged  Wrongful  Dismissal. 

On  Monday,  before  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins  and  a  special 
jury,  the  case  of  Jones  v.  May  and  Baker  came  on  for  hearing. 
It  was  an  action  brought  by  Mr.  Thomas  Simpson  Jones, 
advertising  agent,  to  recover  damages  for  wrongful  dis- 
missal from  Messrs.  May  &  Baker,  Limited,  chemical  manu> 
facturers,  of  Battersea.  Defendants  raised  a  set-off,  and 
counterclaimed  for  negligence  and  for  a  return  of  moneys 
received. 

Mr.  Wheeler,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  Palmer  appeared  for  the 
plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Jelf,  Q  C,  and  Mr.  Macaskie  appeared  for 
the  defendants. 

The  plaintiff's  case  was  that  he  entered  into  negotiations 
with  the  defendants  in  December,  1891,  which  led  to  ar> 
arrangement  under  which  the  plaintiff  became  the  manager 
of  a  new  paper,  called  the  Manufacturing  Chemist,  brought 
out  by  the  defendants,  the  terms  being  that  plaintiff  was  to 
receive  a  third  of  the  profits  and  33£  per  cent,  commission 
on  all  advertisements  he  introduced.  Differences  afterwards 
arose  between  the  parties,  and  in  September,  1893,  plaintiff 
was  summarily  dismissed. 

After  the  opening  statement  by  counsel  the  plaintiff  was 
called,  but  in  the  course  of  his  evidence  his  lordship- 
intimated  that  it  was  a  case  that  should  go  to  the  referee, 
and  ultimately  all  questions  were  referred  to  Mr.  Ridley, 
official  referee,  for  trial. 


Vinegar  Libel  Case. 
In  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  on  Friday  last,  Justice- 
Hawkins  and  a  special  jury  had  before  them  the  action  of 
Champion  &  Co.,  Limited,  v.  the  Birmingham  Vinegar 
Brewery  Company.  Limited.  The  plaintiffs,  vinegar  manu- 
facturers of  City  Road,  London,  sought  to  recover  damages- 
for  alleged  libel  and  slander.  The  alleged  libel  was  con- 
tained in  certain  leaflets  circulated  by  the  defendant  com- 
pany among  grocers,  and  in  a  letter  written  by  them  to  the 
Grocers'  Journal,  on  the  subject  of  a  conviction  by  the  South 
Shields  magistrates  of  a  Mrs.  Tibbs  for  selling  vinegar 
adulterated  with  pyroligneous  acid.  The  vinegar  had  been 
purchased  by  Mrs.  Tibbs  from  Mr.  Leach,  of  Newcastle,  who 
had  bought  from  Messrs.  Champion.  The  latter  firm  not 
having  sold  directly  to  Mrs.  Tibbs.  were  not  represented  at 
the  hearing,  and  the  magistrates  made  some  severe  strictures 
on  that  fact.  Messrs.  Champion,  however,  denied  that  their 
vinegar  contained  pyroligneous  acid.  Bvidonce  having  been 
given  by  Mr.  James  Bigwood,  M.P.,  managing  director  of 
the  plaintiff  company,  and  others,  Mr.  Lockwood,  addressing, 
the  jury  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  disclaimed  malice  in 
the  circulation  of  the  leaflets  complained  of,  and  said  that 
the  explanation  of  the  matter  was  that  the  defendants  were 
anxious  to  let  the  public  know  the  line  they  were  taking  with 
regard  to  retail  cii-stomers,  namely,  that  in  cases  of  prosecu- 
tion for  adulteration  the  defendants  undertook  the  defence 
of  those  who  dealt  with  them.  Justice  Hawkins,  in  summing 
up,  attributed  the  litigation  to  the  unfortunate  observation 
of  the  South  Shields  magistrates  concerning  Messrs.  Cham- 
pion, who  were  not  before  them.  He  should  be  very  sorry 
indeed  if  Messrs.  Champion's  reputation  were  injured,  because 
there  was  not  a  particle  of  ground  for  saying  that  they  were 
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open  to  any  observation;,  to  the  effect  that  they  had  behaved 
disgracefully  or  that  any  of  their  wares  which  they  sent  out 
were  adulterated  as  they  were  alleged  to  be.  The  jury 
found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiffs  as  to  the  libel,  and  awarded 
the  plaintiffs  251.  damages.  On  the  issue  of  the  slanders  by 
the  defendants'  travellers,  his  Lordship  gave  judgment  for 
the  defendants,  but  without  co3ts.  No  evidence  was  called 
on  this  point.  The  defendant  company  undertook  that  the 
matter  complained  of  should  not  be  published  again,  where- 
upon the  application  for  an  injunction  was  not  pressed. 


Action  against  a  Colonial  Drug  Company. 

In  the  Circuit  Court  at  Port  Elizabeth  on  March  12,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Jones,  G.  R.  Caithness,  Port  Elizabeth,  sued  B. 
G.  Lennon  &  Co.  (Limited),  chemists  and  druggists,  for  500Z. 
damages.  It  was  alleged  that  James  Smart,  manager,  carry- 
ing on  the  business  of  Smart  &  Co.,  in  Market  Square,  Port 
Elizabeth,  which  business  is  the  property  of  the  defendants, 
in  November  prescribed  a  mixture  for  Mr.  Caithness,  after 
taking  which  he  exhibited  all  the  signs  of  poisoning  from 
strychnine. 

Mr.  Blaine  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Messrs.  Sampson 
&  Hutton  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Caithness,  the  plaintiff,  in  his  evidence,  said  that  on  No- 
Tember  12  he  had  been  rowing,  and  afterwards  felt  rather  tired. 
Next  morning  he  met  Smart  at  breakfast,  and  he  remarked 
that  Caithness  looked  rattier  seedy.  Smart  said  he  wanted  a 
tonic,  and  after  breakfast,  he  went  to  Smart's  shop.  Smart 
gave  him  a  wineglass  of  something,  for  which  witness  paid 
6<£.  The  mixture  was  sweet  and  light  in  colour.  He  was 
not  particularly  bad  on  Monday.  On  Tuesday  he  was  passing 
Smart's  shop,  and  as  he  owed  him  4s.  6d.  he  went  in  to  pay 
the  money.  Smart  asked  if  the  tonic  had  done  him  any 
good,  and  witness  replied  that  he  felt  no  difference.  Smart', 
then  suggested  that  he  shculd  have  a  bottle  of  the  tonic  and 
take  it  regularly.  Witness  agreed,  and  received  the  bottle. 
The  directions  were  that  he  should  take  a  tablespoonful  of 
the  mixture  every  two  hours.  He  took  four  doses  that  day 
and  four  the  next  day.  Ke  did  not  take  more  than  a  table- 
spoonful  each  time.  The  mixture  was  intensely  bitter. 
On  the  second  day  he  began  to  feel  the  effects  of  the 
strychnine  which  the  mixture  contained.  His  muscles  were 
trembling,  and  he  could  not  hold  things.  He  went  to  Smart 
and  told  him  what  he  felt,  but  Smart  said,  "  Oh,  that's 
nothing ;  you  are  a  bit  nervous,  that's  all,"  and  told  him  to 
go  on  taking  the  mixture  until  it  was  finished.  He  said, 
further,  that  if  witness  did  not  feel  better  in  the  morning  to 
see  a  medical  man.  He  took  a  dose  at  5  o'clock,  and  imme- 
diately thereafter  he  felt  as  if  he  was  to  have  a  fit.  He 
appeared  to  have  no  command  over  his  limbs.  He  struggled 
into  the  office,  and  sent  an  assistant  for  a  doctor.  He  was 
under  medical  attendance  and  was  sent  to  the  hospital  for 
ten  days.  Afterwards  he  was  sent  to  the  country  for  his 
health.  His  outlays  amounted  to  58Z.  10s.  9d.  Smart  after- 
wards called  upon  him,  and  asked  witness  not  to  take  any 
action,  as  if  the  case  ever  went  into  Court  if  would  ruin 
him  as  a  chemist.  Smart  offered  him  251.  in  name  of 
damages. 

Smart's  version  was  that  the  plaintiff  came  to  his  shop  and 
paid  a  small  account.    He  then  asked  if  witness  could  make 

up  something,  adding  that  he  felf'd  d  bad."  Witness 

asked  what  was  the  matter,  and  Caithness  said  he  had  gone 
up  the  river  on  the  Sunday  and  had  beer  and  "  dop  "  in  the 
boat.    He  had  partaken  of  both,  and  he  said,  "  It  must  have 

been  h         bad  stuff,  as  on  Sunday  and  Monday  he  felt 

d  d  bad."   He  also  stated  that  on  Sunday  night,  when 

going  home,  he  felt  so  bad  that  he  had  to  hang  on  to  the 
railing  at  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  Caithness  further 
said  that  he  had  taken  brandy  on  the  Monday,  trying  to  get 
rid  of  the  pains  in  bin  head  and  body,  but  felt  no  better. 
Caithness  held  out  his  hands,  showing  that  they  were  all  in 
a  tremble,  and  he  said  he  was  shaking  so  much  that  he  had 
not  been  able  to  do  any  writing  that  day.  Witness  con- 
cluded that  Caithness  was  suffering  from  alcoholic  poisoning. 
Witness  thought  of  a  prescription  given  to  him  by  Dr.Griffen 
for  delirium  tremens.  Dr.  Griffen  prescribed  5  minims,  but 
witness  gave  Caithness  2  minims  of  strychnine.  Unless 
Caithness  had  shown  signs  of  delirium  tremens  he  would 
not  have  prescribed  that  Mpecitic  medicine. 


His  Lordship :  Do  you  often  prescribe  for  delirium 
tremens  ? 

Witness :  No,  not  very  often.  Continuing,  he  said  witness 
came  back  to  the  shop  later  that  day,  and  said  the  nervous 
twitching  was  increasing.  Witness  said  he  could  do  nothing 
better,  and  asked  him  to  go  to  his  doctor.  He  certainly  did 
not  tell  Caithness  to  go  on  with  the  mixture. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Blaine :  During  his  sixteen  years' 
experience  he  had  given  the  same  mixture  before.  It  was  a 
very  common  thing  for  druggists  to  prescribe.  They  all  did 
it.  He  did  not  remember  seeing  Caithness  on  the  Monday 
morning.  He  had  known  Caithness  for  about  six  months. 
He  had  never  seen  Caithness  in  such  a  state  before.  He 
considered  he  wanted  a  nerve  tonic.  He  did  not  mark  the 
bottle  "  Poison,"  neither  did  he  enter  the  prescription  in  his 
sale  of  poisons  book.  He  did  not  follow  the  prescription 
closely.  He  always  erred  on  the  safe  side,  strychnine  being 
a  dangerous  drug.  Dr  Griffen'a  prescription  said  the  drug 
was  to  be  administered  three  times  a  day,  but  witness 
ordered  Caithness  to  take  the  medicine  every  two  hours. 
His  opinion  was  that  one  or  two  doses  would  be  sufficient. 
The  quantity  of  strychnine  was  infinitesimal.  It  appeared 
to  him  that  the  symptoms  on  the  Wednesday  were  merely 
an  exaggeration  of  Tuesday's  symptoms.  He  had  offered 
Caithness  301.  to  settle  the  matter.  Some  syrups  contained 
large  quantities  of  strychnine. 

There  was  a  lot  of  medical  evidence. 

In  giving  judgment  his  lordship  said:  It  generally 
happened  that  when  there  was  a  large  amount  of  profes- 
sional evidence  there  was  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the 
professional  gentlemen  to  take  sides,  and  their  evidence 
became  tinged  in  colour  in  accordance  with  the  side  on 
which  they  appeared.  He  regretted  the  form  which  pro- 
fessional evidence  generally  took.  Professional  evidence 
should  not  show  any  feeling  in  favour  of  the  one  side  or  the 
other  ;  but  they  did  not  live  in  such  a  happy  age  when  such 
a  state  of  things  existed.  He  had  not  the  slightest  doubt, 
after  hearing  all  the  evidence,  that  the  man  suffered  from 
strychnine  poison.  Here  was  a  man  in  good  health,  and 
against  whom  nothing  can  be  said  to  induce  one  to  believe 
that  he  was  given  to  drink,  or  was  immoderate  in  any  way. 
So  far  as  the  evidence  went  it  showed  that  he  was  an 
athlete,  having  no  sort  of  serious  complaint,  and  it  was  not 
even  suggested  by  the  defendant,  and  only  mentioned  as  a 
hypothesis,  that  he  might  have  suffered  from  alcoholism. 
The  excuses  made  by  defendant  were  of  the  lamest  he  ever 
heard.  He  jumps  to  the  conclusion  that  the  plaintiff  was 
suffering  from  delirium  tremens.  He  had  known  him  for  six 
months,  and  he  had  no  cause  to  suppose  that  he  was  an  intem- 
perate man.  He  shows  symptoms  which  might  be  produced 
in  other  ways  than  by  alcohol,  and  he  prescribes  for  him  a 
remedy  which  contains  strychnine  in  certain  quantities. 
He  does  this  on  the  assumption  that  the  plaintiff  was 
suffering  from  delirium  tremens.  The  consequence  of 
plaintiff  taking  strychnine  was  clear.  As  to  whether  the 
defendants'  company  was  liable,  he  saw  nothing  in  the 
arguments  which  had  been  advanced  to  make  him  think 
they  were  not.  Smart  was  the  manager,  and  he  was  acting 
within  the  scope  of  his  business  in  the  ordinary  way  for  the 
firm.  He  should  have  thought  it  was  defendant's  duty  to 
have  marked  "  Poison  "  on  the  bottle.  That,  however,  might 
be  a  matter  to  be  argued  in  the  future.  In  conclusion,  the 
learned  Judge  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  70Z.  and 
costs; 


The  Sale  of  Poisons  by  Chemists. 
At  the  Leeds  Town  Hall,  on  April  11,  Messrs.  Reynolds 
&  Branson,  Commercial  Street,  and  Messrs.  R.  &  T.  Needham 
were  summoned  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  for  selling,  without 
making  entries  of  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser, 
a  preparation  known  as  Cooper's  sheep-dip,  consisting  largely 
of  a  poison"  named  in  the  first  part  of  the  schedule  of  the 
Act.  Messrs.  Reinhardt  &  Reinhardt,  Briggate,  were  sum- 
moned for  selling  the  same  preparation  to  a  person  unknown 
to  them.  Mr.  Dunn  appeared  for  the  prosecution.  Mr. 
Peckover  appeared  for  Messrs.  Reinhardt,  Mr.  Hallam  for 
Messrs.  Reynolds  &  Branson,  and  Mr.  H.  Bedford  for  Messrs. 
Needham. 

The  defendants  in  each  case  pleaded  guilty. 

Mr.Dnnn  asked  for  substantial  penalties,  as  any  one  of 
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the  packets  sold  contained  sufficient  arsenic  to  poison  500 
persons.  The  Pharmacy  Act  was  well  known  to  chemists 
of  the  standing  of  the  defendants.  Indeed,  Mr.  Branson  had 
written  a  homily  in  the  public  prints  on  the  Act. 

Mr.  Bruce :  Well,  Mr.  Dunn,  we  need  not  go  into  that. 
We  are  all  conscious  of  each  other's  faults  and  not  of  our 
own. 

Mr.  Dunn  briefly  explained  the  case,  saying  that  a  man 
named  William  Smith  went  into  the  defendants'  shops  and 
obtained  packets  of  the  dip  without  the  precautions  specified 
in  the  Act  being  taken. 

A  packet  of  the  powder  was  then  handed  to  Mr.  Bruce  for 
examination. 

Mr.  Bruce:  You  don't  wish  me  to  take  any  of  it.' 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Dunn  :  I  may  tell  you  that  it  would  only  take  sufficient 
to  cover  a  sixpence  to  kill  you. 

Mr.  Hallam  addressed  the  Bench  in  mitigation  of  the 
penalty.  He  contended  that  there  was  the  clearest  possible 
distinction  between  .selling  a  specific  poison  and  selling  an 
article  like  that  complained  of,  which  the  chemist  might 
know,  or  might  not  know,  to  contain  a  poisonous  element. 
As  to  his  client?,  he  might  say  they  did  not  keep  it  in  stock. 
They  did  not  sell  it,  neither  had  they  any  intention  of  selling 
it.  When  Smith  went  into  the  shop  the  assistant,  merely  to 
oblige  him,  sent  out  for  it. 

Mr.  Dunn  said  it  would  be  his  duty  to  prove  that  this  was 
not  the  case. 

Mr  Hallam  went  on  to  say  that  the  packets  bore  no  indica- 
tion that  the  contents  were  poisonous,  with  the  exception  of 
the  word  "  Poison." 

Mr.  Bruce  :  But  then  your  clients  are  well-known  chemists 
in  this  town,  and  surely  they  would  know  the  composition  of 
the  stuff. 

Mr.  Hallam  said  he  did  not  want  to  justify  the  action  of 
the  assis'atit,  nor  would  he  attempt  to  say  that  his  clients 
ought  not  to  have  known  the  nature  of  the  preparation.  The 
whole  tbin?  was  due  to  a  slip  on  the  part  of  the  assistant. 
As  to  the  respectability  of  his  clients  

Mr.  Bruce :  We  need  hardly  go  into  that ;  they  are 
respectable. 

Mr.  Dunn:  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  defendants  were 
chosen  as  being  at  the  head  of  the  profession  in  Leeds. 

Mr.  Hallam,  with  an  expression  of  regret  that  the  offence 
had  been  committed,  left  the  case  in  Mr.  Bruce'*  hands. 

Mr.  Bruce :  Is  the  mixture  as  poisonous  as  Mr.  Dunn  has 
mentioned  ? 

Mr.  Hallam :  We  have  not  a  detailed  analysis  of  it. 
Mr.  Rawson,  analytical  chemist,  Bradford,  was  then  put 
into  the  box. 

Mr.  Dunn :  How  many  persons  could  be  poisoned  by  a 
packet  of  this  preparation  .' 

Witness :  I  should  say,  roughly  speaking,  perhaps  five 
hundred  or  a  thousand.  It  would  depend  upon  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  person. 

Mr.  Bruce :  Is  it  a  very  deadly  poison  ? 

Witness:  Undoubtedly. 

Mr.  Bruce :  Is  it  what  they  mix  in  apple- dumplings  in  farm- 
steads ?  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Rawson  said  that  the  "  dip "  contained  arsenic,  sul- 
phur, &c.  He  was  instructed  to  make  the  analysis  by  Mr. 
Leggett,  Secretary  of  the  Patent-medicine  Vendors'  Defence 
Association. 

Mr.  Peckover  maintained  that  Cooper's  sheep-dip  was  not 
iike  an  ordinary  medicine  or  an  article  in  general  use  for 
•domestic  purposes.  It  was  a  preparation  used  solely  by 
agriculturists,  and  therefore  it  was  not  likely  that  any  of  it 
would  come  into  the  hands  of  the  general  public.  It  was  a 
thing  his  clients  were  seldom  asked  for,  and  they  had  not 
sold  more  than  half-a-dozen  packets  of  it. 

Mr.  Bedford  submitted  that  the  Act  allowed  the  article  to 
be  sold  and  manufactured  wholesale,  and  he  thought  that 
under  the  circumstances  a  nominal  fine  would  meet  the 
case. 

~Mr.  Bruce  observed  that  all  the  firms  were  very  well  known 
in  Leeds,  and  as  they  had  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charges  he 
thought  that  Mr  Peckover,  Mr.  Hallam,  and  Mr.  Bedford  had 
said  all  they  could  say  for  their  clients.  It  was  contended 
that  they  were  very  respectable  people,  and  no  doubt  they 
were.  But  the  difficulty  was  if  a  merely  nominal  penalty 
was  inflicted  upon  a  very  respectable  person,  what  was  to  be 


done  In  the  case  of  a  person  not  quite  so  respectable  ?  He 
should  not  inflict  the  full  penalty,  however.  Each  of  the 
defendants  would  have  to  pay  50s.,  including  costs. 

Mr.  Dunn  applied  for  the  witnesses'  expenses  to  be  defrayed 
out  of  the  money. 

Mr.  Bruce  :  Where  does  this  money  go  to  7 

Mr.  Dunn  :  To  the  city  funds.  It  does  not  go  to  the  in- 
former. 

Mr.  Bruec  granted  the  application. 


Another  chemist,  Mr.  Cuthbert  George  Catterall,  of  Hyde 
Park,  was  then  summoned  for  selling  a  bottle  of  chlorodyne 
containing  prussic  acid.  Mr.  Dunn  again  prosecuted,  and 
Mr.  A.  Willey  defended. 

Mr.  Dunn  explained  that  William  Smith  went  into  the 
defendant's  shop  and  was  supplied  with  a  bottle  of  chloro- 
dyne, which  oc  analysis  was  found  to  contain  among6t  other 
ingredients  prussic  acid.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  mixture  was 
a  poisonous  one,  and  quite  sufficient  to  kill  an  adult  if  con- 
sumed all  at  once. 

Mr.  Rawson  said  he  had  made  a  partial  analysis  of  the 
compound,  and  found  that  it  contained  prussic  acid  to  the 
amount  of  -005  per  cent,  iu  100  parts. 

Mr.  Bruce :  Is  that  sufficient  to  kill  an  adalt  ? 

Witness  :  I  should  certainly  think  so. 

Mr.  Bruce :  If  the  prussic  acid  was  separated  from  the 
other  ingredients,  would  it  be  sufficient  to  kill  a  person  ? 

Witness  :  No,  I  should  say  not. 

Mr.  Bruce :  Is  there  sufficient  for  a  medicinal  dese? 

Witness :  No. 

Mr.  Willey,  in  view  of  the  evidence  thus  elicited,  applied 
for  the  case  to  be  dismissed.  Moreover,  the  defendant  was 
not  charged  with  selling  the  chlorodyne  as  a  poison  ;  he  was 
charged  with  selling  prussic  acid.  He  had  had  exactly  the 
same  article  analysed  by  two  gentlemen  who  would  prove 
that  there  was  not  prussic  acid  in  it,  and  the  manufacturer 
of  the  compound  would  say  the  same.  The  Bench  had  to 
say  if  there  was  sufficient  prussic  acid  to  kill. 

Mr.  Rawson  (recalled)  said  the  preparation  also  contained 
morphia  and  chloroform. 

Mr.  Willey  then  called  his  witnesses  for  the  defence. 

Horace  Davenport,  of  London,  said  he  was  one  of  the 
makers  of  the  chlorodyne  in  question.  He  had  prepared  the 
compound  for  the  past  two  years.  He  had  never  put  any 
prussic  acid  in  the  mixture,  and  had  never  ordered  any  to 
be  put  in.  They  supplied  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  k  Co., 
of  Leeds,  wholesale. 

Mr.  Dunn:  What  do  you  put  in  your  compound? — It  is  a 
secret  medicine,  and  I  can't  answer  your  question. 

Do  you  put  anything  in  which  contains  prussic  acid  or 
poison  of  any  kind? — No,  sir. 

Do  you  say  that  Mr.  Rawson  is  wrong  in  his  analysis  ? — 
Absolutely  wrong. 

Donald  McKaye,  analytical  chemist,  Leeds,  spoke  to 
analysing  a  bottle  of  the  chlorodyne,  and  finding  no  prussic 
acid. 

Mr.  Dunn  said  that  if  the  bottle  of  chlorodyne  was  taken 
at  once  it  would  kill  an  adult.  He  did  not  say,  however, 
tbat  that  was  due  to  the  prussic  acid. 

Mr.  Bruce  intimated  that,  as  it  was  an  important  point 
to  the  public,  he  would  not  give  judgment  until  this  day 
week. 


Prosecutions  .under  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Act. 

At  the  Dungannon  Petty  Sessions  on  Monday,  William 
Irwin,  Scotch  Street,  and  R.  C.  Marshall,  Market  Square, 
Dungannon,  chemists  and  druggists,  were  summoned  at  the 
instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  on  charges 
of  compounding  medical  prescriptions.  In  each  case  there 
were  six  summonses. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Galway,  Belfast,  appeared  on  behalf  of  the 
Society;  and  the  defendants  were  represented  by  Mr.  S. 
Howard,  Dungannon. 

When  the  cases  were  called, 

Mr.  Gal  way  said  that  Mr.  Howard  and  he  had  come  to  an 
arrangement  in  the  matter.  The  cases  were  against  William 
Irwin  and  Richard  Marshall,  both  very  respectable  citizens 
of  Dungannon,  who  had  committed  an  infraction  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1875.   The  fault  might  have  been  com- 
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mitted  through  inadvertence.  Mr.  Howard  had  advised  his 
clients  to  plead  guilty,  and  the  Society  would  only  ask  for  a 
penalty  to  be  struck  in  one  of  the  cases  against  each  de- 
fendant. Under  the  30th  section  of  the  Act  of  1875  any 
person  violating  any  of  the  regulations  of  the  Act  was  liable 
to  a  fine  of  5/.  He  would,  therefore,  ask  for  a  fine  of  51.  to 
be  imposed  upon  the  first  summons  in  each  of  the  cases, 
that  of  compounding,  and  the  others  would  be  struck  out. 
He  would  also  ask  for  an  order  that  one-third  of  the  fine 
shonld  be  paid  over  to  Andrew  Douney,  the  inspector  of 
the  Society,  and  the  remainder  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Society. 

Mr.  Howard  said  he  fully  agreed  with  Mr.  Galway,  and 
aided  that  the  prescription  in  question  was  a  very  simple 
one — for  a  cough-mixture  or  something  of  the  kind. 

A  fine  of  5/.  was  accordingly  registered  against  each 
defendant. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Horns  ey. 

This  case  cime  up  for  judgment  in  the  Exeter  County 
Court,  on  April  10,  before  his  Honour  Judge  Edge.  The 
Society  prosecuted  the  defendant,  a  watch  and  elock 
repairer,  in  March  last,  claiming  two  penalties  of  5!.  each 
for  keeping  an  open  shop  for  the  selliDg  of  "  Hornsey's 
Devonshire  Specific "  contrary  to  the  Act.  Tne  case  was 
reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  March  10. 
Two  sales  of  a  lotion  containing  corrosive  sublimate  were 
alleged,  one  on  December  23  and  one  on  January  5,  but  the 
charge  was  that  the  defendant  kept  open  shop  for  the  sale  of 
poisons.  In  defence  it  was  argued  thaf.  he  kept  this  lotion 
in  aback  room,  and  only  sold  it  when  it  was  asked  f  jr.  He 
did  not  advertise  or  show  it  in  any  way.  His  shop  was  a 
watchmaker's  shop. 

His  Honour  held  that  the  action  failed  on  what  was  prac- 
tically an  error  of  proceeding,  defendant  having  not  kept  an 
"  open  shop  "  for  the  sale  of  the  poison.  The  plaintiffs  might 
take  further  proceedings,  and  he  would  suggest  that  with 
the  consent  of  both  parties  he  should  amend  the  plaint  by 
charging  the  sale  on  January  5,  to  which  the  defendant 
should  plead  guilty.  If  this  were  not  agreed  upon  a  verdict 
wonld  have  to  be  entered  for  the  defendant  with  costs,  but 
with  a  stay  of  execution  for  twenty-one  days,  in  order  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  might  appeal  against  this 
decision. 

In  reply  to  his  Honour,  Mr.  A.  E.  Dunn,  who  appeared  for 
the  defendant,  said  he  could  not  decide  at  once  what  course 
he  should  pursue  with  reference  to  the  Judge's  suggestion 
without  interviewing  his  client.  If  the  case  was  adjourned 
until  the  next  court  he  would  see  his  client  on  the  matter. 
His  Honour  acceded  to  the  request. 


Pettifer  v.  Pettifer. 

This  "herbal  tonic  for  cattle"  case  came  before  Mr. 
Justice  Kekewich,  sitting  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  on  Wednesday.  Mr.  Warmington, 
Q  C.,  and  Mr.  John  Cutler  were  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs ; 
and  Mr.  Renshaw,  Q.C.,  with  Mr.  Dale  Hart,  for  the  de- 
fendant. 

The  plaintiffs,  Stephen  Pettifer  and  Tom  Valentine 
Pettifer,  who  reside  near  Malmesbury,  Wilts,  asked  for  an 
injunction  against  the  brother-in-law  of  the  elder  of  the 
two,  Ernest  William  Pettifer — formerly  Stanton,  but  who  had 
married  into  the  family  and  adopted  their  name — to  restrain 
him,  his  servants  and  agents,  from  passing  off  as  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture  and  their  goods  a  cattle-medicine, 
styled  "  Pettifer's  herbal  tonic,  or  flockmaster's  friend  "  ;  for 
the  delivery  to  plaintiffs  of  all  labels,  circulars,  &c. ;  and  for 
an  account  of  profits,  with  damages. 

It  appeared  that  a  tonic  for  horses,  sheep,  and  cattle,  re- 
commended as  the  flockmaster's  friend,  was  invented  some 
thirty  years  ago  by  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Pettifer,  whose 
daughter  defendant  married  in  1876,  and,  adopting  the  name 
of  Pettifer,  he  joined  the  inventor  in  partnership,  and  the 
business  was  carried  on  as  "  Thos.  Pettifer  &  Co."  Differ- 
ences arising  between  the  parties,  this  partnership  was 
dissolved,  and  defendant  continued  the  business.  Meantime, 
the  title  of  the  medicine  had  been  registered  as  a  trade- 
mark, and  the  partnership  deed,  it  was  defendant's  case, 
contained  a  covenant  that  all  prescriptions  in  the  hands  of 


either  party  should  be  their  joint  property,  but  after  the 
death  of  Thos.  Pettifer  should  be  the  absolute  property  of 
Stanton  (the  present  defendant).  Stephen  Pettifer,  who  left 
his  father's  home  just  before  his  sister's  marriage,  started  a 
business  for  selling  a  similar  tonic,  and,  having  inserted  an 
advertisement  in  an  Oxfordshire  paper  putting  forward 
claims  inconsistent  with  what  the  present  defendant  thought 
his  rights,  he  commenced  an  action  against  them.  This  was 
settled  by  an  undertaking,  on  an  alleged  variation  from  which 
he,  in  June,  1891,  applied  for  an  injunction  against  the  present 
plaintiffs,  but  this  also  was  settled  upon  the  suggestion  of 
the  Judge.  It  was  the  defendants  in  those  proceedings  who 
now  complained  that  defendant  so  made  up  and  labelled  Ids 
productions  as  to  resemble  their  tonic ;  hence  the  present 
action. 

Defendant's  answer  was  that  his  tonic  was  made  up  from 
the  original  prescription,  and  he  had  a  right  to  do  this.  His 
wife  assisted  her  father  in  the  preparation  of  his  medicines ; 
he  also  pleaded  the  covenant  of  the  inventor  in  the  partner- 
ship deed  with  him  as  entitling  defendant  to  use  the  labels ; 
that  the  plaintiff  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  father's  busi- 
ness, and  that  by  his  (defendant's)  personal  exertions  and 
expenditure,  he  had  largely  extended  the  fame  and  sale  of 
the  tonic,  and  it  was  he  who,  for  the  protection  of  his  rights 
in  it,  commenced  the  action  against  the  present  plaintiffs, 
and  obtained  an  agreement  from  them  inconsistent  with 
their  present  claim.  He  had  followed  the  inventor's  custom 
in  using  champagne  bottles,  and  plaintiff  had,  on  the  con- 
tray,  until  lately  used  claret  bottles. 

To  this  plaintiffs  retorted  that  they  were  proceeding  not 
on  the  father's  prescription,  but  on  a  totally  different  one, 
propounded  by  the  plaintiff,  Stephen  Pettifer,  who,  in  his 
father's  lifetime,  had  often  refused  to  reveal  to  him  its  com- 
position. 

The  witnesses  heard  in  the  case  included,  besides  the  makers 
of  affidavits,  Messrs.  Matthews,  Sellers  &  Cross,  chemists, 
who  had  sold  the  preparation,  and  till  recently  had  only 
heard  of  Stephen  Pettifer  &  Co.,  not  Thos.  Pettifer  &  Co-., 
and  the  plaintiff,  Tom  Pettifer,  who  said  their  sale  reached 
about  17,000  bottles  a  year,  at  5s.  bottle. 

In  the  result,  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  said  he  regretted  to  be 
compelled  to  leave  the  subject  open  to  future  litigation. 
But  he  could  only  decide  on  the  facts  before  him,  and  he 
had  no  difficulty  in  deciding  in  favour  of  the  defendant,  both 
upon  the  facts  set  up  by  the  plaintiffs  and  upon  the  terms 
of  the  compromise  in  the  earlier  action,  under  which  there 
could  be  no  doubt  the  intention  of  the  parties  was  that 
Thomas  Pettifer  &  Co.  were  to  be  permitted  to  continue  to 
advertise  their  medicine  as  "Pettifer's  herbal;  the  true, 
original,  and  world-renowned  tonic-mixture."  He  ordered 
the  verdict  to  be  entered  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 


ganlintptrics  nntr  Jfarlur.cs. 


Re  John  Abbot,  Queen  Street,  Exeter,  Chemist. 
The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  was  held  on  April  5,. 
before  the  Registrar  (Mr.  R.  M.  Daw),  at  Exeter.  Debtor 
stated  that  he  commenced  business  in  June,  1890,  with  100/. 
borrowed  capital.  He  gave  800/.  for  the  business,  of  which 
there  was  now  due  550/.  He  had  made  up  no  statement  of 
assets  and  liabilities.  His  gross  profits  were  about  250/.  a 
year,  and  his  household  expenses  alone  were  175/.  a  year,  so 
that  he  had  been  working  at  a  loss  since  his  business  began. 
The  business  had  fallen  off  since  the  first  year.  He  borrowed 
58/.  from  Mr.  Gordon  three  years  ago,  and  expected  to  pay  it 
off  through  the  business,  but  he  could  not  do  it.  He  also- 
borrowed  of  the  Western  Financial  Association  within  the 
three  years  about  250/.,  of  which  he  had  paid  them  all  except 
36/.  The  rate  of  interest  was  8J  per  cent.,  and  certain 
travelling  expenses.  He  also  borrowed  200/.  from  Mr.  Pike- 
at  ]  1  per  cent.,  and  100/.  or  200/.  from  Mr.  Worthington  at 
10  per  cent. 


He  Cornet  Jones  &  Co.,  Lynton  Road,  Bermondsey,. 
Chemical  Manufacturers. 
The  creditors  under  this  failure  met  at  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Court  on  April  6  before  Mr.  George  Wreford, 
Official  Receiver. 
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The  debtor,  Alice  Jones,  ret  urns  her  liabilities  at  180/.  4s.  10</. 
and  her  assets  at  nil.  The  business  was  commenced  for  her 
by  another  person,  sinco  dead,  and  has  been  carried  on  under 
the  style  of  Cornet  Jones  &  Co.  In  1891  a  company  was 
formed  under  the  style  of  the  I'nited  Salt  Patents  (Limited) 
to  take  over  the  business,  but  the  transaction  had  not  bean 
completed,  owing  to  the  failure  to  obtain  the  necessary 
capital.  Since  the  transfer  to  the  Company  the  debtor  has 
continued  to  manufacture  magnetic  iron  and  sea-salt  to  a 
limited  extent,  but  practically  little  or  no  business  has  been 
done.  The  failure  is  attributed  to  loss  on  the  trading  a 
Lynton  Road  prior  to  the  formation  of  the  Company,  and 
to  the  failuie  of  the  Company  to  work  the  business.  No 
offer  was  made  on  the  debtor's  behalf,  and  the  case  was  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  the 
usual  course  of  Bankruptcy. 


He  did  not  know  that  his  wife  was  taking  the  things  until 
afterwards. 

The  Official  Receiver :  These  are  new  goods  which  have 
never  been  used,  and  are  worth  a  good  ileal.  You  are  trying 
to  exonerate  yourself  by  trying  to  make  your  wife  out  a  thief 
You  are  making  matters  worse  for  yourself;  I  don't  believe 
you. 

Debtor,  continuing,  said  that  he  had  abaut  one  writ  a 
week  for  the  last  two  years.  He  had  paid  150/.  a  year  in 
fees  of  execution.  He  paid  1,300/.  for  his  business  which 
was  500/.  too  much.  He  went  into  business  in  1888,  and 
had  lost  345/.  a  year,  not  taking  into  account  the  surplus  he 
paid  for  capital.  He  had  not  been  extravagant.  The  profits 
of  the  business  were  150/.  a  year. 

The  examination  was  adjourned  for  the  debtor  to  make 
out  a  statement  of  all  receipts  and  payments  for  the  last  two 
years. 


Re  Leonard  Gkoves,  66  Mark  Lane,  E.G.,  Chemical  Agent. 

A  receiving-order  has  been  made  at  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  against  this  debtor  upon  a  petition  filed  by 
Messrs.  Robbins,  Belling  &  Co  ,  acting  on  behalf  of  creditors. 
The  debtor  has  an  office  at  66  Mark  Lane,  and  resides  at 
Derby  Road,  Woodford.  The  assets  include — book  debts, 
60/. ;  office-furniture,  12'. ;  and  some  quassia  logs  and 
sundry  articles  at  a  warehouse  in  Bermondsey.  The  bank- 
ing-account balance  has  been  attached  by  the  Lord  Mayor's 
-Court.    The  amount  of  the  liabilities  did  not  transpire. 


Re  George  Holdoii,  Blackfriars  Road,  Veterinary 
Medicine  Manufacturer. 

UNDER  the  failure  other  debtor-accounts  have  been  filed 
at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  showing — unsecured 
debts,  1,992/.  12s.  6d. ;  fully-secured  debts,  400/. ;  the  securi- 
ties held  being  valued  at  the  same  amount ;  assets,  200/. : 
and  a  deficiency  estimated  at  1.792/.  12s.  6d. 

According  to  the  observations  of  -Mr.  H.  Brougham, 
Official  Receiver,  the  receiving-order  was  made  on  the 
debtor's  petition.  He  makes  no  proposal,  and  has  been 
.adjudged  bankrupt.  He  states  that  in  December,  1891,  be, 
with  1,000/.  borrowed  capital,  commenced  business  in  part- 
nership with  another  person  as  a  Veterinary  Medicine  Manu- 
facturer, at  236  Blackfriars  Road,  S.E.,  and  traded  under 
the  style  of  the  "  Anticuta  Company "  until  March,  1893, 
when  the  business  was  'sold  to  the  Anticuta  Syndicate 
(Limited)  for  5,000/.— viz.,  300/.  in  cash  and  4,700/.  in  shares, 
the  bankrupt  remaining  as  managing-director  of  the  com- 
pany, at  a  salary  of  200/.  per  annum,  until  the  liquidation  of 
the  same  in  October,  1893.  He,  with  100/.  borrowed  monev, 
purchased  the  stock  of  the  company,  and  traded  alone  at  38 
Snow  Hill,  E.C.,  until  February,  1894,  when  he  sold  the 
business  for  100/.  cash,  and  250/.  in  shares  in  a  company  to 
be  formed,  and  is  now  employed  as  manager  of  the  business 
at  a  salary  of  3/.  per  week. 

The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  on  Tuesday, 
before  Mr.  Howell,  Assistant  Receiver.  Mr.  Hughes,  who 
appeared  for  a  creditor,  advocated  the  appointment  of  a 
trustee  to  thoroughly  investigate  the  case,  but  after  some 
discussion  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  case  in  the  hands  of 
the  Official  Receiver,  to  be  wound  up  in  the  usual  course  of 
bankruptcy.  ~ 


Re  Frank  Perkins,  9  Franklin  Road,  Harrogate,  ChemiH 
and  Druggist. 

At  the  York  Bankruptcy  Court  on  Friday  last  week  this 
debtor  was  questioned  by  the  Official  Receiver  with  regard 
to  having  made  a  deed  of  assignment  to  his  creditors  in 
September,  1893,  but  having  left  out  of  that  deed  his  sister 
and  brother-in-law  for  600/.  without  their  consent.  He  said 
he  thought  he  could  have  arranged  with  them  to  pay  them 
when  he  was  in  a  position  to  do  so.  From  what  they  had 
done  they  apparently  had  no  confidence  in  his  promise  to 
pay.  Debtor's  liabilities  were  over  1,400/.  After  the  deed 
of  assignment  he  let  creditors  who  had  running  accounts 
have  goods  without  the  cash.  Four  hampers  full  of  goods 
were  taken  from  the  shop.  His  assistant  took  them  to  the 
liouse  where  they  were  going  to  live.  Debtor  helped  tUe 
assistant  upstairs  with  them.    His  wife  packed  the  hamper  ; 


Re  John  Soaipb,  late  of  10  Mincing  Lane,  E.O.and  Adelphi 
Bank  Chambers,  Liverpool,  Chemical  Merchant,  &c. 

Under  the  failure  of  this  debtor,  reported  in  our  last 
■  i^sne,  the  first  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held  on  April  6, 
at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  C.  A.  Pope, 
!  Assistant  Receiver.     The  ranking  debts  are  returned  at 
!  1,314/.  2s.  6<Z.,  and  no  available  assets  are  disclosed. 

In  dealing  with  the  proofs  exception  was  taken  to  one  for 
550/.  tendered  on  behalf  of  the  debtor's  wife,  on  the  ground 
inter  alia  that  the  money  was  advanced  to  the  debtor  for 
the  purposes  of  the  business.  In  reply  to  the  Chairman,  the 
debtor  said  the  money  was  advanced  in  1884  and  1885,  but 
i  interest  had  been  paid  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year.  A  sum  of  250/.  was  lent  to  enable  him  to  commence 
business  with,  and  the  remainder  had  been  subsequently 
advanced.  The  Chairman  ruled  that  the  proof  could  not  be 
admitted  for  voting  purposes.  Attention  was  drawn  by  the 
Chairman  to  the  Mincing  Lane  business  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  whether  there  was  any  prospect  of  getting  any- 
thing out  of  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  of  this  estate. 
The  debtor  disposed  of  his  interest  in  the  business  last 
December  for  500Z.  payable  by  annual  instalments  of  100/ , 
subject  to  the  future  trading  showing  certain  results.  It  was 
now  stated  that  the  business  was  only  paying  working  ex- 
penses, so  that  it  was  useless  to  regard  the  debtor's  interest 
therein  as  a  valuable  asset.  The  case  was.  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  bankruptcy. 


Tie  Edward  Cubitt,  jun.,  of  Plackynaston,  Near  Ruabon, 
late  Manufacturing  Chemist. 

The  public  examination  of  the  above  bankrupt  came  on 
for  hearing  at  the  Wrexham  Bankruptcy  Court  on  Tuesday 
last.  The  statement  of  affairs  filed  by  the  debtor  disclosed 
a  deficiency  of  56/.  13s.  lOd. 

In  reply  to  questions  put  by  the  Official  Receiver,  the  debtor 
said  he  commenced  business  in  1876  with  a  capital  of  about 
1,100/.  borrowed  money,  which  had  since  been  repaid  by 
instalments.  He  was  formerly  in  partnership  with  gentle- 
men named  Black  and  Athol,  but  both  partners  retired  from 
the  firm  some  years  ago.  When  Mr.  Black  left  the  firm,  he 
borrowed  3,000/.  to  pay  him  out.  He  afterwards  carried  on 
business  as  Cubitt  &  Co.  until  1891.  when  a  Mr.  Graesser,  of 
Cefn,  who  had  a  mortgage  over  the  works,  took  over  th« 
plant,  &c,  and  paid  the  creditors  a  composition  of  6s.  in  the 
pound.  Since  then  debtor  had  been  working  on  commission, 
but  ud  to  the  present  that  had  not  been  very  remunerative. 
In  1891  be  lost  about  90/.  in  connection  with  a  patent- 
medicine  speculation.    The  debtor  was  finally  allowed  to  pass 

20  Houndsditch,  EC, 
Sponge  Merchant. 

The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  on  Thursday  last, 
before  Mr.  G.  W.  Chapman.  Assistant  Receiver.  The  state- 
ment of  affairs  shows  only  the  petitioning  creditor's  debt  of 
125/ ,  and  no  assets  whatever.  The  debtor  commm-el  busi- 
ness in  1871,  and  last  October  executed  a  deed  of  assign- 
ment for  tho  benefit  of  the  creditors  generally.  Messrs. 
Thomas  Bayley  &  Co.  (Limitod),  of  Nottingham,  creditors 
f  ir  125/.  13*.  9rZ.,  were  dissatisfied  with  the  terns,  and 
accordingly  instituted  the  present  bankruptcy  proceedings. 

The  Chairman  will  wind  up  the  estate  in  bankm;>t<-y.

THE    LEEDS  PROSECUTIONS. 

The  Leeds  chemists  who  have  been  dropped  on  by  the 
Patent-medicine  Vendors'  Association  for  selling  arsenic  in 
the  form  of  Cooper's  sheep-dip,  without  observing  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  do  not  deserve  any  sym- 
pathy. They  have  had  notice  of  the  movements  of  the 
gentlemen  who  are  instigating  these  prosecutions,  and  they 
had  besides— or  should  have  had— full  knowledge  of  the 
nature  of  the  article  which  they  sold.  They  have  got  off 
very  lightly  with  a  50s.  fine.  Nobody  can  defend  for  an 
instant  the  practice  of  selling  to  a  stranger,  and  without 
the  strictest  precautions,  packets  of  arsenic  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  poison  500  people.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Patent- medicine  Vendors'  Association  in  instituting  these 
prosecutions  have  done  a  notable  service.  One  of  the  Leeds 
newspapers  states  that  the  prosecuting  attorney  appeared  on 
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behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  We  could  have 
wished  that  had  been  the  case.  It  would  have  been 
one  of  the  most  honourable  prosecutions  which  that 
Society  could  have  undertaken.  They  are  not  required 
by  statute  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  in 
all  its  details,  but  a  moral  responsibility  to  see  that  it  its 
carried  out  rests  upon  them,  and  they  might  well  risk  a 
little  local  obloquy  if  they  could  at  the  same  time  establish 
in  the  eyes  of  the  trade  and  of  the  public  a  conviction  that 
they  were  in  real  earnest  in  their  professions  of  anxiety  for 
the  safety  of  the  public,  in  so  far  as  this  is  in  danger  from 
the  sale  of  poisons.  The  Patent-medicine  Vendors'  Associa- 
tion have  a  very  obvious  and  a  serious  aim  in  view  in  these 
prosecutions.  They  have  been  checked  in  their  sales  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  containing  poison.  They  allege  that  the 
object  of  the  prosecutions  which  have  been  directed  against 
grocers  and  others  has  been  merely  the  acquirement  of  a  trade 
monopoly,  and  in  support  of  this  theory  they  are  anxious  to 
prove  that  even  leading  pharmacists  are  selling  the  most 
deadly  poisons  without  taking  even  the  moderate  precau- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament.  The  facts  will 
not  perhaps  assist  them  legally  ;  but  they  will  have  a  serious 
moral  effect  on  the  claims  put  forward,  and,  we  still 
maintain,  rightly  put  forward  on  behalf  of  chemists. 

We  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  any  chemists  in  Leeds  or 
elsewhere  who  have  been  asked  by  strangers  for  sheep- dip 
powders  and  who  have  refused  to  supply  it  unless  under 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  law.  We  do  not  suppose 
that  the  spies  of  the  Patent-medicine  Vendors'  Associa- 
tion have  succeeded  in  making  purchases  every  time 
they  have  tried,  and  it  would  be  well  to  have  some 
evidence  of  caie  on  the  part  of  chemists.  But  when  it  is 
pleaded  on  behalf  of  a  firm  like  that  of  Messrs.  Reynolds 
&  Branson  that  there  is  a  clear  distinction  between  arsenic 
sold  as  arsenic  and  arsenic  sold  in  a  packet  where  it  is  not 
specifically  named,  and  that  that  distinction  is  to  be  regarded 
as  some  sort  of  excuse  for  treating  the  packet  as  less 
serious,  we  are  compelled  to  ask  for  some  explanation.  Mr. 
Eichard  Reynolds  has  done  good  service  to  the  trade  in  the 
past.  He  can  do  better  than  he  has  ever  clone  before  if  he 
will  take  the  case  against  his  firm  as  a  text,  and  show 
the  trade  how  important  it  is  that  every  one  of  them 
from  the  greatest  to  the  smallest,  shall  conscientiously  and 
scrupulously  carry  out  the  provisions  laid  down  with  their 
own  consent  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  obey  them 
not  only  literally,  but  with  the  fullest  desire  to  fulfil  the 
intentions  of  the  legislature. 

Mr.  Leggett's  society  has  done  another  service  to  the 
trade,  for  which  he  deserves  gratitude.  The  prosecution 
of  one  of  the  Leeds  chemists  was  in  respect  of 
the  prussic  acid  said  to  be  contained  in  chloro. 
dyne.  This  has  been  a  difficult  point  with  conscien- 
tious chemists  ever  since  the  question  of  poisons  in 
proprietary  medicines  was  first  raised.  If,  said  they,  this 
article  is  a  preparation  of  opium,  and  as  such  only  saleable 
by  chemists,  is  it  not  also  a  preparation  of  prussic  acid,  and 
as  such  does  it  not  come  under  the  first  part  of  the  Poisons 
Schedule?  That  was  Mr.  Leggett's  argument.  Mr.  Catherall, 
who  was  summoned  by  Mr.  Leggett's  Society  for  having  sold 
chlorodyne  without  making  an  entry  of  the  sale,  as  would  be 
required  if  it  were  a  preparation  of  prussic  acid,  produced  an 
analyst,  who  said  he  could  find  no  prussic  acid  in  the 
mixture,  and  also  brought  forward  Mr.  Horace  Davenport, 
one  of  the  firm  who  make  the  compound,  who  testified  that 
he  had  never  put  any  prussic  acid  into  the  medicine  and 
had  never  ordered  any  to  be  put  in.  This  is  an  important 
statement,  which  will  relieve  many  a  retailer  of  a  difficulty 
which  has  caused  bim  some  anxiety. 


M.    BE  RTHE  LOT'S  UTOPIA. 

On  April  5,  at  the    banquet   of    the  Paris  Syndical 
Chamber  of  Chemioal  Manufacturers,  M.   Berthelot,  the 
famous  chemist  and  ex-Minister  of  Public  Instruction  in 
France,  delivered  an  address  on  the  future  of  the  human 
race  in  connection  with  the  progress  of  chemical  science, 
which  sent  a  thrill  of  excitement  through  the  hearts  of  his 
hearers,  and  has  been  a  leading  topic  of  discussion  in  the 
Paris  Press  for  several  days.    If  the  eminent  Perpetual 
Secretary  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences  were  not  known 
as  one  of  the  most  serious  of  men,  it  might  have  been 
thought  that  M.  Berthelot's  speech  to  the  distinguished 
gathering  of  industrial  magnates  whom  he  addressed  was  a 
piece  of  politely-veiled  raillery.    That  suspicion,  indeed, 
appears  to  have  forced  itself  upon  some  at  least  of  M. 
Berthelot's  hearers,   for  the  ex-Professor  has  found  it 
desirable  solemnly  to  disclaim  all  intention  of  humour,  and 
to  affirm  that  his  forecast  of  social  conditions  a  little  over  a 
century  hence  is  meant  to  be  taken  quite  seriously.  Cer- 
tainly, if  anyone  is  entitled  to  be  listened  to  with  respect 
when  indulging  in  politico-social  phantasies  of  this  char- 
acter, it    is    the    famous    scientist,  whose  remarkable 
synthetic  discoveries  have  given  him  an  unrivalled  opportu- 
nity of  estimating  the  probable  future  of  chemical  research. 
Contemplating  M.  Berthelot's  predictions  in  the  light  of  the 
discoveries  that  have  already  been  made  during  the  short 
but  brilliant  career  of  modern  chemistry,  it  would  indeed 
be  a  foolish  thing  to   dismiss  them  as  impossible  of 
realisation  within  the  next  century,  and  their  author's 
optimism  is  in  itself  a  cheerful  and   sympathetic  spec- 
tacle.   We  would  only  respectfully  question  the  judicious- 
ness of  fixing  so  comparatively  early  a  date  as  the  year 
2000  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  millennium  which 
M.  Berthelot  expects.    It  is  a  privilege  of  master-minds  to 
obtain,  as  by  intuition,  occasional  glimpses  into  a  future 
which  must  remain  hidden  from  the  ordinary  worker  by  a 
space  as  utterly  lightless  to  his  vision  as  that-  which  sepa- 
rates the  earth  and  the  sun.    Nevertheless,  we  take  leave  to 
question  whether  the  moral  reformation  of  mankind,  without 
which  M.  Berthelot's  Eden  cannot  be  the  earthly  paradise 
he  hopes  for,  will  not  take  more  time  to  accomplish  than 
the  insignificant  period  he  places  between  our  present 
system  and  that  which  shall  prevail  when  the  sources  Of 
solar  and  plutonic  heat  have  been  completely  conquered. 

M.  Berthelot  commenced  his  discourse  by  paying  a  few 
neatly-turned  compliments  to  the  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facturers and  other  industrial  chemists  whose  guest  he  was 
that  evening,  and  to  whom  he  referred  as  the  "  servitors  in 
scientific  laboratories,"  of  whom  he  had  been  one  himself 
during  close  upon  half  a  century,  and  as  the  "  chiefs  of  the 
industrial  works  where  the  national  industries  are  created," 
the  men  who,  above  all  others,  were  to  consolidate  the 
alliance  between  science  and  industry.  Then,  after  a  short 
reference  to  the  triumphs  of  chemical  science  during  the 
last  generation,  M.  Berthelot  proceeded  to  draw  his  remark- 
able picture  of  life  as  he  imagined  it  would  be  some  four 
generations  hence,  at  a  date  which  he  placed  in  the  year 
2000— precisely  the  period,  it  may  be  remembered,  at  which 
Mr.  Bellamy  makes  the  hero  of  "  Looking  Backward  "  awaken 
in  the  new  Boston  of  the  communistic  era,  and  a  good  half- 
century  before  the  expected  realisation  of  Mr.  William 
Morris's  dreams  of  a  perfected  commonwealth.  The  pro- 
phets have  begun  to  tie  themsolves  down  to  specific  dates, 
and  it  is  curious  to  observe  the  unanimity  with  which  they 
expect  the  millennium  some  time  during  the  twenty-first 
century  Needless  to  say,  M.  Berthelot's  ideal  world  differs 
from  the  many  others  that  have  already  been  sketched  for 
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our  delectation  exactly  as  much  as  one  would  expect  the 
chemist's  views  of  what  la  most  desirable  to  vary  from  those 
of  the  engineor  or  the  artist.  It  is  only  right  to  say,  however, 
that  in  the  work  of  realising  M.  Berthelot's  terrestrial  paradise 
the  engineer  has  a  useful,  if  humble,  part  assigned  to  him  as 
the  chemist's  handmaiden,  who  will  sink  wells  about  4,000 
metres  deep  into  the  earth's  crust,  and  thus  tap  the  plutonic 
heat  stored  in  the  great  reservoirs  below,  by  means  of  which 
our  regeneration  is  to  be  effected.  "  The  spades  of  the 
future,"  said  M.  Berthelot,  in  explaining  his  views  after  his 
speech,  "are  now  being  brought  to  light  ,in  the  De  Beers' 
mines."  So  that  diamonds  may  come  to  prove  their  value 
by  their  usefulness  after  all.  The  reference  to  De  Beers,  by 
the  way,  strikes  us  as  rather  hard  upon  M.  Berthelot's 
eminent  fellow-chemist,  Henri  Moissan,  who  has  been 
working  all  these  years  at  the  synthetic  production  of  the 
'  'spades  of  the  future."  When  once  that  plutonic  heat  is 
made  available,  106  years  hence,  chemistry  will  supplant  all 
present  methods  of  cultivating  the  globe. 

"  Then,"  to  quote  M.  Berthelot,  "  there  shall  no  longer  be  any 
agriculture  in  the  world,  and  neither  herdsmen  nor  labourers 
The  problem  of  existence  by  means  of  cultivation  of  the  soil 
shall  have  been  removed  by  chemistry.  There  shall  then 
be  no  more  coal-mines  or  underground  industries,  and  con- 
sequently no  more  strikes  of  miners  !  .  .  .  There  shall  be  no 
more  Custom-houses,  protection  of  national  industries,  cr 
war— no  frontiers  drenched  by  human  blood  !  Aerial  navi- 
gation, propelled  by  motors  derived  from  chemical 
energy,  shall  have  relegated  into  the  lumber  of  the  Past 
these  obsolete  institutions.  We  shall  then  be  thoroughly 
prepared  to  realise  the  dreams  of  Socialism,  .  .  .  provided 
there  shall  also  have  been  discovered  a  spiritual  chemistry 
which  shall  change  man's  moral  nature  as  profoundly  as  our 
chemi-  try  transforms  his  material  character.  .  .  . 

"The  fundamental  problem  in  industry  consists  in  the 
discovery  of  inexhaustible  sources  of  energy,  renewing 
themselves  almost  without  effort.  ...  It  is  easy  to  under- 
stand the  principle  which  must  underlie  this  invention.  The 
solar  heat  and  the  central  heat  of  our  globe  must  be  em- 
ployed. To  secure  the  service  of  the  latter  it  only  needs 
the  boring  of  wells  from  3,000  to  4,000  metres  deep — a  task 
which,  perhaps,  does  not  surpass  the  powers  of  our  present- 
day  engineers,  and  will  certainly  be  within  reach  of  those  of 
the  future.  In  the  plutonic  regionsthus  tapped  heat,  the  origin 
of  all  life  and  all  industry,  will  be  found.  At  the  bottom  of 
these  wells  there  must  be  pure  water,  free  from  microbes, 
and  of  so  high  a  temperature,  that  it  could  be  made  to  generate 
sufficient  pressure  to  drive  all  the  machinery  on  earth." 

M.  Berthelot  proceeded  to  sketch  how,  by  means  of  the  new 
source  of  heat,  which  could  be  commanded  at  will  in  any 
part  of  the  globe,  the  question  of  food  supply  would  be 
solved  in  the  simplest  manner.  He  reminded  his  hearers 
that  the  synthesis  of  fats  and. oils  had  already  been  an 
accomplished  fact  for  the  last  forty  years,  that  that  of  the 
saccharine  compounds  and  the  hydrocarbons  generally  was 
now  in  course  of  solution,  and  that  of  the  nitrogenous  bodies 
close  upon  us.  With  the  aid  of  the  new  source  of  energy 
all  foods  will  be  prepared  synthetically  with  carbon  obtained 
from  Carbonic  acid,  hydrogen  and  oxygen  from  water,  and 
nitrogen  from  the  air.  Vegetables  will  therefore  no  longer 
be  cultivated,  the  raising  of  cattle  for  food  will  be  at  an  end, 
the  soil  will  no  longer  have  any  agricultural  or  pastoral 
value,  and  landed  property  will  naturally  cease  to  be  an 
object  of  acquisition.  The  earth,  now  disfigured  by  the 
"geometrical  problems"  of  the  soil-tiller  and  the  filth 
of  the  factory,  will  recover  its  verdure  and,  irrigated  from 
subterranean  sources,  become  a.  veritable  Eden.  Man, 
chastened  and  elevated  by  his  surroundings,  will  go  about  in 
bliss,  carrying  along  for  nourishment  "his  small  tablet  of 
hydrogen,  his  crumb  of  synthetic  starch  or  sugar,  his  small 
vial  of  aromatic  spices,  his  mite  of  fatty  matter,  all  manu- 
factured economically  and  plentifully,  independently  of 


season  or  climate,  all  free  from  the  microbes  that  now 
originate  epidemics  and  war  on  human  life." 

The  picture  is  a  magnificent  one,  and  should  certainly 
infuse  hope  in  the  minds  of  the  various  manufacturers  of 
compressed  tablets,  whose  descendants  (if  they  continue  in 
the  business)  appear  secure  of  high  rank  in  the  hierarchical 
order  of  the  future  state,  if  such  a  thing  should  be.  As 
there  is  no  suggestion  that  the  boring  of  wells  into  the 
depths  of  the  earth's  crust  is  likely  to  become  so  easy  that 
anyone  possessed  of  the  necessary  diamond  can  accomplish 
it,  there  may  be  some  trouble  ahead  about  the  site-value  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  wells,  and  possibly  our  posterity 
may  have  to  devise  means  for  levying  betterment  rates  upon 
the  freeholders  in  whose  plots  such  wells  are  sunk.  Mean- 
while we  return  to  our  .  daily  task  from  the  contemplation  of 
M.  Berthelot's  vision  as  we  do  from  that  of  other  similar 
Utopias,  in  the  words  of  the  writer  of  one  of  them,  "the 
happier  for  having  seen  it,  for  having  added  hope  to  our 
struggle,  living  while  we  may,  striving,  with  whatsoever  pain 
and  labour  needs  must  be,  to  build  up  little  by  little  the  new 
day  of  fellowship,  and  rest,  and  happiness." 


THE    BUILDERS    OF  MODERN 
CHEMISTRY. 

It  may  be  only  an  evidence  of  the  narrowness  of  our  vision 
but  we  cannot  help  believing  that  the  romance  of  research 
is  more  associated  with  chemistry  than  with  any  other 
branch  of  science.  Astronomical  study  is  in  this  respect 
the  only  serious  rival  of  chemistry.  The  records  of  both  go 
back  to  the  dim  distance  of  almost  prehistoric  times.  Both 
trace  their  ancestry  to  the  days  of  mystery;  chemists  are 
the  lineal  descendants  of  the  alchemist?,  as  astronomers  are 
of  the  old  astrologers.  Both  retain  to  the  present  day  many 
of  the  symbols  and  much  of  the  nomenclature  of  their  pro- 
genitors, and  both  lead  their  votaries  face  to  face  with  the 
most  marvellous  revelations  of  Nature.  Astronomy  came 
out  of  the  mists  of  superstition  a  century  or  two  earlier  than 
chemistry,  and  consequently  its  apostles  came  nearer  martyr- 
dom than  those  of  more  tolerant  days.  They  had  to  con- 
tend with  more  earnest  and  more  prejudiced  antagonists,  and 
the  risks  and  sufferings  they  incurred  by  their  devotion  to 
truth  add  g'ory  to  the  life-records  of  men  like  Copernicus 
and  Galileo.  Their  histories  can  scarcely  be  paialleled  for 
thrilling  interest  in  the  records  of  the  progress  of  mankind 
from  darkness  to  light,  from  ignorance  to  knowledge,  from 
superstition  to  true  science.  But  if  astronomy  appeals  with 
greater  force  to  the  popular  mind,  concerned  as  it  is  with 
objects  familiar  and  yet  mysterious  to  every  human 
being  from  infancy  upwards,  there  is,  too,  a  fascina- 
tion about  the  narrative  of  the  birth  of  true  chemistry 
not  less  enthralling  to  those  who  have  caught  glimpses  of 
the  reign  of  law  which  it  unfolds.  The  magical  arts  which 
the  alchemists  pretended  to  exercise  were  as  nothing  in 
respect  of  wonder  when  compared  with  the  knowledge  of 
the  constitution  of  matter  which  we  owe  to  modern  chemistry ; 
and  to  trace  the  steps  of  the  discoveries  which  led  to  this 
more  exact  knowledge  will  always  be  a  keenly  interesting 
study.  Messrs.  Macmillan  &  Co.  have  lately  published  in 
one  volume  a  collection  of  the  historical  essays  which  Pro- 
fessor Thorpe  has  contributed  to  periodical  literature  or 
which  he  has  delivered  in  the  form  of  lectures  on  various 
public  occasions.*'  In  these  the  author,  combining  a  high 
degree  of  literary  skill  with  the  fullest  critical  competence, 
tempered  by  a  fine  appreciation  of  those  who  have  ploughed

and  sown  and  planted  in  the  field  where  he  is  now  a 
worker,  presents  in  clearly  sketched  outline  the  biographies 
and  the  scientific  labours  of  Boyle,  Priestley,  Scheele, 
Cavendish,  Lavoisier,  Faraday,  Graham,  Wohler,  Duma?, 
Kopp  and  Mendeleeff.  These  heroes  are  by  no  meauo 
of  equal  stature,  and  Professor  Thorpe  makes  no  attempt  to 
graduate  them.  He  does  not  suggest  that  this  gallery  in- 
cludes the  greatest  names  in  chemistry.  They  are  the  men 
on  whom  it  has  fallen  to  his  lot  to  write  essays  or  to  deliver 
lectures ;  but  he  expressly  mentions  besides  such  honoured 
names  as  Black,  Dalton,  Davy,  Berzelius,  Liebig,  and  Hof- 
mann,  who  ought  in  all  fitness  to  appear  with  the  others  if 
anything  of  a  classification  were  att.mpted.  The  omission  of 
Dalton,  indeed,  is,  in  our  opinion,  the  one  flaw  in  Professor 
Thorpe's  book.  He  ought  to  have  written  a  special  essay  to 
include  him,  for  do  survey  of  the  history  of  chemistry  can 
be  other  than  obviously  defective  which  does  not  indicate  to 
some  extent  the  working  of  the  master- mind  which  con- 
ceived the  atomic  theory.  It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  the 
volume  does  not  aim  to  tell  the  history  of  chemistry.  It 
does  give  a  fairly  consecutive  record,  as  can  be  judged  by 
the  list  of  names  we  have  quoted,  and  this  is  what  makes 
the  gap  so  evident.  And  the  author,  we  believe,  is  a  Man- 
chester man  ! 

The  most  interesting  period  in  the  history  of  chemistry, 
the  critical  point  as  it  may  be  described,  was  that  in  which 
Black,  Priestley,  Cavendish,  Scheele,  and  Lavoisier  were  at 
work.  Dr.  Thorpe's  sketches  of  these  men  (he  has  only  in- 
cidental references  to  Black)  could  not  fail  to  be  attractive 
to  chemists.  Priestley,  the  Unitarian  preacher,  the  energetic 
controversialist,  the  indefatigable  writer,  and  the  pains- 
taking experimentalist,  excites  our  wonder  as  we  watch  him 
disentangling  the  secrets  of  Nature  with  unerring  accuracy, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  defending  with  characteristic  ardour 
the  phlogiston  doctrine  which  his  own  discoveries  were 
rendering  impossible  of  maintenance.  Why,  by  the  way,  has 
not  some  painter  recoided  on  canvas  that  dinner  at  Lavoi- 
sier's house  in  Paris,  when  Priestley,  a  guest,  mentioned  his 
discovery  of  oxygen,  at  which,  he  says,  "all  the  company, 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lavoisier  as  much  as  any,  expressed  great 
surprise."  Fascinating,  too,  are  the  stories  of  Cavendish,  the 
tall,  thin,  shy  aristocrat,  who  escapes  from  a  room  if  anybody 
notices  him,  with  his  drawing-room  turned  into  a  laboratory, 
with  apparently  no  interest  of  any  kind  in  life  outside  his 
investigations  ;  of  Scheele,  the  Swedish  pharmacist,  chival- 
rous, patient,  modest,  but  prince  among  the  chemists  of  all 
time  as  an  investigator;  and  above  them  all  in  intellect, 
in  insight,  and  genius,  of  Antoine  Laurent  Lavoisier?  Dr. 
Thorpe  is  able  to  gather,  from  recently-published  papers 
and  memoirs,  some  facts  about  Scheele  and  Lavoisier,  and 
to  his  brief  biography  of  the  latter  he  appends  the  con- 
troversy with  M.  Berthelot,  in  which  he  engaged  a  few 
years  since.  In  this  polemic  Dr.  Thorpe  evidently  aims  to 
be  scrupulously  fair  to  Lavoisier  while  his  principal  purpose 
is  to  revindicate  the  claims  of  the  English  chemists  Priestley 
and  Cavendish  to  the  discovery  of  oxygen  and  hydrogen 
respectively.  These  claims  are  not,  in  fact,  disputed  by 
M.  Berthelot.  The  utmost  he  contends  for  is,  if  not  simul- 
taneity, a  larger  share  in  establishing  the  exact  facts  than 
would  seem  to  be  warranted  by  the  evidence.  For  our  own 
part,  we  cannot  doubt  that  the  primary  honours  of  these 
epoch-making  discoveries  belong  in  the  fullest  sense  to  the 
English  chemists,  though  Scheele  undoubtedly  shares  with 
Priestley  the  glory  of  having  arrived  at  his  results  inde- 
pendently. At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
Lavoisier  was  at  the  same  moment  keenly  interested  in 
research  on  parallel  lines.  It  is  not  improbable  that  he 
made  experiments  the  full  significance  of  which  he  failed  at 


the  moment  to  appreciate,  and  which  the  fuller  researches 
of  his  contemporaries  enabled  him  to  understand  more 
exactly.  But,  however  this  may  be,  the  chief  glory  of  that 
exciting  period— the  most  splendid  position  in  the  history 
of  chemistry— must  always  be  accorded  to  Lavoisier.  The 
discovery  of  isolated  elements  was  important,  but  it  \va* 
nothing  beside  the  grand  work  of  fitting  into  one  perfec 
framework  the  multifarious  fragments  which  had  accumu 
latnd ;  demolishing  the  phlogiston  theory  which  had  made 
true  progress  so  impossible,  and  sketching  in  clear  outline 
the  features  of  the  science  of  chemistry  almost  as  we  know 
it  to  day.  The  brilliant  career  of  this  great  Frenchman  and 
his  tragic  end  are  told  all  too  briefly  in  Dr.  Thorpe's  book,  and 
it  almost  excites  the  resentment  of  the  reader,  who  could 
well  have  spared  the  dispute  with  M.  Berthelot  to  have  had 
more  details  of  that  between  Lavoisier  and  Marat.  The 
latter,  it  seems,  had  in  his  early  days  sought  to  win  scientific 
reputation  by  publishing  a  treatise  on  fire,  which  he  stated 
had  been  received  with  approbation  by  the  Academy. 
Lavoisier  contradicted  this  statement  in  a  few  disdainful 
words,  and  thenceforward  he  became  the  target  for  Marat's 
implacable  and  insensate  hatred. 

Many  other  episodes  in  the  history  of  chemistry  might  be 
dwelt  upon.    Perhaps  Wohler's  discovery  of  the  artificial 
formation   of  urea  and  Mendeleeff's   elucidation  of  the 
periodic  law  are  the  two  most  fruitful  subsequent  labours 
touched  upon  in  Professor  Thorpe's  essays.    That  the  time  is 
ripening  for  a  second  Lavoisier  is  the  impression  on  many 
minds  when  the  vast  array  of  facts  which  the  study  of  isomeric 
compounds  has  afforded  is  considered,  and  it  may  well  bet 
case  that  a  reverent  contemplation  of  the  heroes  of  the 
is  one  of  the  best  ways  of  encouraging  the  education  of  othe- 
for  the  future. 


SCIENCE  GUILDS. 
We  may  assume  that  the  telegraphic  summary  of  Pro- 
fessor Michael  Foster's  paper  on  the  Organisation  of  Science, 
read  before  the  International  Medical  Congress  at  Rome, 
fails  to  do  him  justice.  Professor  Foster  is  reported  to  have 
advocated  that  scientific  workers  should  be  associated  into 

a  useful  unity  by  imitating  the  guilds  ol  old,  bringing  to- 
gether the  workers  in  this  or  that  special  line  of  inquiry, 
in  this  or  that  limited  division  of  a  branch  of  science,  on 
some  confidential  footing,  so  that  the  masters  lacking  hands 
and  the  apprentices  needing  work  might  freely  commune  in 
private,  and  advance  their  labours  some  way  towards  per- 
fection before  making  them  known  to  the  public.  Another 
difficulty  was  the  present  chaotic  state  of  scientific  litera- 
ture. Was  it  too  much  to  hope  that  by  concerted  action 
arrangements  might  be  made  so  that  within  the  limits  of  a 
single  tongue  all  the  memoirs  bearing  on  a  particular bianch 
of  science  might  appear  periodically  within  the  same  covets, 
and  so  be  accessible  to  any  individual  who  could  read  that 
tongue  1 

That  is  what  Reuter  makes  Professor  Foster  say.  The 
Professor  is  a  man  of  exceptional  intelligence,  and  he  would 
hardly  waste  the  time  of  the  Medical  Congress  with  such 
dreamy  stuff  as  this.  To  create  one  more  society  will  not 
go  far  towards  wiping  out  all  the  rest,  and  calling  it  a  guild 
would  not  change  the  nature  of  its  associates.  Can  anyone 
conceive  Mr.  Edison,  or  any  other  serious  worker  in  science, 
"communing"  with  all  the  members  and  apprentices  of 
an  American  Electricity  Guild  about  some  new  id^a  he  may 
have  for  an  invention,  or  sinking  his  individual  fame  and 
interests  for  the  greater  glory  of  the  guild  ?  Why  should 
he  ?  So  if  Professor  Foster  were  to  discover  a  new  bone, 
would  he  not  like  to  have  it  named  after  him,  or  would  he 
prefer  to  hand  over  the  discovery  to  an  anatomy  guild  ?  So, 
too,  journalists  who  may  have  got  a  pretty  good  property 
might  object  to  despatch  themselves  for  the  benefit  of  some 
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official  gazette,  even  to  oblige  Professor  Foster,  who  had 
much  better  regard  the  individuality  a.n&  competition  in  the 
world  of  science,  as  in  other  circles,  as  the  stimuli  by  which 
its  interests  are  advanced.  But,  in  any  case,  we  fail  to  see 
how  the  proposal  can  be  appropriate  to  a  Medical  Congress. 

FEDERATION  PROSPECTS. 

The  Federation  schemers  are  finding  something  to  say  for 
themselves  and  for  their  organisation,  though  they  are  all 
judiciously  vague  as  to  their  programme  of  work.  Last  week 
Mr.  Currie,  the  Glasgow  delegate,  and  this  week  Dr.  Symes, 
who  is  to  represent  Liverpool  at  Oxford  when  the  Federation 
starts  on  its  career,  and  Mr.  Hunt,  of  Plymouth,  have  expresse 
themselves  in  favour  of  Federation.  Mr.  Currie's  cheval 
de  bataillc  is  company  trading,  and  Dr.  Sjmes  is  evidently 
prepared  to  impress  on  the  Federation,  and  through  it  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  .ultimately  the  Legislature,  his 
pet  policy,  of  compelling  every  qualified  chemist  and 
druggist  to  necessarily  become  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  when  he  acquires  his  qualification.  That,  of 
course,  involves  contributing  to  the  Society  either  annually 
or  in  a  lump  sum,  and  such  enrolment  could  only  be  forced  by 
a  new  Act  of  Parliament.  Dr.  Sy  mes's  object  is  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  shall  in  future  be  able  to  talk  with  its 
enemies  in  the  gate  with  the  whole  trade  at  its  back.  In  other 
words,  he  treats  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  a  trade  union, 
and  he  wants  Parliament  to  decree  that  nobody  shall  be 
able  to  get  his  living  by  pharmacy  without  joining  that  trade 
union.  This  would  be  legislation  against  blacklegs  with  a 
vengeance.  We  congratulate  Dr.  Symes  on  his  perspicacity 
as  manifested  by  his  sad  reflection  that  the  revolution  he 
desires  to  see  accomplished  is  not  likely  to  come  in  his 
time. 

DOCTORS'  COMMISSIONS. 

Truth  knows  a  druggist  who  plants  some  lovely  old  chest- 
nuts on  him  at  times.  His  latest  story  is  that  it  has  become 
a  common  practice  for  doctors  to  instruct  chemists  to  keep 
particular  proprietary  articles,  mineral  waters,  and  patent 
medicines,  and  for  the  chemist  to  pay  the  doctor  a  commis- 
sion upon  all  such  goods  sold  on  his  prescription.  Truth 
respectfully  asks  the  authorities  who  preside  over  the  medical 
profession  whether  this  is  so,  and,  if  so,  what  they  have  to 
say  to  it?'  TheD,  without  waiting  for  an  answer  to  the 
conundrum  propounded,  the  writer  offers  his  own  comments, 
which  are,  as  usual,  of  the  strictly  copy-book  character. 
"A  doctor  ought  to  have  no  interest  in  the  sale  of  any 
articles  except  those  which  are  best  for  his  patients."  But 
does  the  good  man  who  pens  these  homilies  mean  to  say  that 
a  doctor  ought  to,  or  at  least  may,  have  an  interest  in  the  sale 
of  articles  which  he  deems  best  for  his  patients  ? 

LEMON  KALI. 

In  May  last  we  quoted  a  letter  which  Professor  Attfield 
had  written  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical 
Association  in  reply  to  a  question  put  to  him  as  to  the  origin 
of  the  term  "  lemon  kali,"  applied  to  a  mixture  containing 
bicarbonate  of  sodium,  with  a  lemon  flavouring.  The  Pro- 
fessor explained  that  the  term  "  kali "  simply  meant  ashes, 
and  that  soda-ash  was  called  kali  before  the  metallic 
element  of  the  pot-ash  was  discovered,  and  long  before  the 
name  of  "  kalium  "  was  given  to  that  element.  Mr.  Joseph 
Ince  saw  the  letter  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  :  he 
communicated  some  more  definite  information  to  Professor 
Attfield,  who  sent  it  on  to  tbe  secretary  of  "  the  Virginians," 
and  they  now  send  it  back  to  us.  It  is  a  rather  dilatory  way 
of  acquiring  information,  but  we  get  there  ultimately  all  the 
same.  Mr.  Ince  states  that  the  term  "  lemon  and  kali  "  was 
originally  adopted  as  a  trade  name  by  Charles  Gomond 
Cooke,  of  the  firm  of  Godfrey  4c  Cooke,  who  thug  for  years 


held  a  monopoly  in  the  article.  He  also  devised  for  it 
special  bottles,  which  have  ever  since  been  known  and  used 
in  English  pharmacy  under  tht.  designation  of  "  salines."

LIVERPOOL  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  was  hehl  on  Thursday,  April  5,  at  the  Royal 
Institution,  Mr.  J,  J.  Smith,  President,  in  the  chair. 

The  Sale  op  Chlorodyne. 

Mr.  CoXROY  mentioned  that  he  had  received  a  letter 
from  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  asking  whether  he  con- 
sidered that  chlorodyne  should  be  sold  as  coming  under  the 
first  or  second  part  of  the  poisons  schedule,  and  he  would  be 
glad  of  an  expression  of  opinion  by  the  members. 

Mr.  Hanson  said  he  considered  that  if  the  chlorodyne 
sold  was  a  preparation  of  the  chemist  it  should  come  under 
the  first  part ;  but  if  it  were  Collis  Browne's,  then  under  the 
second. 

Mr.  J.  Smith  thought  that  if  a  preparation  contained  a 
poison,  it  was  immaterial  whether  it  bore  the  medicine- 
stamp  or  otherwise.  Action  had  been  taken  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  regarding  the  morphine  ingredient,  and 
not  the  prussic  acid — the  former  being  the  stronger  poison 
in  this  instance.  He  was  under  the  impression  that  the 
preparation  should  really  come  under  the  first  part,  though 
it  was  not  at  all  certain  that  the  Judges  would  come  to  the 
same  conclusion. 

Dr.  Symes  said  it  was  entirely  a  matter  of  opinion 
whether  it  was  a  preparation  or  a  compound  of  prussic  acid, 
the  two  words  having  different  meanings.  As  to  the  action 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  prosecuting  for  the  sale  of 
poisons,  he  said  it  was  not  the  duty  of  the  Society  to  under- 
take this  work  entirely,  as  the  sale  by  unqualified  persons 
was  an  offence  of  which  notice  ought  to  be  taken  by  the 
police. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  directed  attention  to  a  case  reported 
last  week  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  where  it  was 
■contended  without  success  that  chlorodyne  was  a  prepara- 
tion of  chloroform  and  morphine  rather  than  prussic  acid. 

Amazonian  Vanilla. 

Mr.  Wardlewoeth  exhibited  a  peculiar  specimen  of 
■vanilla  from  the  Amazon,  recently  received  by  Messrs.  Evans, 
Sons  &  Co.  The  pods  had  been  carefullj'  wrapped  with  grass, 
in  bundles  of  three  or  four,  and  then  strung  together  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  natives  carry  their  poison-arrows. 
Although  covered  with  crystals  of  vanillin,  the  odour  was 
rank,  aud  the  specimen  possessed  no  commercial  value. 

Dr.  C.  Symes  next  delivered  an  address  on 

Pharmaceutical  Organisation, 

and,  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  said,  that  although  in  what 
are  called  "  the  good  old  times  "  there  was  a  certain  amount 
of  jealousy  amongst  the  individuals  practising  any  pro- 
fession, art,  or  trade,  there  existed  an  element  of  cohesion 
as  against  any  individuals  outside  its  body  who  attempted  to 
interfere  with  the  rights,  prospects,  or  privileges  of  either 
particular  body.  Pharmacy  was  no  exception  to  the  general 
rule.  So  early  as  the  year  1802  a  druggists'  association 
existed  in  London.  Of  its  constitution  little  is  known,  but  its 
existence  was  due  to  the  necessity  of  defending  the  tradeagainst 
the  proposals  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society.  Next  the  General 
Association  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  Great  Britain, 
which,  in  1829,  came  together  in  reference  to  some  Excise 
proposals.  When  that  danger  subsided  this  body  collapsed. 
The  ultimate  outcome  of  these  associations  was  the  foundation 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1841.  The  history  of  that 
Society,  supplemented  by  that  of  the  United  Society  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference, and  the  Trade  Association  of  Great  Britain,  constitute 
the  history  of  pharmacy  from  that  date  to  the  present  time. 
Of  these  the  Conference  still  exists,  but  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  alone  lives  and  flourishes,  and,  if  not  unassailable,  it 
is  certainly  well  established  and  strong. 

If  only  every  member  of  the  trade  could  be  made  a  mem- 
ber of  that  Society,  then  it  would  be  far  more  powerful  for 
good  than  it  now  is,  and  it  would  reach  a  position  which 
Dr.  Symes  had  long  hoped  for  but  which,  he  feared,  would 
scarcely  be  accomplished  in  his  day.    Recently,  however,  a 


new  organisation  had  been  founded,  or  rather  was  in  pro- 
cess of  being  founded,  known  as  "  The  Federation  of  Pro- 
vincial Associations."  It  was  a  matter  of  regret  that  some 
difftrences  of  opinion  existed  as  to  the  necessity  for,  or  even 
as  to  the  desirability  of,  such  an  institution.  Some  chemists, 
jealous  for  the  influence  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
think  that  aDy  outtide  organisation  must  be  unorthodox. 
They  tolerate  provincial  associati  ns  individually,  because 
they  are  regarded  as  harmless,  but,  if  a  combination  of  these 
is  suggested,  it  becomes  dangerous  and  must  be  condemned. 
Others  do  not  believe  it  possible  to  bring  about  any  combina- 
tion worthy  of  the  name  unless  there  are  some  sensational 
circumstances  causing  alarm  and  calling  for  immediate 
action.  And  there  are  those  who  say,  "  Give  us  first  a  pro- 
gramme ;  let  us  see  that  some  good  is  likely  to  accrue  ;  show 
us  that  the  proposal  can  be  carried  out  and  the  thing  worked 
satisfactorily,  otherwise  we  cannot  join  hands  with  you." 

As  to  the  first  of  these  objections,  let  it  be  said  that  the 
promoters  of  this  federation  are  thoroughly  loyal  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  They  are  pharmaceutical  chemists 
of  standing,  whose  interests  are  bound  up  with  the  interests 
of  pharmacy  ;  men  who  are  earnest  and  zealous  in  promoting 
the  good  of  the  craft  to  which  .tbey .belong.  They  have  no 
idea  of  founding  a  combination  which  shall  run  counter  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Soc  ety,  and  any  jealousy  on  this  score 
is  surely  narrow  and  unworthy.  As  to  the  second,  it  may 
be,  and  undoubtedly  is,  more  easy  to  form  a  combination 
when  some  special  danger  threatens  and  men's  minds  are 
exercised  by  pending  trouble  ;  bur.  societies  founded  on  such 
bases  disappear  with  the  circumstances  which  called  them 
into  existence,  and  their  only  means  of  sustenance  is  the 
perpetuation  of  the  evil  they  were  evoked  to  correct.  As  to 
the  third  objection,  the  inertia  which  prevents  certain 
individuals  from  helping  forward  a  movement,  however  com- 
mendable it  may  be,  until  all  the  difficulties  of  its  initiation 
are  overcome  and  a  full  programme  can  be  put  forth,  is  rather 
a  dead  weight  on  any  form  of  advancement  or  progress. 
Still,  it  may  be  reasonable  that  those  who  form  a  combina- 
tion should  show  a  reason  for  its  existence  and  a  rough 
programme  for  working  before  any  extensive  adhesion  could 
be  expected. 

Some  preliminary  arrangements  have  been  made,  but  it  is 
impossible  yet  to  say  what  may  ultimately  be  accomplished ; 
but  in  Dr.  Symes's  opinion  there  is  a  sufficient  programme  of 
useful  work  before  the  federation  to  justify  its  existence. 
Provincial  associations  have  all  a  difficulty  in  maintaining 
an  individual  existence.  Many  of  them  die  and  have  to  be 
resurrected  from  time  to  time,  and  it  is  hoped  that  federation 
will  give  them  strength,  be  a  bond  of  union  between  them, 
and  promote  a  healthy  rivalry.  It  would  be  a  means,  too, 
of  obtaining  a  consensus  of  opinion  amongst  members  of  the 
craft  which  does  not  now  exist  on  any  important  subject. 
Then  it  is  proposed  to  hold  meetings  at  the  place  where  the 
Conference  meets  annually,  associations  being  invited  to  send 
delegates  to  discuss  trade  matters.  The  Conference  deals  only 
with  matters  of  scientificinterest  trade  matters  and  pharma- 
ceutical politics  being  excluded.  It  has  had  a  difficulty  in  main- 
taining its  position,  and,  as  a  prominent  member  remarked  at 
the  last  meeting,  "  But  for  the  social  side,  which  is  well  main- 
tained, the  Conference  is  as  dead  as  Queen  Anne."  It  seems 
therefore,  that  any  arrangement  which  would  bring  together 
men  interested  in  trade  matters  and  pharmaceutical  politics 
would  strengthen  the  Conference  and  develop  that  side  of  it 
which  seems  to  be  its  mainstay  and  support.  Everyone 
enjoys  meeting  old  friends  from  different  parts  of  the 
country,  comparing  notes,  and  discussing  matters  of  vital 
importance  to  everyday  life  and  work.  Why  should  not 
these  desultory  conversations  be  systematised  and  rendered 
available  to  a  larger  number  of  persons?  Organisation  is 
the  order  of  the  day,  and  it  behoves  all  interested  to  give 
active  support  to  such  a  scheme  if  pharmacy  is  to  maintain 
its  position  concurrently  with  other  callings. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  this  paper,  Mr.  J.  Smith 
said  to  ensure  success  in  any  direction  it  was  necessary  to 
organise,  and,  in  view  of  unfair  competition  in  tho  chemists' 
trade,  it  was  an  absolute  necessity,  he  thought,  to  have  such 
a  federation.  They  were  fortunate  in  having  Dr.  Symes  to 
represent  the  Society,  and  he  was  sure  the  proposed  scheme 
would  not  interfere  with.  but.  would  assist,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  Mr.  Cowley  believed  the  federation  would  lead 
to  the  creation  of  a  number  of  smaller  provincial  associa- 
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tions,  which  would  ultimately  tend  to  greater  union  among 
chemists.  Mr.  R.  Parkinson  heartily  supported  ibe  scheme, 
and,  in  putting  the  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  S.vmes  to  the  meet- 
ing, the  President  said  he  thought  the  address  they  hail 
listened  to  was  a  strong  argument  in  its  favour.

The  author  knew  for  a  fact  that  sod.  salicyl.  was  intended. 

4.  In  making  ointments  containing  ammonium  iodidum 
it  will  generally  happen  that  more  or  less  colour  will  he 
developed,  due  to  liberation  of  a  little  iodine.  Mr.  Wokes 
found  that  the  careful  addition  of  a  little  ammonia  removes 
this  discoloration. 

5.  Liq.  magnesii  carb.,  B.P.,  is  a  frequent  source  of  trouble 
to  chemists,  due  to  its  liability  to  deposit  the  salt.  He  had 
found  that  keeping  it  in  a  seltzogene  under  pressure  entirely 
prevents  this,  and  in  bottling  it  from  the  machine  a  fair 
amount  of  carbonic  acid  gas  remains  in  the  liquor,  so  that  no 
deposit  takes  place  for  a  long  time.  (Mr.  Conroy  thought 
this  a  most  ingenious  idea.) 

6.  Tr.  benzoin  co.  ordered  in  mixtures  often  presents  an 
unsatisfactory  appearance.  The  following  prescription,  pre- 
pared by  adding  all  the  ingredients  together — with  the 
exception  of  the  tr.  benzoin  co.,  which  should  be  carefully 
poured  in  last,  and  the  bottle  immediately  shaken — presents

This  is  strongly  recommended  by  an  eminent  doctor,  who 
states  that  this  solution  occasionally  bursts  the  bottle.  It 


may  be  due  to  decomposition  iirst  between  the  glycerine  and 
borax,  liberating  boric  acid,  which,  in  the  second  place,  may 
react  with  sod.  carb.

Wardleworth  brought  underthe 
notice  of  the  members  the  new  method  of  mounting  micro- 
scopic objects  by  the  aid  of  silicate  of  soda,  as  recommended 
by  Mr.  McBride  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
March  31. 


THE  THREE  TOWNS  AND  DISTRICT  CHEMISTS' 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  above  Association  was  held 
in  the  Foresters'  Hall,  Plymouth,  on  April  4,  the  chair  being 
taken  by  the  President,  Mr.  J.  G.  Netting,  at  3  P.M.  Mr., 
Hdxt  introduced  a  discussion  on  Mr.  Thompson's  scheme  of 
territorial  representation,  and  on  the  proposal  for  the  federa- 
tion of  Local  Associations.  These  he  thought  would  arouse 
great  interest,  which  must  ultimately  develop  into  general 
good.  He  regretted  tbe  want  of  energy  and  enthusiasm  in 
the  majority  of  chemists  towards  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  mentioned  a  few  of  the  complaints  heard  by  a  local 
secretary  when  "  on  his  rounds,"  in  explanation  why  the 
Society  was  not  better  supported.  The  complaint  that  the 
Society  was  not  deserving  of  support  because  it  was  not 
more  of  a  trade  society,  might  be  met  by  the  question. 
Where  was  the  old  Trade  Association  of  years  ago,  the 
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subscription  to  whioh  was  only  5s.?  Whether  territorial 
representation  was  the  best  way  of  arousing  enthusiasm  or 
not  might  be  debateable ;  but,  like  a  pope's  blessing  to  a 
Protestant,  it  could  do  no  harm  and  might  do  good,  and  he 
failed  to  see  how  the  formation  of  District  Councils  could  be 
antagonistic  to  the  parent  Society  in  London.  The  Federation 
Scheme  he  thought  similar  to  the  Associated  Chambers  of 
Commerce.  One  Society  in  itself  was  useful,  but  it  was  power- 
less in  comparison  with  the  Associated  whole. 

Mr.  Rendle  said  be  often  felt  a  difficulty  in  filling  up  his 
voting  paper,  as  although  he  objected  to  the  preponderance 
of  London  men,  he  was  at  a  loss  to  knew  the  best  county 
men.  He  was  strongly  in  favour  of  territorial  represen- 
tation. 

Mr.  Roper  wrote  about  the  cost.  Each  Council  meeting, 
with  the  majority  of  the  members  residing  in  or  near 
London,  cost  about  50/.  What  would  it  cost  to  bring 
members  from  all  parts  of  the  country  ?  The  London  members 
were  nearly  all  country-bred,  and  are  strongly  in  sympathy 
with  the  country  chemists. 

Mr.  P.  A.  Kelly  suggested  that  Mr.  Allen,  now  on  the 
Council,  who  was  a  West-country  man,  might  be  their 
representative. 

The  Chairman  said  if  they  wanted  to  be  represented 
on  the  Council  properly,  they  must  also  be  thoroughly 
represented  by  the  local  officials.  He  was  not  in  favour 
of  prosecution  or  persecution,  but  thought  the  Society 
should  empower  the  local  secretaries  to  give  notice  to 
offenders  that  unless  their  unlawful  practices  were  stopped 
legal  action  would  follow. 

Mr.  Cocks  desired  the  best  man  he  could  get — local  or 
otherwise,  but  thought  it  was  premature  to  invite  Mr.  Allen 
until  they  knew  his  views. 

Mr.  Pakk  did  not  consider  the  local  secretaries  should 
be  called  upon  to  do  amateur  detective  work,  which  was 
certainly  unpleasant. 

Mr.  Bkeeze,  suggested  that  com muncation  with  Exeter  and 
other  centres  in  the  West  of  England  should  be  opened  up, 
that  a  good  candidate  might  be  adopted  for  the  entire 
district. 

Mr.  Hunt,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  intimated  his  delight 
at  the  action  of  the  Grocers'  Association  in  prosecuting 
chemists  for  breaking  the  law.  Perhap3  chemists  wDl  now 
put  their  houses  in  order. 

A  vote  in  favour  of  the  scheme,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  essayist,  brought  the  meeting  to  a  close. 


SHEFFIELD  PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY. 

A  meeting  of  the  above  Society  was  held  on  Wednesday 
last,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme. 
Mr.  G.  A.  Grierson  read  an  interesting  paper  on 

8tbay  Thoughts  on  Advertising. 
Time  was  when  the  choice  of  a  subject  on  which  to 
address  an  association  such  as  yours  wag  a  comparatively 
easy  matter,  but  times  are  changed,  and,  for  better  or  for 
worse,  men  have  changed  with  them.  Knotty  questions  of 
politics,  which  at  one  time  would  have  kept  all  the  pharma- 
ceutical associations  in  the  kingdom  going  for  a  whole 
session,  are  now  settled  and  forgotten,  through  the  medium 
of  the  trade  jonrnals,  within  a  month.  Subjects  involving 
careful  experiment  and  research  are  fast  becoming  an 
impossibility,  thanks  to  the  rate  at  which  the  business  of 
pharmacy  has  been  driven  since  it  became  a  field  for  the 
capitalist.  When  every  inch  of  ground  has  to  be  fought  for 
there  is  little  chance  of  the  disputants  attaining  that  calm 
and  well-balanced  condition  of  mind  necessaiy  to  the  evolu- 
tion of  a  philosophic  essay  or  the  prosecution  of  a  scientitic 
research.  When  in  a  rash  moment  your  worthy  President  in- 
duced me  to  promise  a  lecture  or  paper,  I  trusted  to  some- 
thing startling,  or  at  least  noteworthy,  happening  in  the 
pharmaceutical  world  in  time  ta  furnish  me  with  a  text. 
Many  events  both  startling  and  noteworthy  have  occurred 
since  then,  but  the  fastness  of  the  times  has  already  rele- 
gated them  to  the  domain  of  ancient  history  ;  and  as  nothing 
is  so  repulsive  to  an  eveniog  audience  as  "  cauld  kail  het 
again,"  as  our  brethren  north  of  the  Tweed  would  remark, 
the  conclusion  was  forced  on  me  that  I  had  best  avoid  them 
one  and  all,  and  confine  myself  to  something  of  a  common- 
place and  gossipy  nature. 


When,  in  the  closing  days  of  January,  I  received,  through  . 
a  firm  of  carriers,  a  mass  of  paper  weighing  nearly  2  lbc 
crammed  from  cover  to  cover  with  printed  matter  interesting 
alike  to  the  man  of  business,  the  scientific  pharmacist,  the 
nineteenth  century  wit,  and  the  student  of  human  methods,  • 
and  purporting  to  be  the  "  Winter  Issue  "  of  Tin:  Chemist 
AND  DRUGGIST,  I  fait  that  a  load  had  been  taken  from  my 
mind  :  here  was  matter  enough  to  gossip  about  for  a  week. 
If  I  cannot  originate  I  will  criticise,  nnd  if  I  cannot  say 
anything  very  much  to  the  point  and  vory  funny,  there  is 
little  doubt  that  my  hearers  will  be  able  to  supply  the 
deficiency  in  the  discussion  which,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  the 
recording  of  my  thoughts  will  give  rise  to. 

To  the  student  of  human  progress,  or  even  to  the 
ordinarily  thoughtful  man,  the  study  of  the  development  of 
advertising  methods  is  as  interesting,  and  even  instructive,  a» 
the  study  of  the  development  of  the  steam-engine  is  to  the 
engineer.  To  us,  as  pharmacists,  the  subject  should  be  of 
particular  interest,  for  is  it  not  soap,  pills,  and  pharmaceutic 
wonders  generally  that  advertisers  spend  most  money  in 
extolling  the  praises  of  ? 

It  is  not  so  long  since  the  only  requisites  to  ensure  success 
as  an  advertiser  were  to  have  a  good  article  which  supplied 
a  want,  and  to  have  enough  capital  to  put  a  plain  statement 
of  the  fact  in  a  large  number  of  suitable  newspapers  and. 
journals.  Now,  however,  the  article  must  not  only  be  good, 
the  want  a  real  one,  and  the  capital  forthcoming,  but  the 
busy  public  eye  must  be  caught  with  something  new  and 
striking,  not  once  but  many  times,  before  an  impression  can 
be  produced.  Competition  in  the  art  of  catching  the  public, 
or  trading,  eye  has  led  to  greater  perfection  and  economy 
of  method.  Artistic  and  literary  genius  of  the  highest  order 
are  regularly  called  in  to  assist  the  producer  in  reaching  the 
consumer ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  we  have  shodsof  adver- 
tisements, not  only  devoid  of  art  and  wit,  but  badly  conceived, 
clumsily  framed,  and  execrably  written.  Without,  however, 
posing  as  an  "advertising  expert,"  let  me  take  you  back 
again  to  the  Winter  Issue  which  has  just  given  rise  to  these 
reflections.  There  is  such  a  mass  of  matter  here  .to  sermonise 
on  that  we  must  adopt  some  method  of  study.  Suppose  we 
take  the  advertisers  themselves  as  a  working  basis,  and,  like 
the  palaeontologist,  try  to  construct  their  characters  from  the 
style  and  tone  of  their  advert  sements. 

The  most  common  specimen  in  our  collection  will  un- 
doubtedly be  Advertiser  communis.  This  gentleman  varies  in 
length  from  a  quarter  to  four  pages,  is  neutral  in  tint,  and 
of  low  organisation ;  very  little  differentiation  has  taken 
place  in  his  structure ;  his  most  remarkable  organs  are  a 
pair  of  sacs,  situated  one  on  each  side  of  his  posterior  legs, 
filled  with  pabulum.  It  is  said  that  the  extreme  longevity 
of  the  species  is  due  to  the  pabulum  stored  in  these  sacs, 
which  even  enables  the  animal  to  subsist  when  its  food- 
supply  is  cut  off  by  the  flocks  of  predatory  and  more  highly- 
organised  animals  which  inhabit  the  same  regions.  The 
characters  of  the  sp°cies  are  fairly  constant,  although  occa- 
sional variations  may  be  found.  Most  of  these  may  be 
traced  to  "  mimicry,"  and,  no  doubt,  are  rendered  necessary 
in  some  cases  for  protection  from  the  stronger  and  more 
ferocious  species  referred  to  above,  among  which,  per- 
haps, the  most  important  is  Advertiser  Americanus.  This- 
species,  unlike  the  last,  is  not  indigenous.  It  is  supposed 
to  have  originated  in  a  region  known  as  "  Poker  Flat,"  in 
the  Far  West ;  some  naturalists  even  go  so  far  as  to  say  that 
the  couple  to  whom  "Poker  Flat"  owed  its  interesting 
population  claimed  as  their  birthplace  the  northern  part  of 
our  own  island.  However  this  may  be,  they  multiplied  so 
rapidly,  and  were  so  uniformly  gifted  with  the  "  predatory 
talent— no  doubt  inherited  from  their  kilt-clad  ancestors- 
that  life  in  "  Poker  Flat "  soon  became  not  worth  living,  and, 
as  mediocrity  never  was  one  of  the  faults  of  the  species,  a 
rapid  tide  of  emigration  set  in  eastwards.  "Yurrup"  and 
the  adjacent  island  of  Britain  were  speedily  overrun.  The 
latter,  however,  from  the  stolid  nature  and  inert  habits  of 
the  indigenous  species,  soon  proved  itself  the  most  fruitful 
soil— so  fruitful,  indeed,  that  many  members  of  this  singu- 
larly active  and  adaptable  species  rapidly  accommodated 
their  habits  to  those  of  the  natives.  They  may  always  be 
recognised,  however,  when  in  search  of  prey,  by  their 
singular  alertness,  their  rapidity  in  striking,  and  particularly 
by  the  wonderful  manner  in  which  they  vary  their  allure- 
ments according  to  the  animal  they  wish  to  devour  oi  to- 
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enslave— for,  like  the  common  ant,  they  are  much  given  to 
making  prisoners  of  the  weaker  animals  among  whom  they 
live,  and  compelling  them  to  do  their  menial  work. 

Advertiser  Pharmaeofjraphicc  is  a  notable  example  of  the 
"origin  of  species."  From  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
structure  and  habits  of  this  animal,  most  naturalists  agree 
in  concluding  that  it  has  sprung  from  a  "  fortuitous  varia- 
tion "  of  Advertiser  communis,  which,  under  the  influence  of 
the  "  struggle  for  existence,"  and  "  environment "  has 
become  .so  highly  organised  as  to  be  a  very  formidable  rival 
to  A.  Amerieanvs. 

Like  the  blackcock,  it  is  a  custom  of  the  genus  Advertiser 
to  have  an  annual  or  bi-annual  "  lek."  The  "  lek  "  of  the 
blackcock,  my  naturalist  hearers  will  recollect,  is  an  annual 
meeting  for  purposes  of  courtship,  at  which  the  males  strut 
their  stillest  and  try  to  look  their  best.  At  the  "  leks  "  of 
the  advertisers  the  struggles  for  precedence  which  frequently 
take  place  between  the  exotic  and  indigenous  species  are 
sources  cf  great  amusement  to  the  spectators.  The  com- 
batants are  so  nearly  balanced  and  so  skilled  in  the  art  of 
discomfiting  an  adversary  without  killing  him  that  the  com- 
bat almost  invariably  results  in  a  "  draw." 

I  will  not  weary  those  of  you  who  do  not  happen  to  be 
possessed  of  a  special  proclivity  towards  natural  history 
pursuits  by  describing  the  almost  innumerable  varieties  of 
the  interesting  genus  Advertiser.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the 
genus,  as  a  whole,  is  perhaps  the  best  type  extant  of  the 
influence  of  Darwinian  factors  in  the  evolution  of  species. 
Here  we  have  enacted  before  our  eyes  the  whole  drama  of 
evolution  and  extinction  :  "  fortuitous  variation,"  "  survis*al  of 
the  fittest,"  "  the  weakest  must  go  to  the  wall,"  "influence 
of  environment,"  "  effect  of  intercrossing,"  are  constant  and 
evident  factors  in  the  life  and  methods  of  every  species  and 
variety  of  the  great  modern  genus  Advertiser. 

Putting  flippancy  aside,  however,  and  descending  to  the 
practical  everyday  bearing  and  value  of  advertising  to  men 
of  the  type  of  the  average  chemist  and  druggist,  the  first 
fact  that  must  present  itself — and  a  very  hard  fact  it  is — is 
the  very  evident  division  which  has  recently  taken 
place  in  what  used  to  be  known  as  the  busi- 
ness— sometimes  even  profession — of  pharmacy.  In  the 
days  that  elderly  pharmacists  love  to  look  back  upon 
all  the  advertising  was  done  inside  the  bottles  and 
packages — good  physic  was  its  own  recommendation.  A 
little  later,  remunerative  outlets  for  large  amounts  of 
capital  began  to  get  scarce,  and  large  sums  were  invested  in 
putting  on  the  market  and  advertising  proprietary  soaps, 
medicines,  and  toilet-requisites  of  all  kinds.  Chemists 
stocked  these  articles,  and,  because  they  were  fairly  profit- 
able and  easily  sold,  even  went  so  far  as  to  "  push  "  them. 
Certain  of  the  more  knowing  members  of  the  craft,  and 
many  v/ho  were  not  craftsmen  at  all,  soon  found  out  that 
by  selling  the  most  widely  advertised  of  these  proprietary 
articles  at  cost-price  they  had  one  of  the  cheapest  and  most 
effective  forms  of  advertisement.  They  attracted  the  public 
to  their  establishments,  and,  once  there,  it  followed  as  a 
matter  of  course  that  they  sold  to  them  some  of  their  own 
articles,  the  profit  on  which  recouped  them  for  loss— in  the 
form  of  interest  on  unremunerative  stock — sustained  on 
articles  sold  at  cost.  In  this  way  the  small  advertiser  gets 
his  advertising  done  for  him  by  the  big  advertiser.  This 
kind  of  advertising  was  so  simple  and  inexpensive  that  there 
was  a  "  run  "  upon  it.  The  result  is  that  now  only  men  with 
both  capital  and  resource  can  hope  to  achieve  any  degree  of 
success  by  this  method.  When  the  method  was  in  its  in- 
fancy each  man  had  his  special  "  cut."  Now  there  are  so 
many  at  it  that  everything  is  "  cut,"  and  very  large  unre- 
munerative stocks  have  become  a  necessity.  Good  dividends 
are  still  earned  by  working  a  profitable  "own-specialty" 
trade  in  conjunction  with  an  unprofitable  patent-medicine 
trade ;  but  much  more  capital,  energy,  and  resource  are  re- 
quired now  than  when  the  method  was  younger. 

A  more  modern  innovation  in  the  direction  of  the  large 
advertiser  doing  the  small  advertiser's  advertising  for 
him  is  one  in  which  the  large  man  does  the  small 
man's  p  rir.ting— that  is,  prints  for  him,  free,  bills  recom- 
mending his  specialties — the  large  man's  specialty  occu- 
pying, however,  the  best  position  on  the  bills.  From  the 
capitalist's  point  of  view  this  is  undoubtedly  good  business, 
because  for  a  very  slight  outlay  he  secures  the  retailer's 
goodwill,  r.n.l  thus  induces  him  both  to  stock  and  push  his 


articles.  To  the  retailer,  however,  who  has  studied  the 
recent  history  of  the  retail  drug- trade,  and  who  has,  occa- 
sionally, a  balance  of  5*.  to  spend  on  his  own  handbills,  such 
a  policy  must  appear  nothing  short  of  suicidal.  It  may  be 
said  here  that  there  are  many  special  articles  which  it  does 
not  pay  a  retailer  to  get  up  labels  for  and  spend  time  in 
wrapping,  and  tliat  it  is  only  the  well-got-up  article  which 
sells.  Quite  true  ;  but  there  are  now  many  enterprising 
wholesale  houses  who  make  a  trade  of  getting  up  articles  in 
this  way,  and  who  are  altruistic  enough — a  matter  ,of  policy, 
again — to  let  the  retailer  sell  these  as  his  own ;  they  will 
even  put  his  name  on  for  him,  if  he  gives  a  large  enough 
order,  and  at  a  small  cost  will  print  his  bills  for  him  without 
giving  the  premier  position  to  their  own  nostrums. 

It  is  the  boast  of  a  well-known  firm  of  vinegar-makers 
that  they  only  advertise  inside  their  casks.  The  truth 
underlying  this  boast  should  not  be  lost  sight  of,  especially 
by  pharmacists,  but,  at  the  same  time,  a  little  judicious 
advertising  outside  the  cask  never  makes  the  contents  any 
worse.  Every  retailer  with  any  capital  at  all  can  do  a 
little  advertising  with  great  benefit  to  his  business.  When 
it  becomes  a  question  of  trying  to  put  before  the  general 
public  a  speciality  which  has  sold  well  locally,  he  has  no 
chance  against  the  large  advertiser  with  his  staff  of  experts 
both  in  writing  and  placing  advertisements,  and  his  efforts 
in  this  direction  are  almost  sure  to  end  in  failure.  If, 
however,  he  studies  the  wants  of  his  locality,  and  lays 
himself  out  to  supply  them,  with  a  due  amount  of  tact  and 
energy,  he  will  find  that  at  small  risk  of  capital  he  can  soon 
build  up  a  profitable  trade  in  his  own  manufactures. 
Courtesy  at  the  counter,  constant  attention  to  business,  a 
smart-looking  shop,  a  nicely-dressed  window,  attractive 
labels  (never  allowed  to  get  soiled)  are  inexpensive 
methods  of  advertising,  and  when  backed  up  by  well- 
written  handbills,  cheaply  distributed  by  wrapping  round 
every  package  of  goods  sold,  seldom  fail  to  bear 
fruit.  I  have  sometimes  thought  that  chemists  might, 
with  great  advantage  from  an  advertising  point  of 
view,  sell  more  articles  in  common  demand  than  they 
generally  do — articles  now  mostly  relegated  to  grocers,  but 
which,  from  the  fact  that  everybody  uses  them,  ever  in  bad 
times,  are  invaluable  vehicles  for  advertisements.  Even 
from  a  West-end  point  of  view  there  would  be  nothing  un- 
pbarmaceutical  in  a  chemist  selling  his  own  brand  of  tea, 
pepper,  blacklead,  mustard,  starch,  laundry-soap,  and  rice, 
especially  if  he  became  noted  for  it :  the  public  is  a  better 
judge  of  these  than  of  drugs,  and  would  naturally  conclude 
that  the  man  who  sold  good  tea  would  be  sure  to  sell  good 
drugs  ;  and  whatever  may  be  said  of  the  cumulative  nature 
of  newspaper-advertising,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
cumulative  nature  of  this  kind. 

The  relation  between  advertised  medicines  and  quackery 
is  so  close  that  I  may  be  pardoned  for  referring  to  one 
bearing  of  the  subject.  Certain  leaders  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession have  recently  been  very  busy  decrying  quackery  and 
reading  sermons  to  editors  of  lay  journals  on  the  sin  of 
admitting  quack  advertisements.  While  admitting  that  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  criminal  quackery  perpetrated  through  the 
medium  of  public  journals,  I  think  that  it  must  be  patent  to 
every  thoughtful  pharmacist  and  medical  man  that  this  is  a 
subject  on  which  it  is  not  advisable  to  dogmatise.  The 
pages  of  the  medical  journals  themselves — even  the  most 
exclusive  of  them — are  not  always  what  Ciesar's  wife  ought 
to  be,  and  this  applies  to  their  literary  matter  as  well  as  to 
their  advertisements.  People  who  live  in  glass  houses 
should  not  throw  stones. 
An  interesting  discussion  followed. 


Japanese  Fish-oil  in  Bulk. — Arrangements  have  been 
completed  to  import  Japanese  fish-oil  from  Japan  into 
London  in  bulk,  in  tank  vessels,  in  the  same  way  as  petro- 
leum. At  present  the  oil  is  mostly  imported  in  tins,  which 
themselves  are  of  no  value,  or  in  barrels,  both  methods  of 
importation  considerably  increasing  the  cost  of  the  article. 
Under  the  proposed  method,  the  oil  on  arrival  will  be 
pumped  into  receiving-tanks,  and  thence  into  barrels  as 
wanted.  It  is  said  that  400  tons  of  tank-oil  have  already 
been  sold  for  May  delivery  at  II*.  6rf.  per  cwt.,  deliverable 
in  barrels.  If  successful,  the  scheme  is  likely  to  do  con- 
siderable damage  to  the  trade  in  American  (Menhaden) 
oils. 
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A'otice  to  Rftail  Bvyrrt: — It  should  be  remembered  that  the  quotations  in  this 
section  are  invariably  the  lowest  net  cash  prices  actually  paid  for  large 
quantities  in  buli.  In  many  cases  allowances  have  to  be  added  before 
ordinary  prices  can  be  ascertained.  Frequently  goods  must  be  picked  and 
sorted  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  retail  trade,  causing  much  labour  and 
the  accumulation  of  rejections,  not  all  of  which  are  suitable  even  for 
manufacturing  purposes. 

It  should  also  be  recollected  that  for  many  articles  the  range  of  quality  is 
Very  wide.

African  ginger  continues  to  sell  readily 
at  late  rates,  over  600  bags  changing  bands  this  week,  at 
34s.  6d.  to  35s.  per  cwt.  Castor  oil  (East  Indian)  :  The 
market  is  a  shade  easier,  and  sales  of  good  seconds  Calcutta 
have  been  made  at  2%d.  Jaborandi-leaves  have  been  moving 
off  during  the  week,  7  bales  brown  small  leaf  (P.  microphal- 
lus') realising  Is.  per  lb.,  and  24  bales  rough  stalky  brown  6d. 
per  lb.  Fine  green  ordinary  are  held  at  Is.  per  lb.  The 
stock  of  this  variety  is  small.  Canary  seed  continues  to 
move  upward,  550  bags  bright  Turkish  selling  at  40s.  per 
quarter.  A  further  rise  is  expected.  Chilian  beeswax  is 
arriving  sparingly :  fine  yellow  is  held  at  11.  17s.  6d.  to  81. 
per  cwt.  Gum  acacia  :  There  has  been  more  movement 
during  the  week,  and  37  serons  fine  have  sold  at  55s.  The 
inferior  descriptions  are  neglected  at  the  moment.  Chilian 
honei/  :  In  consequence  of  the  reported  short  crop  in  Chili, 
holders  are  firm  in  their  views.  Pile  3,  21s.  6d. ;  pile  2, 
24s.  6d. ;  pile  1,  28s.  per  cwt. 

The  Manchester  Chemical-market. 

A  Manchester  correspondent,)  writing  on  April  11,  states 
that  business  in  chemicals  remains  very  dull,  especially  for 
the  textile  industries  in  the  home  trade.  Bleaohing  powder 
has  a  fair  demand  for  shipment,  and  prices  keep  firm.  Caustic 
soda  is  not  so  brisk,  but  is  unchanged  in  value.  Ammonia 
soda  is  too  plentiful,  and  soda  crystals  are  also  slow  of  sale. 
The  tar  products  branch  is  quiet ;  there  has  latterly  been 
little  change  in  values,  but  only  small  business  is  doing. 
Sulphate  of  ammonia  has  been  easing,  but  other  ammonia 
salts  are  firm.  Sulphate  of  copper  is  moving  fairly  well. 
Green  copperas  is  plentiful,  and  buyers  difficult  to  find. 
Acetates  of  lead  are  somewhat  easy,  and  acetate  of  soda  is 
offering  at  very  low  prices.  The  principal  recent  alterations 
in  value  have  been  a  decrease  in  the  price  of  brown  acetate 
vf  lime  from  61.  7s  6d.  to  Ql.  2s.  6d.  per  ton  (delivered  in  Man- 
chester), in  svlpliate  of  ammonia  from  \Al.  5s.  to  13i.  17s.  6d. 
f.o.b.  Hull,  and  in  grey  acetate  of  lead  from  191.  15s.  to 
191.  5s.  per  ton. 

The  Hamburg  Market. 

A  Hamburg  correspondent,  writing  on  April  10,  gives  the 
following  particulars  of  the  state  of  the  drug-market  in  his 
city:  "  Business  has  been  a  little  brisker,  and  several  large 
lots  have  changed  hands.  There  is  a  greater  demand 
some  articles,  and  trade  is  increasing,  although  slowly,  bat 
money  is  still  scarce,  the  bank  discount  being  3  per  cent. 
There  have  recently  been  landed,  per  Irene,  70  cases 
Japanese  antimony,  and  300  cases  shellac,  as  well  as  some 
45,000  bags  of  nitrate  of  soda,  from  Antofagasta  and 
Pisagua,  in  Chili.  The  following  prices  are  quoted : — 
Antimony  (crude),  19s.  6d.  to  20s.  per  cwt. ;  Balsam 
copaiba,  Is.  l\d.  to  Is.  8^d.  per  lb. ;  Balsam,  tolu,  Is.  2d.  to 
Is.  4d.  per  lb. ;  Borax  (German),  6$d.  to  Id.  per  lb. ;  Re- 


fined camphor,  in  bells,  Is.  l\d.  to  Is.  8d.  per  lb.  (prices  are 
expected  to  rise,  and  there  is  a  good  demand)  ;  Cantharides, 
2s.  10hd.  to  3s.  2d.  per  lb. ;  Castoreum  (Canadian),  61.  15s. 
to  81.  10s.  per  lb.  (price  is  steady);  Sulphate  of  quinine,  17s. 
to  18s.  6d.  per  lb. ;  South  American  Calisaya  bark,  Is.  to 
Is.  Id.  per  lb. ;  Jaborandi-leaves,  9d.  to  Is.  per  lb.;  Iodine, 
14s.  to  14s.  6'/.  per  lb.;  Manna  (Calabrian),  Is.  0[d.  to 
Is.  l\d.  per  lb.;  Nux  vomica,  9s.  to  12s.  6d.  per  cwt. 
(scarce);  Saffron  (Gatinais),  29s.  to  30s.  per  lb.;  Saltpetre 
(Chili),  10s.  9d.  per  cwt. ;  Sulphur  (Italian),  5s.  to 
6s.  per  cwt. ;  Ergot  of  rye.  Is.  3d.  to  Is.  3^d.  per  lb. ; 
Oil  olive  (sublime)  is  in  demand,  and  bought  at  future 
deliveries.  All  oil  in  first-hand  is  cleared  out.  Inland 
duty  on  naphtha  manufactured  in  Germany  is  to  be 
abolished.  There  have  been  not  any  auctions  this  week, 
but  several  are  expected  nexb  week,  or  the  week  following. 
Exchange,  20.43." 

The  New  York  Drug-market. 

Our  correspondent,  writing  under  date  of  March  28, 
observes  that  the  lack  of  definite  principle  on  the  part  of 
Congress  in  dealing  with  the  Tariff  Bill  and  the  long  delay 
of  the  measure  are  crippling  the  import  trade.  A  prominent 
importer  stated  this  week,  that  whereas  ordinarily  he 
had  all  of  his  heavy  contracts  for  crude  drugs  placed  abroad 
before  this  date,  he  has  practically  bought  nothing  at  all 
this  season,  save  what  is  absolutely  necessary  for  his  tempo- 
rary needs,  and  has  made  no  contracts  at  all.  He  prefers 
awaiting  the  issue  of  events,  for  fear  that  he  would  lose 
more  by  making  contracts  now  in  absolute  ignorance  of  the 
conditions  which  will  be  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the 
delivery  of  the  goods  than  he  would  by  any  possible  fluctua- 
tions in  the  crude  drug  market  between  now  and  the  date 
at  which  he  will  be  compelled  to  purchase  further  supplies. 
His  statement  of  the  existing  conditions  is  echoed  from 
almost  every  business  quarter.  Senega  root  is  in  some- 
what better  demand,  but  prices  are  unchanged  at  39c. 
to  40c.  Several  small  lots  (500  to  1,000  lbs.)  have 
been  taken  for  export  at  these  figures.  Mexican  sarsapariUa 
is  dull  and  featureless.  Spot  and  to  arrive  first  hands  offer 
at  8|c.  in  round  lots,  but  buyers  hold  aloof.  Jobbing  quota- 
tions are  about  9\c.  to  9|c.  Golden  seal  is  quoted  at  21c. 
f.o.b.  in  the  interior,  or  22|c.  to  23c.  on  the  spot.  No  trans- 
actions of  any  moment  are  reported.  Jalap  is  in  moderately 
brisk  request  in  a  jobbing  way  at  24c.  to  26c.  No  export 
business  is  reported.  Peppermint  oil  has  been  very  dull  in 
the  interim,  and  practically  no  business  is  reported  whatever. 
Quotations  remain  unchanged  at  #2  30  to  #2.45  for  bulk  oil, 
and  #2.77!  to  £2.80  HGH.  Tartaric  acid  is  in  better 
demand,  and  prices  are  very  firm  at  21J,  c.  to  21|c.  for  crystals 
and  21jjc.  for  powder.  Manufacturers  are  not  disposed 
to  shade  prices,  and  look  for  a  better  market  as  the 
summer  season  approaches.  Balsam  tolu :  A  rather  dull 
market,  and  low  prices  continue  to  prevail.  From  first 
hands  some  lots  have  been  offered  down  to  22c.  Most 
holders,  however,  are  firmer  in  their  views,  and  name  23c. 
In  Cascara  sagrada  there  has  been  some  inquiry  for  export 
within  the  last  week,  which  resulted  in  very  little  business. 
Stocks  in  Europe  being  offered  at  figures  about  on  a  parity 
with  our  market,  some  goods  are  still  offered  at  4fo.  to  5c, 
but  prime  thin  bark  is  held  at  6c.  There  is  a  firmer 
undertone  to  the  market,  and  holders  fere  not  disposed  to  sell 
round  lots  at  present  figures.  Cascarilla  is  in  limited  supply 
and  prices  have  advanced  to  7c.  per  lb.  Blue  vitriol 
continues  in  active  demand  for  export,  3|c.  will  still  buy 
limited  quantities.  The  Kaiser  Wilhelm  took  out  2,200 
packages  tor  Genoa  and  about50  tons  was  cleared  at  Baltimore 
for  Liverpool.  Chloride  of  lime  :  There  is  more  inquiry  from 
the  jobbing  drug-trade  for  spring  demands,  though  the 
manufacturing  districts  are  not  consuming  the  usual 
quantity.  French  in  casks  can  be  purchased  at  #1.90  to 
#2.00  per  100  lbs.  and  English  2£c.  to  2Jc.  Gum  chicle : 
There  is  very  little  doing  in  a  large  way.  Sales  have  been 
made  at  24c,  and  it  is  intimated  that  a  fraction  less  would 
buy  round  lots.  A  portion  of  the  stock  here  is  held  at 
higher  figures.  Califomian  honey  continues  neglected 
and  easier.  A  light  jobbing  business  is  reported  on 
the  basis  of  5£c.  to  6c.  Naphthaline  balls:  Owing  to 
active  competition  the  price  declined  to  3fc.  to  Z\c. 
Norwegian  cod-liver  oil:  The  higher  cable  advices  from 
abroad  have  given  a  further  impotus  to  this  market.  Sales 
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are  reported  at  up  to  #27,  and  at  the  close  #30  is  the  lowest 
quotation  named.  Opium :  Between  more  favourable  crop 
jx  spjcts  and  the  uncertainty  of  tariff  legislation  tbe  article 
is  quiet  and  unsettled,  it  being  now  offered  at  #2.67j,  and 
to  arrive  at  #2.60,  subject  to  tbe  contingency  of  a  duty. 
Powdered  opium,  #3  50.  Bichromate  potash  declined  to 
10c.  per  lb.  Chlorate  potash  is  easier  at  13*c.  for  German, 
and  14c.  to  14Jc.  for  EDglish.  Prussiate  potash  :  Yellow  is 
freely  offered  at  22jc.,  which  is  a  slight  concession  on  pre- 
vious prices.  Quicksilver  advanced  2c.  per  lb.  to  45£c. 
Quinine  shows  no  material  change,  and  foreign  bulk  is  still 
quoted  at  23^c.  to  23fc.  Celtry  seed  has  suddenly  advanced, 
the  bulk  of  the  stock  here  having  been  brought  under  close 
control ;  17c.  will  still  buy,  though  18c.  is  asked  by  the 
principal  holders.  Calif ornian  muttard  seed:  Reports  from 
the  producing  districts  are  of  an  unfavourable  character. 
Sales  of  brown  are  reported  at  3{3.  to  3|c  ,  and  yellow  35C. 
to  3-ifC.,  but  at  the  close  3|c.  for  brown  and  3fc.  for  yellow 
were  the  quotations.  Anise :  Unfavourable  reports  from 
primary  markets  have  caused  an  advance  in  the  Kussian  and 
Italian  varieties.  Spermaceti  is  offered  with  more  freedom, 
and  27c.  is  now  openly  quoted,  with  26^c.  an  acceptable 
figure. 

The  Drug- auctions. 

The  public  sales  of  drugs  which  commenced  to-day  were 
probably  the  largest  on  record.  This  was  caused  chiefly  by 
the  iact  that  none  had  been  held  for  four  weeks,  and  that, 
in  the  present  depressed  condition  of  trade,  many  holders 
are  anxiously  pressing  their  goods  for  sale.  Only  14  out 
of  the  total  of  20  catalogues  were  disposed  of  to-day,  the 
remainder  standing  over  until  to-morrow  (Friday),  when  the 
auctions  will  open  again  at  10  30  a.m.  AmoDg  the  drugs  to 
be  offered  then  are  50  cases  Cape  aloes,  41  packages  gamboge, 
216  packages  benzoin  (including  some  good  Siam  and 
Sumatra),  142  packages  cardamoms,  56  bags  cannabis,  64 
bags  cubebs,  60  bales  buchu,  88  cases  rhubarb,  234  packages 
beeswax,  39  packages  myrrh,  22  packages  Italian  orris, 
various  kinds  of  essential  oils,  45  packages  ergot  of  rye, 
40  bags  cascara  sagrada,  12  cases  iodine,  and  10  bags  Kombe 
strophanthus-sced. 

In  spite  of  the  universal  complaints  of  slack  trade  no 
great  diminution  is  perceptible  in  the  quantity  of  drug-t 
delivered  from  the  London  Dock  warehouses  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  In  that  period  3,700  packages,  in- 
cluding 370  of  ipecacuanha,  850  of  benzoin,  700  aloes, 
290  sarsaparilla,  100  gamboge,  90  myrrh,  90  elemi,  70  jalap, 
and  43  dragon's-blood,  were  delivered  from  that  warehouse. 
The  total  deliveries  during  the  year  1893  were  15,700 
packages,  or  an  average  of  3,925  per  quarter.  It  should  be 
taken  into  account,  however,  that  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  is  generally  expected  to  show  the  largest  deliveries. 

The  Large  Find  of  Ambergris. 
It  will  be  lemembered  that  a  couple  of  years  ago  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  created  temporary  panic  in  the 
ambergris  market  by  the  announcement  of  the  discovery  of  a 
lump  of  the  substance,  weighing  about  174  lbs.,  in  Tasmania. 
Some  of  the  inner  phases  of  the  history  of  the  lump  are 
now  gradually  being  revealed.  This  is  an  outline  of  the 
affair: — "Two  years  ago,  one  of  Macgreg' r's  (Tasmania) 
whaling  captains,  having  cut  the  blubber  from  a  whale,  was 
about  to  cast  the  rest  adrift,  when  there  came  alongside  two 
Hobart  fishermen — '  Portuguese  Joe '  and  his  mate,  an 
African  negro.  The  Portuguese  begged  to  be  given  the  carcase, 
so  that  they  might  tow  it  ashore,  and  make  what  they  could 
out  of  it.  '  All  right,'  said  the  skipper,  with  the  generosity 
of  a  satisfied  exploiter  who  knew  the  blubber  business  to  its 
omega.  Joe,  having  got  leviathan's  framework  on  the  beach, 
began  to  search  for  ambergris,  which  drug  was  quoted  at 
that  time  in  the  current  price  lists  at  somewhere  about  13Z. 
per  oz.  He  found  174  lbs.  Many  people  interviewed  him, 
and  wanted  to  give  him  from  5.000J.  to  9,0002.  for  the  lob ;  but 
the  man  understood  the  luck  of  his  find,  and  got  a  friendly 
and  disinterested  Hobart  resident  to  place  him  in  direct 
communication  with  the  best  London  brokers.  Meanwhile, 
the  ambergris  was  lodged  with  a  bank — which  was  presently 
served  with  an  injunction,  on  behalf  of  the  Macgregor  firm, 
to  restrain  the  sale  of  the  precious  prize  pending  a  discus- 
sion regarding  ownership.  But  these  legal  fireworks  fizzled 
out,  and  the  ambergris  is  still  being  gradually  realised  in 
London,  the  two  fishermen  having  already  received  several 
thousands  of  pounds  apiecs." 


Acid  (Citric). — English  (B  P.)  is  now  quoted  at  Is.  3$d.

Ai.oes. — Nothing  of  any  importance  was  offered  to-day.

Ambergris — New  Zealand  ambergris  sold  to-day  at 
much  lower  prices  ;  for  4^,  oz.  of  good  grey  quality,  of  fine 
flavour,  85s.  per  oz.  was  accepted ;  another  lot  of  3i  oz., 
rather  dark  in  colour  of  fair  flavour,  sold  at  54s.,  and  a 
14-oz.  parcel  grey  of  slight  flavour  brought  30s.  per  oz. 

Anise  is  considerably  dearer,  in  common  with  most  other 
drugs  used  in  the  preparation  of  cattle-spices ;  10  bags  of 
rather  common  quality  sold  to-day  at  26s.  6d.  per  cwt.; 
another  lot  of  10  bags  of  Italian  seed  was  bought  in  at  55s. 
liussian  anise  is  now  quoted  at  28*.,  c.i.f.,  or  30s.  per  cwt , 
London  terms. 

Araroba. — A  parcel  of  42  cases,  each  of  one  49-lb.  tin, 
which  has  been  shown  more  than  once,  was  bought  in  to-day 
at  2».  per  lb. ;  Is.  9d.  would  be  accepted  for  fair  quality. 

Areca. — Again  lower,  a  parcel  of  30  bags  of  fair  quality 
selling  without  reserve  at  lis.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Asafcetida. — About  200  cases  from  the  Persian  Gulf  were 
shown  to-day ;  the  quality  was  mostly  very  common,  and  for 
such  varieties  there  is  no  demand  whatever ;  a  few  good  lots 
were  bought  in  at  from  60s.  to  75s.  per  cwt. 

Balsam  (Peru)  remains  scarce  and  high.  A  lot  of  11  cases- 
were  shown  to-day  but  bought  in,  the  owner  being  unwilling 
to  accept  anything  less  than  8s.  per  lb.

For  30  cases  fair  Palembang  shown  to- 
day 35s.  per  cwt.  is  asked. 

Buchu. — Good  bright  green  round  leaves  were  bought  in 
to-day  at  4$<Z.,  and  long  green  leaves  at  9d.  per  lb. 

Camphor  (Crude).— Firmer.    Business  is  reported  at 
95s.  for  Japan  April-May  shipment,  and  at  75s.  for  China, ' 
also  April-May  shipment.    No  more  is  being  offered  at  thjse 
figures  now. 

Calabar  Beans. — An  offer  of  2d.  per  lb.  for  a  parcel  is 
to  be  submitted.

•  Cream  of  Tartar  has  declined,  and  is  now  offering,  from 
Bordeaux,  at  59s.  to  59s.  6d.  f.o  b.  for  best  white  French 
crystals  ;  the  same  variety  may  be  had  in  London,  at  63s.  to 
€3s.  6d. 

Ctjbebs  are  in  very  large  supply,  but  no  sales  were 
effected  at  to-day's  auctions.  The  market  is  dragging,  and 
it  is  doubtful  whether  business  could  be  done  excepting  at 
lower  prices. 

Cumin-seed  is  firmly  held,  38s.  per  cwt.  being  asked  for 
good  Malta.    Nothing  was  sold  at  the  auctions  to-day. 

Dill-seed. — Thirty  bags  of  seed  from  Bombay,  with  a 
good  deal  of  impurity,  were  bought  in  at  18s.  per  cwt. 
to-day.

Eleven  bales,  very  rough,  all  more  or  less  damaged, 
and  partly  wormy,  sold  at  from  8kd.  to  lOd.  per  lb.,  and 
10  bales  fair  small  to  bold  Vera  Cruz  and  Tampico  mixed 
realised  Is.  2d.  per  lb.  A  parcel  of  36  bales  of  fair  quality, 
just  arrived  via  New  York,  was  bought  in  at  Is.  <M.  per  lb. 

Menthol. — Spot  sales  have  recently  been  made,  it  is  said, 
at  14s.  6d.  per  lb.,  but  during  the  last  few  days  no  business 
has  been  reported,  and  prices  are  more  or  less  uncertain. 

Music— This  article  is  quite  neglected,  and  to  effect  sales 
much  lower  prices  than  those  hitherto  nominally  quoted 
would  certainly  have  to  be  accepted.  Of  Tonquin  pods  20 
caddies  of  the  first  pile  were  offered  to-day,  18  of  these 
being  bought  in.  The  asking-price  for  fine  small  ti  bold 
pods,  blue  and  grey  skin  and  underskin,  well  trimmed,  is 
from  62s.  to  65s.  per  oz. ;  the  two  caddies  which  were  sold 
realised,  respectively— 53s.  for  small  to  bold  blue  skin  and 
underskin,  partly  broken  and  damp  ;  and  32s.  6d.  for  small 
to  bold,  well  trimmed,  old  fashioned,  fairly  dry.

5s. ;  common 
lump  at  30s. 
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Nux  Vomica  is  freely  offering;  for  fair  grey  Calcutta 
seed  8*.  6d.  is  asked,  and  150  bags  of  rather  dull  quality  sold 
at  7id.,  while  for  a  dark  and  grey  lot  6s.  per  cwt.  was  refused. 
Among  the  parcels  to  be  offered  to-morrow  is  a  lot  of  line 
grey  silky  Cocanada  seed. 

Oil  (Castor).— Fair  Calcutta  seconds  have  been  selling 
slowly  privately  at  2*d.  per  lb. 

Oil  (Cod-liver). — The  situation  is  now  beginning  to 
clear  somewhat,  and  there  are  two  distinct  currents  in  the 
market,  one  endeavouring  to  hold  the  prices  up  to  the  present 
level,  and  the  other  trying  as  hard  as  possible  to  biing  them 
down.  We  understand  that  now  season's  Lofoden  oil  is  being 
offered  at  98*.,  c  i.f.  terms,  for  prompt  delivery,  but  we  are 
not  sure  that  the  sellers  guarantee  it  to  be  non  con- 
gealable.  On  the  other  band,  a  very  well-known  brand 
is  offering  freely  at  100s.  per  barrel,  c.i.f.  terms,  for  non-con- 
gealing new  season's  oil;  but  it  is  said  that  the  druggists  are 
unwilling  to  buy  even  at  that  figure.  The  "bulT'  party 
continue  to  quote  round  about  150s.  per  barrel,  but  we  do 
not  believe  that  any  business  worth  speaking  of  has 
been  done  in  new  oil  this  week.  Good  prices  have,  however, 
been  paid  for  oil  of  previous  seasons.  During  the  first  week 
of  the  present  month  fishing  in  Lofoden,  it  is  said,  was 
favoured  by  fine  weather,  and  the  catch,  especially  in  the 
western  part  of  the  district,  is  reported  as  being  very  good 
and  in  places  abundant.  The  Official  Inspector  of  Fisheries 
now  reports  that  the  catch  in  the  East  Lofoden  is  declining  very 
quickly,  and  that  that  in  the  West  Lofoden  is  also  diminish- 
ing. It  is  therefore  thought  that  the  fish  are  leaving  for 
the  North.  On  April  9,  however,  it  was  expected  that  fish- 
ing would  continue  at  Lofoden  for  another  week.  The  first 
reports  of  the  new  season's  fishing  injFinmarken  are  arriving ; 
it  is  said  that  prospects  there  are  good.  At  to-day's  sales  60 
casks  new  non-congealing  Norwegian  were  bought  in  at  125s. 
per  barrel,  without  a  single  bid  being  made  for  them. 

Oil  (Olive). — The  market  in  the  producing  districts  is 
higher,  especially  for  common  oils,  which  have  lately  ad- 
vanced from  2s.  to  3s.  per  cwt.  Mogadore  oil  is  quoted 
higher,  at  31s.,  but  none  is  coming  forward.  From  Smyrna 
the  quotation  is  28s.  6d.,  c.i.f.  Eating  oils  are  higher  abroad 
for  all  kinds,  but  little  trade  is  being  done  in  them.  New 
season's  oils  are  quoted  now  at  from  4s.  to  5s.  6d.  per  gallon, 
according  to  quality  ;  these  prices  show  no  change  so  far, 
but  there  seems  to  be  some  prospect  that  they  will  shortly 
go  up.  The  crop  has  not  proved  so  large  aa  was  expected, 
and,  unless  a  drought  this  summer  should  affect  the  consump- 
tion of  eating  oils,  the  chances  seem  to  be  in  favour  of  higher 
quotations. 

Oils  (Essential).— Two  kinds  of  essential  oils  are  moving 
upward  this  week.  The  one  is  oil  cf  star  anise,  which  is  now 
generally  held  for  5s.  lid.  per  lb.,  although  at  to-day's 
auctions  four  cases  sold  at  5s.  lOd.  per  lb.  The  other  is 
American  ail  of  peppermint,  which,  within  the  last  few  days, 
has  risen  from  lis.  9d.  to  12s.  4^^.  per  lb.,  with  considerable 
sales  at  progressive  quotations.  To-day  12s.  6d.  per  lb.  is 
the  general  asking-price.  Wayne  county  oil  was  bought  in 
at  auction  at  10s.  3d.  per  lb.  Five  drums  citronella  oil  sold 
at  ll\d.  per  lb.  to-day.  Bombay  rose-oil  is  in  large  supply  :

Opium.— From  Smyrna  we  hear,  under  date  of  March  30:  

"  Our  opium  market  during  the  second  half  of  March  has 
been  very  quiet,  owing  to  a  cessation  of  purchases  for 
America ;  but  this  was  to  be  expected,  as  since  January  1 
upwards  of  1,000  cases  have  been  dispatched  to  New  York 
and  Philadelphia.  The  last  price  paid  for  manufacturing 
talequale  was  equivalent  to  10s.  9d.  per  lb.,  f.o.b.,  but  to  day 
we  believe  needy  holders  would  accept  lower  terms.  The 
prospects  for  the  coming  crop  are  still  uncertain.  In  the 
lower  districts  they  are  fairly  good,  but  hitherto  the  advices 
from  the  uplands  are  not  encouraging.  A  good  deal  will 
depend  upon  the  weather  we  may  experience  in  April  and 
May,  for  should  we  have  plentiful  rains  we  may  still  have  a 
fair  average  crop." 

Orange-peel.—  Bather  lower;  19  packages  Malta  sold 
to-day  at  from  lOrf.  for  good  bright  down  to  5|rf.  for  rather 
pithy. 


Orrib. — Twelve  bags,  of  170  lbs.  each,  small  to  medium, 
partly  yellow  sorts,  fiom  Leghorn,  sold  without  reserve  to- 
day at  the  low  figure  of  62s  6d.  per  cwt. ;  for  brown  Moga- 
dore  root  47s.  is  asked.

The  Cod- liver  Oil  Market. 

Sib, — Your  editorial  on  "  Cod-liver  Oil "  in  your  issue  of 
March  24  is  also  a  reply  to  my  remarks  in  my  circular  of 
March  14.    Allow  me  kindly  a  few  words  in  return. 

Far  from  finding  any  fault  with  your  flowery  language,  I 
enjoyed  thoroughly  your  most  amusing  and  picturesque  de- 
scription of  the  Lofoten  melodrama.  In  these  trying  days 
buyers  of  cod-liver  oil  certainly  need  all  the  cheering  up 
they  can  get. 

True  enough,  you  did  not  commit  yourself  to  any  positive 
statement,  but  your  fine  flow  of  scepticism  may  have  been 
sufficient  to  lead  astray  irresolute  buyers,  who  may  still  be 
waiting  for  the  "  prolific  oil  harvest "  which  you  held  out 
to  him  as  a  probable  possibility.  That,  at  least,  is  my 
opinion. 

Even  as  early  as  in  February  there  were  so  many  and  such 
strong  factors  in  favour  of  a  steadily  rising  market  that  a 
specialist  who  does  nothing  but  watch  these  fisheries  from 
day  to  day  was  pretty  safe  in  predicting  that  the  quotation 
oE  65s.  would  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  would  not  be 
heard  of  any  more  this  year.  In  thinking  so,  I  had  made 
due  allowance  for  the  Lofoten  catch  improving — which  it 
has  not  done — and  even  for  Finmarken  turning  out  a  good 
catch. 

With  excessive  prices  for  the  raw  material,  a  price  of  65s. 
for  medicinal  oil  left  producers  with  a  very  meagre  profit. 
There  was  therefore  no  occasion  for  them  to  incite  buyers 
through  misleading  reports.  On  the  contrary,  everything 
was  in  favour  of  withdrawing  the  small  lots,  scraped 
together  at  heavy  cost,  from  the  market  for  a  while,  and 
those  who  did  so  look  very  happy  to-day. 

Producers  are  now  congratulating  themselves  on  the  re- 
served attitude  of  buyers  at  the  opening  of  the  campaign. 
There  are  now  buyers  enough  who  will  no  longer  take  the 
chance  of  an  oil  famine,  with  prices  like  those  of  1883,  and 
we  have  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  remainder  of  the 
Lofoten  harvest  at  somewhere  about  40s.  per  barrel  over  the 
modest  price  quoted  at  the  end  of  February.

Pil.  Opii. 

Sib, — Is  it  not  surprising  that  the  principal  dispenser  at 
Guy's  Hospital  should  be  content  with  what  "  is  considered 
by  the  dispensers"  to  be  meant  by  pil.  opii,  gr.  j.,  which,  he 
says,  "  is  always  written  upon  the  bed-letters  "  ?  Surely  he 
is  in  the  position  to  ascertain,  by  direct  application  to  the 
prescribers,  what  they  really  mean,  instead  of  incurring  the 
responsibility  of  administering  five  times  as  much  opium  as 
the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  institution  itself  authorises. 

Ill  effects  being  quite  possible  in  certain  cases  from  the 
larger  dose,  is  it  prudent  to  leave  the  prescriber  the  excuse 
of  saying  that  the  dispenser  ought  to  have  followed  the 
Hospital  Pharmacopoeia?  This  erroneous  method  of  solving 
dispensing  problems — i  e.,  inquiring  as  to  what  is  customary 
among  other  di-pensers,  and  then  deciding  to  follow  either 
the  majority  or  the  locality,  though  the  prescriber  may 
belong  to  quite  a  different  one,  instead  of  ascertaining 
direct  from  the  prescribers  their  actual  intentions — seems  to 
me  unwise.  Kg.  when  the  question  used  to  be,  "What  is 
meant  by  aq.  mentbtn  ?  "  no  decision  was  arrived  at  except 
that  custom  differs  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and 
even  different  districts  of  this  metropolis.  Individual 


doctors  were  interrogated.it  is  true;  but,  as  usual,  doctors 
differ,  and  no  rule  was  arrived  at.  It  has  always  appeared 
to  me  that  the  best  general  guide  would  be  an  inquiry  as  to 
what  is  taught  at  each  of  the  great  medical  schools  in  regard 
to  these  doubtful  points.  This  guide  would  be  available 
often  when  not  convenient  to  apply  direct  to  the  prescriber.

SIR,— In  your  issue  of  April  7  there  appears  a  very  sensible 
letter  from  Messrs.  Elliman,  Sons  &  Co.  on  their  anti-cutting 
policy.  As  a  retailer,  I  wish  to  notice  a  phase  of  the  ques- 
tion which  they  do  not  touch,  but  which  I  know  to  exist  in 
my  own  district,  and  doubtless  will  in  others.  A  chemist 
doing  a  wholesale  business  among  grocers  in  patents,  &c, 
signs  the  agreement,  and  in  turn  gets  his  customers  to  sign. 
So  far,  good ;  but  follow  it  up.  The  pushing  grocer  gets  a 
beautiful  list  up,  with  Beecham's  pills,  Is.  \\d.  size  for  9JrZ., 
and  Elliman's  embrocation,  Is.  l\d.  for  Is.  The  list  induces 
the  chemist's  customer  to  make  a  trial  of  that  benevolent 
grocer,  and  when  buying  cheese  this  customer  buys  Elliman's 
at  the  same  time.  But  the  stupid  assistant  forgets  the 
contract,  and  charges  it,  say,  \0\d.  The  profit  on  the  cheese 
amply  repays  the  loss  on  the  Elliman.  Should  inquiry 
follow,  the  list  is  produced  as  evidence  of  their  loyalty  to 
the  agreement.  If  an  efficient  anti-cutting  society  is  to  be 
formed,  let  us  have  full  prices.  If  producers  would  adopt 
the  plan  of  cutting  off  the  supply  of  every  man  who  cuts 
any  one  article,  the  cutting  craze  would  be  at  an  end.  Till 
this  be  done,  nothing  will  circumvent  the  dishonest  practice.
